The raid, which claimed the 
lives of 76 persons and caused 
injury to 176 others, proved 
more deadly than any raid that 
the Zeppelins have made on 
England since the war began. 

Fiying so high that they 
looked like a flock of ducks, 
the raiders rained dozens of 
bombs on thé busiest block of 
the main thoroughfare, which 
was choked with shoppers. 

A correspondent of the Asso- 
clated Press visited the de- 
stroyed district today. He found 
a grocery store that had col-' 
lapsed and was fold by the gro- 
cer, who lost two members of 
his family, that ten dead per- 
sons were found tn the debris of 
the building. A dozen more 
were killed, and three score or 
more injured bv flying glass and 
bricks and shrapnel-like {frag- 
mente which were scattered 
forcibly by the bursting shelle.

Reconsideration of Award of Cantonment Site to Linda 
Vista, Near San Diego, is Ordered by War Secretary 
and All Organizations of this City will Unite for Cam- 


O8 ANGELES yet may win the 

great army mobilization camp 

for the southwestern country. 
Although official, announcement 
was made last week that the War 
Department had selected Linda 
Vista, a tract of $000 acres, four- 
teen miles north of San Diego for 
the concentration field, the award 
will be reconsidered. 

Congressman Osborne and Ran- 
Gall and a delegation of Los An- 
geles men yesterday prevailed upon 
Secretary Baker to reopen consid- 
eration of a location for the pro- 
posed mobilization. Gen. .Liggett 
of the Army Board has been au- 
thorized to survey the entire sub- 
ject again and take into considera- 
tion certain features which Los An- 
geles people believe were not fully 
weighed. 

Now that the field again is open, 
MaYor Woodman, the Chamber of 
Commerce and all other commer- 
cial and civic organizations will get 
squarely behind the movement and 
unceasingly work for the selection 
of a site near this city for the pro- 
posed copcentration quarters. 

It is pointed out that there are 
many other elements to be con- 
sidered.in favor of this city, other 
than the fact that San Diego al-

The bombs, which were of 
large size, demolished completely 
houses and small shops which they 
struck. 

The first squadron of five airplanes 
was followed after short intervals by 
a second squadron and then a third 
and fourth, each of which repeated 
the tactics of the first up. 

The worst damage done was from 
a group of bombs which struck the 
business thoroughfare thronged with 
people. At one spot here sixteen 
women, eight men and nine children 
were killed and forty-two persons 
were injured. 

As soon as the raiders had dropped 
their bombs they turged homeward, 
probably aware they would have to 
face an attack from BEntente Allied 
airplanes which would be sent 
against them from the other side of 
the English Channel.

NEW YORK, May 26.—Deciaring 
that the programme recently out- 
lined by the Committee on Coal Pro- 
duction of the Gouncil of National 
Defense would “place the great coal 
areas of the nation at the dictation 
of the avowed enemies of union la- 
bor, with all the calamities that 
would entail,”.

Then he thrust the lines 
‘into the hands of a Mexican em- 
ployee, kissed his wife and children 
good-by and, rife In hand, dropped 
to the ground from the back of the 
buckboard. He held the Indians 
till the loved ones had found safe- 
ty near the ranch. Galloping cow- 
boys, a half-hour later, found Knox 
dead, his body riddled by bullets. 
while around him were ecores of 
shells from his own rifle, from shots 
that had emptied a number of 
Apache saddles, 

Tt is especially notable that the 
Indians, who a few hours before had 
hanged a babe by its heels over their 
camp fire, gave proper tribute to 
valor. The body had been laid out 
decently by the roadside, unmu- 
tilated, and over the face, weighted 
down by small stones, was Knox's 
handkerchief.

HOW FRENCH FIGHT 
THE SUBMARINES. 


May 2 De ed. 
Admiral Lacaze, the 
tine, outlined the means of defense 
France had adopted against the un- 
dersea boats, in the Chamber of 
Deputies tonight. 

“I see no reason why I should not 
speak of these methods,” said Ad 
miral Lacaze. “It will be childish 
to think they are unknown to the 
enemy. They consist of a system of 
patrol beats, of arming merchant- 
men and fitting them with wireless; 
of seapianes, nets, mines, smoke rais- 
ing devices and dragnets.”’ 

The minister said that France had 
652 patrol boats in service and ex- 
pected to increase the number to 
900. He also gaid the government 
had 1200 dragnets, 170,500 curtain 
pets and 6000 twenty-foot ficoat 
nets which indicate the presence of 
submarines. Discussing the use of 
airplanes, he said: 

“We have ized seaplane 
posts all sround the coast so that 
the zone of action of each post joine 
that of its neighbor on each side. 
We also have special bombs for sub- 
marines and apparatus to throw 
them. 

“The guns we mounted on the pa- 


trol boats have been referred to dis- 


dainfully but you cannot put ten 
centimeter gUns on a vessel.

AMERICAN EXPERTS DECLARE

-Entente Military Authorities Who 
Have Studied Situation Declare 
this will be Effective if Carried 
Out on @ Large Enough Scale. 

Against Germany. 


{BY A. NIGHT WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, May 26.—Conclu- 
sion that the United States “must 
strike Germany through the air” 
has been reached by the govern- 
ment’s aircraft production board 
and the Aero Club of America, as 
a result of a meeting attended by 
officials of the two organizations in 
Washington, it was announced here 
today by A. R. Hawley, president of 
the Aero Club. 

Entente and American military 
authorities who have studied the 
subject, Mr. Hawley said, are agreed 
“that the addition of 10,000 aviators 
today to the Allies’ present aerial 
forces would insure blinding Ger- 
man batteries and preventing Ger- 
man aviators from conducting op- 
erations over or near the Allies’ 
lines,”’ 

Having reached this understand- 
ing which, it was stated, involves 
Lair raide on a large scale against 
Germany, the Aero Club announced 
it would make efforts to get and 
train thousands of aviators and 
planned to effect the manufacture of 
tens of thousands of airplanes of 
different types for training, bomb- 


dropping, artillery spotting, sighting 
and submarine destroying.

A discussion arose 
one day at lunch about the then 
proposed plan of lengthening the 
army maneuvers by a week, 
Hollweg did not join in the discus- 
sion until he was asked directly by 
o~ host what he thought of the 


ea. 
“I don’t know much about the 
subject.” replied Hollweg, “but I 
don't see any good reason for ex- 
tending the duration of the ma- 
neuvers.” 

“I don't belleve Hollweg ever can 
see a g00d reason for anything.” 
sajd Hindenburg, with a loud laugh, 
“except for reading a book that 
no one else understands’—a _ i re- 
mark against which the Crown 
Prince mildly protested. 

PRINCE “EMPTY-HEADED.” 


It is rather curious, by the way, 
that the German Chancellor has for 
years been on very good terms with 
the Crown Prince. Between the 
profoundly ignorant, empty-headed, 
vainglorious heir to the German 
throne and the philosopher civil 
servant, there was nothing what- 
ever in common. | 

Of course, it might be taken for 
granted that once started on the 
road to high public office, Beth- 
mann-Holilweg would 4 to 
keep on good terms w the 
Crown Prince, but the relations 
that have existed between them for 
many years past are of a kind that 
seem promoted more by mutual 
liking than anything elsa, 

Bethmann-Holiweg was promoted 

from one important civi 
office to another, and yet, during 
this period of advancement, his 
name was almost unknown to the 
mass of the German people. They 
had no more say in the matter of 
the advancement of Bethmarn- 
Hollweg to the supreme political 
position than they had regarding 
the purchase by the Kaiser of a dox 
or a horse. 
BECOMES HOME SECRETAARY. 

Bethmann-Hollweg, in 1905, was 
appointed Prussian Home Secretary. 
and it was then that his name first 
became familiar to the man in the 
street in Berlin. Shortly after- 
wards he was appointed Agsistant 
Chancellor to Prince Beulow., who 
was then Chancellor. 

It was during. his service as 
Home Secretary ‘that Bethmann- 
Hollweg became largely converted 
to all that the most advanced 
Prussian militarism stood for. Ulti- 
mately be became a far more 
ardent Pan-German even then 
Prince Buelow. In a speech I heard 
the present Chancellor make at 
Munich, in 1908, he declared that 
though Germany was then happily 
free of all immediate anxiety #0 
far as her foreign relations were 
concerned, her present and future 
position as a great power must ulti- 
mately rest on her strong arm, and 
though the strength of her arm 
was greater than it ever had been 
it must grow yet stronger. 

It was a speech after the Kaiser's 
own heart — provocative and 
boasting to a degree. It had, as 
a matter of fact, been prepared bv 
the Emperor, and it was delivered 
by the Kaiser’s order for the specia! 
henefit of Prince Buelow, who had 
at that time fallen out of favor 


with the Emperor. This speech 
marked a critical juncture in 
German rs, and tf ever the 


whole history of it comes to be 
written it will not orly make ex- 
traordinarily interesting reading. 
but will throw a lurid light on the 
events that led to the war. 
AGAINST MILITARY PARTY. 


There id no doubt that the then 
Chancellor, Prince Buelow, at this 
time believed that the Kaiser had 
finally siven himself completely 
over to the mili party who were 
resolved on war. ere is, equally, 
no doubt that Prince Buelow did 
not favor the views and plans of 
the military party. I do not say 
that if Prince Buelow had had his 
own way, war would have been 
avoided, but there was. at all 
events, a chance that it would. 

It was generally recognized in 
diplomatic circles in Berlin that it 
was the Prince who stood between 
the Kaiser and the military party. 
It was in 1908 that the Prince took 
the extraordinary step of demand- 
ing of the Emperor that he (Prirce 
Buelow) should approve of all 
speeches that the Emperor intended 
to make in public before they were 
delivered. The Fmperor was at 
this time in the habit of making 
speeches that kept Europe in a con- 
tinual state of ferment. 

PRINCE BUELOW. 

Prince Buelow made this demand 
in writing and Was promptly sum- 
moned to the imperial presence. 
There must have been an interesting 
and stormy interview between the 
“All-Highest” and his Chancellor. 
What actually happened or was said 
at that interview no one, of course, 
knows except the Kaiser and the 
Prince; but I was told by Prince 
Fursetenburg that when the Em- 
peror found that Prince Buelow 
meant what he had written and in- 
tended to resign if the Kaiser would 
not agree to his demand, he laid 
his hands on the Prince’s shoulders 
and said: “If I horsewhipped you 
and then told my servants to kick 
you out of the palace it would be 
what you deserve. As it is, L shall 
dismiss you from office when it is 
convenient.” 

The Prince's demand put the 
Kaiser in a difficulty. There was no 
one whom the Emperor could ap- 
point to the Chancellorship at the 
moment who would accept it on 
condition of becoming t mere 
mouthpiece of the Kaiser and the 
military party except Bethmann- 
Hollweg, and even the, Kaiser then 
hesitated at appointing the assist- 
ant. Chancellor to the supreme po- 
litical position. The Kaiser, there- 
fore, for the moment, had to climb 
down and consent to spbmit his 

ublic utterances to Prince Buelow 
or censorship, and for a while Eu- 
rope and the various Foreign Offices 
throughout ite capitals were no 
longer. disturbed by the 
war-lord’s speeches. 

But this happy state of affairs, 
as every diplomatist knew, would 
not last for long. The Kaiser, in 
the first place was not the sort of 
man to tolerate such a blow to his 

wer as Prince Buelow had admin- 

tered. It was certain that the 
Prince would be dismissed before 
long. What was not certain was 
who would be appointed to fill his 
place. The speech of Bethmann- 
Hollweg to which I have referred 
Giasolved that uncertainty, and all 
Germany and the diplomatic world 
knew then who the man was that 
the Emperor had selected to fill the 
Chanceliorship that would soon be 
vacant. Equally, every diplomatist 


tirement of Prince Buelow would 
@ieappear the last restraint on the 
Kaiser's ambition, luet for war, and 
desire for world conquest. 


RESIGNATION NOT ACCEPTED. 


After that speech of Bethmann- 
Heliweg’s, Prince Buelow at once of- 
fered his resignation to the Emper- 
or, but it was not immediately ac- 
cepted, partly because the Em- 
r did not wish to allow Prince 

uelow to resign; he desired to dis- 
miss him. But also the Kaiser, I 
think, was not quite sure of Beth- 
mann-Hollweg—not quite certain 
that he could rely spon him to do 
_his bidding without question, fear, 
or hesitation. 

Bethmann-Hollweg had reached 
a crisis in his.life of a kind that 
happily comes to few men. Before 
him lay two roads; one led to an 
honorable retirement from public 
life; but the end of it was obscur- 
ity; the other led to fame, immense 
power, immense position, but it also 
led—and no man cquid have known 
this better than Dr. Von Bethmann- 
Hollweg himself—to war; to war de- 
liberately planned, prepared for, 
and provoked—a war that might 
prove (as it has proved) to be the 
greatest the world has seen. 

BY NATURE MAN OF PEACE. 


No wonder the man hesitated be- 
fore he came to a decision. RKe- 
member, Bethmann-Hollweg was by 
nature a man of peace, with an in- 
herent dislike for war as an evil 
thing—a man born to enjoy the 
privacy of his study and books much 
more than the pleasure which ac- 
crues from the holding of high pub- 
lic office. ‘ 

I often wonder that Bethmann- 
Hollweg elected to tread the road 
that he did. One night I dined 
with him just about that time. It 
was a quiet family dinner. There 
were only three guests besides my- 
self—-a . Friedrich Hollweg, a4 
cousin of our host, and a Von Kep- 
ne and his wife; the latter was 
Bethmann-Hollweg’s sister-in-law. 

HOLLWEG ABSENT-MINDBED. 

It was @& most enjoyable dinner. 
Von Kepping was a most amusing 
person, with a gift for telling funny 
anecdotes about well-known people. 
One of the stories he told about his 
own host. He informed ua, to start 
with, that Von Bethmann-Hollweg 
had a very bad memory for faces 
and that he had frequently passed 
him (Von Kepping) in the street 
without ng h state- 
ment that our host met with so 
feeble a protest.\that it was a strong 
testimony to its truth, 

“Hie thoughts are always so far 
away,” continued Von Kepping, 
with a smile, “that he would forget 
I believe, some- 
Von Bethmann-Holl- 
weg went, one afternoon, into a tea 
shop to have a quiet cup of tea 
where he felt sure he would be ae- 
cure from recognition. When the 
girl was making out his bill she 
said: ‘Thank you, Dr. Von Beth- 
mann-Hollweg.’ 
much surprised, and asked the gir! 
how she knew his name. 
servant at your house for seven 
years,” was the reply, and added: 
‘and only left your service a year 
ago.’ Now isn't that a -true story?” 
asked Von Kepping of his host, who 
nodded. 

“But how did you 
story?” I asked Von Kepping. 

“Well,” he replied slowly, “I was 
sitting at the same table as our 


host; but, you see, he never recog- 
nized me.” 

Bethmann-Hollweg hearti- 
ly in the laugh that end of the 


anecdote raised. 

GAVE HIMSELF TO KAISER. 
Three months after this dinner 

party, Bethmann-Hollweg made up 

his mind, in the words of his cousin 


Friedrich Hollweg, “to deliver him- been 


self over body and soul toe the 
Emperor,” and shortly afterwards 
came the announcement that Prince 


Emperor, and Dr. Von Bethmann- 
Hollweg had been appointed Chan- 
cellor. That was in 1909. From 
that time orward, Bethmann-Holl- 
weg, without any scruple or hesita- 
not merely the mouth- 


algo the chief or- 

in welding to- 
gether the forces that Germany 
calculated would be irresistible 
when they were hurled against the 
rest of the civilized world. 

Once I gaid to him: “You are 
working too hard, If you go on 
like this you will have a break- 


tary party, 
ganizing power 


down.” 
“I dare say.” he replied: then 
added after a short pause: “It is 


not work, you know, that kills. 
but nervous strain and excitement.” 
And there was good reason why the 
Chancellor should be suffering from 
nervous strain at that time, though 
I did not know it. 

AGADIR CRISIS. 

Six months later, in August, 1911, 
eame the Agadir crisis that brought 
Germany to the verge of war with 
England. That crisis was pre- 
cipitated by the impatience of the 
Kaiser and the leaders of the 
military party to set the German 
war machine in motion. Beth- 
mann-Hollweg for months past ha« 
foreseen the approach of some such 
crisis, and he ad striven to avoid 
because he knew that the war 
was not yet in perfect 
order. I heard that on the very 
night when it was expected that 
Germany would declare war on 
England, the Chancellor had an 
audience with the Kaiser, when he 
implored him to stay the declara- 
tion of war for which Germany 
was not yet fully prepared. 

Anyway, whatever took place be- 
tween the Kaiser and the Chan- 
cellor, the interview between them 
resulted in Von Tirpitz, Von Falk- 
enhayn and Von Hindenburg being 
summoned to a conference at the 
imperial schloss some time before 
midnight. Twenty-four hours later 
it was known in the diplomatic 
world that Germany had climbed 
down, and that there would be no 
war. 

A couple of morths or so after 
the Agadir crisis I met a German 
naval officer who had been stavin« 
at a house where Bethmann-Holl- 
weg had been a guest. The officer 
told me that when someone twitted 
the Chancellor about the ready 
manner in which he had 
down in the recent crisis, 
plied: “You thank God that 
I was able to do so, but you ma‘ 
be assured that the next time 
Germany raises the mailed fist she 
will strike.” 

HOLLWEG AGAINST ENGLAND. 

One day, about two years after 
the Agadir incident I think it was. 
I was traveling from Munich to 
Berlin, and Hollweg, by chance, was 
my companion on the journey. 

We chatfed away on various sub- 
jects until we got to foreign poli- 
tics. Hollweg was, of course, re- 
served, and said little or nothing 
that might not safely have been 
repeated, until I mentioned some- 
thing about the Agadir crisis. He 
made no comment on what I sak 
ard I then observed carelessly that 
Agadir was a thing of the past.

ollweg, in his earlier 
tainly was not.

to subdue an enemy by 
terrorizing ite civilian population 
was a supremely barbarous act. 
Later, and owing largely, I have ro 
doubt, to the influence and per 
suasion of Von Tirpits, he changed 
his opinion on the subject and ac- 
cepted the views and theories put 
forward by the German military 
leaders. 
HIS APPROVAL OF 

How completely he changed his 
earlier views may be judged from a 
certain speech he made. Count Zep- 
pelin had perfected his airships, and 
their destructive powers were being 
widely discussed in military and na- 
val circles. Bethmann - Hollweg's 
speech was at a dinner at the For- 
eign Office in Berlin, at which I was 
present. After praising the inven- 
tive genius and enterp of Count 
Zeppelin and alluding to the vari- 
ous useful purposes which the new 
airships might serve, he said: “But 
it is unthinkable they should ever 
be used for the slaughter of a civil- 
lan population in war time by bomb 
dropping.” Yet some years later he 
enthusiastically welcomed this par- 
ticular engine of warfare as & means 
by which the towns and cities of an 
enemy might be quickly terrorized 
into a state of submission or de- | 
stroyed! 

In the Reichstag he has always | 

listened to with attention since 
he became Chancellor, chiefly be- 
cause be never or rarely speaks ex- 
cept to make some important an- 
nouncement, but he utterly lacks the 
gift of holding’ his listeners by the 
force of his oratorical The 
Kaiser has often deplored this lack 
of oratorical powers in his Chancel- 
lor. It is his one fault in his mas- 
ter’s eyes. 

All the Chancellor’s war speeches 
in the Reichstag are, of course, sub- 
mitted to the Kaiser before being 
delivered, and, judging from what 
I know of the Chancellor's style of 
oratory and the Kaiser's, I feel cer- 
tain that many of the flowery 
phrases which the former has of 
late introduced into his speeches are 
the suggestion of the Emperor. For 
example, I don’t believe that Beth- 
mann-Holiweg himself would ever 
have used such a phrage as “we fear 
neither death nor the devil nor the 
devil of hunger,” which figured in 
his speech some months ago in de- 
claring Germany’s intention to fight 
out the war to a finish. 

INTIMATE WITH VON TIRPITZ. 

It is worthy of note that, though 
his opposition to the pirate party 
had been the means of driving Von 
Tirpits into retirement, this did not 
interrupt his close and intimate re- 
lations with Von Tirpitz, who still 
continued on considerable terms of 
friendship with him. It may have 
been that the admiral himself de- 
sired to retire from the very dim- 
post he held, and the tempo- 
rary change Germany's policy 
gave him a good excuse for doing so. 

I should mention that I left Ger- 
many in 1916, shortly after the sink- 
ing of the Lusitania, and what If 
have written above I have had from 
reliable sources. I met Hollweg 
shortly before I left Germany. He 
spoke of the sinking of the Lusita- 
nia as if it were a mere incident in 
the war of no special importance. 
Another diplomatist, however. who 
saw the Chancellor immediately af- 
ter my interview with him, told me 
that he had declared that, ere the 
war was over, the world would stand 
aghast at the horrors that would be 
perpetrated by all belligerents. 

Before, however, the commence- 
ment of this final and ferocious 

hase of the war, the Chancellor put 
orward his historic proposal for a 
peace conference—probably because 
his Imperia] master was already be- 
ginning to stand aghast at the pos- 
sible resulta to himself and his fam. 
ily and people of the war into which 
he plunged Europe in August, 1914. 

To a man of his temperament and 
character. once he had conceived an 
aim or object as a good and desir- 
able one to reach, he would not hes- 
itate about the means he employed 
in reaching ft. The thing with him 
would be to reach it, if possible; 
and, if he did not reach ft, then he 
would regard his failure philosoph- 
ically. The human misery and suf- 
fering that his acts might be respon- 
sible for would never trouble him a 
jot. 

He is a tremendous force in Ger- 
many, but only because and only 
while he has behind him the favor 
of the Emperor. When Bethmann- 
Hollweg loses that—and he may lose 
it any day, as bigger and better men 
have lost it—-he will disappear ab- 
solutely and utterly from public life.

sympathy strikes of union elec-

Otficers of the carpenters" and 
electricians’ unions announced their 
strike had been approved by their 


national headquarters and that the 
men had been ordered out immedi- 
ately. The electricians authorized 
one man to remain on duty to keep 
the Jerome lighting system in oper- 
ation.

dent Bethouski of the Council, 
his proposed ordinance can and will 


be brought up again Friday, this 
timo for passage or defeat, accord. 
ing to the will of the majority of the 
Council. 

“If they honestly believe in regu- 
iation, which they vehemently #a) 
they do, the seven recalcitrant mem- 
bers of the Council will favor the 
adoption of my measure,” said 
Councilman Conwell yesterday. “Tf 
they favor the billboard trust, as 
they have been favoring it, thes 
will vote the plan down. 

“T desire to repeat that the ordi- 
nance would not put billboards out 
of »nsiness in Los Angeles. It woulo 
not take away the jobs of the bill- 
board employees. It would merely 
take the immense billboard abomi- 
rations out of the residence districts 
and give the property owners in the 
semi-residence districts the right to 
decide whether or not they want the 
boards. The biliboard operators 
have unrestricted liberties on 20% 
miles of thoroughfare in Los An- 
gelies——ccttainly enough to give the 
eliy a bad reputation for deface- 
ment by billboards.”

ARE REDRESSED. 


p ling Section of Spy 
Bill Redrafted. 


W ould P hibi Public ° 
Useful to the Enemy. 


Would Have President Pre- 
scribe Exceptions. 


[BY a, P. NIGHT 

WASHINGTON, May 26.—Efforts 
of the administration to secure en- 
actment by Congress of newspaper 
censorship legislation assumed a 
new, and, In the belief of some offi- 
cials, a more complicated form to- 
day when Senate and House con- 
ferees agreed on a new censorship 
section for the espionage bill. 

As redra fted, the conferees section 
provides for prohibition by Congress 
of the wilful publication of mili- 
tary information useful to the 
enemy, with authority for the Presi- 
dent only to prescribe what infor- 
mation of the specijic classes may 
be excepted. Trial juries would be 
required to determine whether pub- 
lication of such information were 
wilful and whether the informa- 
tien actually was of benefit to the 
enemy. 

The conferees regarded the sub- 
stitute as an extreme modification of 
all previous censorship proposals, 
but some Senators and Representa- 
tives refused to accept that opin- 
ion. The President, the conferees 
said, had not n r 
ing it. Some opponents of previ- 
ous censorship proposals said they 
would oppose it vigorously. 

The conferees agreed today on 
severa! other disputed sections of the 
espionage measure, included those 
providing for export embargoes, ex- 
tension of the use of search war- 
rants and protection of foreign com- 
merce. 

The new draft proposes that Con- 
greas shall prohibit publication of 
military information but not that 
regarding “equipment” of the 
armed forces and instead of au- 
thorizing the President to make 
censorship rules and regulations 
confers upon him merely the powe 


to permit publication of matter 
prohibited by the section. 
Other matter objectionable to 


those in Congress leading the oppo- 
sition to censorship legisiation also 
was struck out. Instead of pro- 
hiditing publication of information 
that’ may be useful to the enemy, 
it would prohibit such information 
that “shall” be useful. The new 
clause foliows: 

“When the United States is at war. 
the publishing wilfully of  infor- 
mation with respect to the move- 
ment, numbers, description or dis- 
position of anv of the armed forces 
of the United States in naval or mili- 
tary operations, vr with respect to 
any of the works intended for the 
fortification or defense of any place 
which information is useful to the 
enemy, is hereby prohibited and the 
President may from time to time, by 
proclamation,: declare the character 
ef such above described informa- 
tion which, in his opinion, ts not use- 
ful to the enemy and thereupon it 
shall be lawful to oublish the same. 

“In any prosecution hereunder 
the jury trying the case shall de- 
termine not only whether the de 
fendant did wilfully publish such 
information but also whether 
information was of such character 
as to be‘useful to the enemy; pro- 
vided that nothing in this sectior 
shall be construed *o. limit or reatric’ 
any discussion, comment or criticism 
of the acts or policies of the gov- 
ernment or tts representatives or 
the publication of thé same if such 
discussion, comment, or criticism 
does not diaciose information here- 
in prohfbhited.” 

Agreemont also was reached by 
the conferees on the export em- 
hargo and search warrant sections 
and that penalizing interference 
with foreign commerce.

' Bome of the reasons for the short- 
age of men as given by H. C. Donoho, 
manager of the Los Angeles Free 
Employment Bureau and other em- 
ployment men are these. Increased 
farm and orchard activity creating 
greater demand. Wages high in 
Middle West. and East, so that there 
is practically no influx here of 
migratory workers. Whereas a 
year ago or so the railroads were 
bringing In Mexican laborers at the 
rate of 100 a day the average now is 
only seventy-five a week. Six 
thousand Slav workers, formerly 
available here, have left Los Angeles 
to find work in other States. The 
literacy test, it is believed, will fur- 
ther diminish the number of lahorers 
coming in. 

At the municipal bureau several 
hundred men apply daily for work 
but a large number of them have 
money in their pockets and wait un- 
til they can get certain kinds of 
work. Some ranch owners apply 
there in vain for men while others 
who pay more or who have reputa- 
tions for treating their men well have 
no trouble in getting them 
promptly. 

SOME EXCEPTIONS. 

Field agents of the municipal and 
State bureaus report that conditions 
on the ranches are somewhat im- 
proved but in many cases are still 
very bad. There are notable ex- 
ceptions and it is significant that on 
these ranches the men are contented 
to remain. The Leffingwell Rancho, 
three miles east of Whittier, has 5606 
acres under cultivation. It employs 
about forty white men, forty Japa- 
nere and fifty Mexicans. There are 
separate and comfortably-arranged 
quarters for each race. American 
employees have an $8000 clubhovee, 
piano, reading-room, magazines, etc. 
The company is now building a $4000 
clubhouse for subforemen with fa- 
eflities for those who wish to pursue 
courses of study. This ranch hae’ 
had no labor troubles in the twenty 
years of its existence. 

Rancho Las Delicias at Savita Su- 
sana has ideal and comfortable 
quarters and has a high reputation 
amoeng farm workers who keep in 
touch with Southern California con- 
ditions. This ranch provides sani- 
tary, comfortable quarters and sup- 
plies the best of food. 

The Slaugon ranch at Azusa treats 
ite men so well that it rarely has 
difficulty in getting plenty of help. 
The Sespe Rancho at Sespe takes 
care of ite men so well that it can 
get good workers when other 
ranches, who pay higher, wages, 
to go short. 

ORANGE COUNTY ANXIOUS.

The Valencia orange picking sea- 
son will start within two or three 
weeks and will continue until No- 
vember. In picking the fruit scores 
of men are employed. Much of the 
packing is done by girls. Both 
Mexicans and whites are employed 
in picking. A large share of the 
pickers in years previous have been 
residents of the county. Pickers 
live at their own homes and ride 
to their work and from orchard to 
orchard on bicycles. Living condi- 
tions with them are just what they 
make them, so far as their homes 
are concerned.

CALIFORNIA’S LABOR SITUATION IN A NUTSHELL. 


HESE are some of the conditions with relation to the shortage of farm labor that ranch- 
ers, members of County and State Councils of Defense and others believe are menac- 
ing and calling for prompt and effective remedial measures: 

Thirty-seven hundred permanent positions are unfilled and 36,000 temporary ones. Not 
all of the latter will be needed at one time, the shortage in the stress or peak-load period 
being estimated at 12,000 to 15,000 men. 

In eight southern counties, Santa Barbara, Ventura, Los Angeles, Orange, San Diego, 
San Bernardino, Riverside and Imperial, figures compiled for the Labor Committee of the 
State Council of Defense show 4,072,000 unit days required for the harvest reason; nearly 
1,500,000 days short under present conditions. 
August and will reach the point of greatest stress or labor requirement in October when Im- 
perial Valley cotton and other crops must be handled. 

Several thousand men in Southern California (3000 or more in Los Angeles alone, ) 
are not working because they are not satisfied with the treatment accorded workers by 
many ranch owners. Conditions on many ranches are declared by investigators to be very 
bad, justifying the attitude of the farm workers. ‘ 

Six thousand Slav workers have gone from Los Angeles to take jobs in other States. 
The number of Mexican laborers has been greatly reduced. The railroads are short more 
than 2500 laborers. There is the lowest influx of migratory workers in years.

HOW IT HAS WORKED. 
Germany was the first nation to 
aitempt to regulate the price and 


distribution of food among her peo- 
ple. Her plan. which is the exact 
oppogite to that outlined by Mr. 
Hoover, failed miserably, experts 
say, end as a result of this failure, 
thousands of tons of food were 
spoiled. The entire supply of the 
empire Was estimated and then di- 
vided by the population and each 
person “Was allotted a certain amount 
of food per day. 

Tickets were issued, without which 
food was tut obtainable at any price 
by aryone. No attempt was made to 
regulate prices and the result was, 
that While you might have a ticket 
calling for a loaf of bread or a pound 
of potatoes, the man who sold these 
commodities fixed the price. which 
was governed by supply on hand, 
and if the person possessing the 
ticket was poor and had not sufficient 


the money to purchase what his ticket 


called for, he had to take a lesser 
quantity or go without. He wag in 
the position of the beggar who was 
given a ticket to an alumni banquet, 
the ticket called for admission and «a 
big dinner, but before he was per- 
mitted to partake of the food he had 
to pay $5 for his ticket. 

What happened was this. People 
bought whatever they could one day 
and sold it to someone with the 
money to buy more than their al- 
lotted portion and on the next day, 
with the additional money and next 
day's ticket, purchased one-day ra- 
tions. This put the poor on half 
ratione and was responsibie for the 
bread riots, news of which has re- 
peatedly filtered through the Ger- 
man lires to thie country. 

POLICY OF BRITAIN. 

Great Britain's plan is to fix a 
maximum and minimum price on 
wheat and other staples. The farmer 
who raises wheat in England is 
guaranteed by the government that 
for the next six vears he shall re- 
ceive not leas than $1.40 and not 
more than $1.90 per bushel for his 
crop. The miller, wholesaler and 
retailer are also limited as to the 
profit they shall take for the service 
rendered in manufacturing and dis- 
tributing the product so that the 
ultimate consumer pays for the 
flour the price of production, manu- 
facture and distribution, plus a fair 
profit, and no more, Supply and 
demand are eliminated as a price- 
making factor.

FLYING SCHOOL HERE.

ACKED by a syndicate of local 
capitalists and patriotic citi- 
zens, Los Angeles is to have an 

aviation school with a capacity of 
350 graduate flyers yearly. Its pri- 
mary purpose will be to train men 
for the army and navy, and it is 
probable that the entire plant, of 
which the first cost is to be in the 
neighborhood of $250,000, will be 
turned over to the government for 
the period of the war as sooh as 
it is complete and in working order. 
Ultimately, it is heped to invest 


about $1,000,000 in the school. 


Several sites are in contemplation 
and it is expected that a selection 
will be made this week. Architects 
Montgomery & Mon mery, with 
offices in the Merritt Building, have 
been commissioned to prepare the 
plans, adapted for a 600-acre site 
somewhere along the adjacent sea- 
coast. These plans will be expedited 
as rapidly as possible in order that 
work may start immediately on the 
first group of buildings. 

This group, according to the archi- 
tects, will comprise an administra- 
tion building, housing the executive 
offices; a school building of twelve 
classrooms and auditorium, a dormi- 
tory that can accommodate 300 stu- 
dents, a machine shop capable of re- 
celving two complete planes. an 
aerodynamic laboratory and a club- 
house with dining-room for the use 
of the students. a 

In addition to these buildings wild 
be twelve hangars, each 6060x125. for 
the housing of land planes of mili- 
tary type, and’also four hangara of 
the same dimensions located:-on the 
shore for seaplanes. Two garages fot 
motor trucks and automobiles will 
complete the present bullding equip- 
ment. 

The style of architecture followed 
throughout will be Castilian Span- 
ish, with what the architects term 
a “military” motif. The buildings 
will be absolutely. fireproof. of rein- 
foreed concrete .construction, with 
stucco exteriors, and red clay tile 
roofs, the ornamental sections be- 
ing of cast stone.

Prices have not advanced in any- 
thing like the same proportion as 
ether food products, many people 
have, without sufficient investigation, 
assumed that they have, and as a 
result have been cutting meat from 
the dally menu.

world, a fact which has always been 


uring the a plishments of Amer- 
ica as compared with those of other 
nations. Don't let us imagine We 
muat adopt the peasant standard of 
Burope. It ien't necessary. 

The seare as to the high price of 
meat is unwarranted and may be 
said to be psychological, for there is 
no real shortage of meats in the 
United States and the prices have 
not gone to abnormal levéls. There 
are many reasons for this, the prin- 
cipal one being that the meat supply 
of.the nation has increased more 
rapidly than the population, and 
this, too, in face of the fact that the 
meat consumption per capita has 
steadily increased until the last six 
months. 

There was an increase in the num- 
ber of beef cattle in the country of 
1,037,000 head between January 1, 
1916, and January 1, 1917, and the 
number of milch cows increased 
660,000. The slaughter of 1916 was 
3,000,000,000 pounds greater than in 
1914, and of this surplus 
1,500,000,000 pounds was exported 
The same is true of hogs. In 1915 
we had 64,618,000 hogs in the United 
States, and on January 1, 1916, the 
number had increased to 68,047,000, 
or, taking an average of 225 pounds 
per hog, which is the standard 
slaughtering weight, we had in- 
creased our pork production about 
eight pounds per capita. 

WHY THE INCREASE? 
_ Many factors have tended to en- 
courage the increase in the produc- 
tion of meat In the nation, the most 
important being the general high 
prices received by the producers. 
The bettering of range conditions by 
closer and more scientifiC manage- 


ment of the vast government grazing 
preserves in the national forests has 
also been important, and the pro- 
ducers have awakened to the fact 
that the disappearance of the vast 
open ranges does not necessarily 
mean a diminution of the production 
of beef cattle. 

Intensive cultivation, by the em- 
ployment of irrigation in the rais- 
ing -of vaet alfalfa and other forage 
crops, has also contributed to the 
increase. This is particularly true 
in California and in all the Weat 
and Southwest. Cattlemen have 
found that bloeded beef cattle can 
be raised successfully on compara- 
tively limited areas, where alfalfa 
and other forage is raised, so that 
today 640 acres of land will produce 
a more profitable crop of beef than 
seve thousand acrea under the old

FRUGALMY. , 

Economy is a virtue and waste is a 
sin in the use of food, but economy does not 
necessarily extend to scrimping in every 
article of or wear. You may deny your- 
self ice on a day in July, but need 
not refuse to buy a palm leaf fan, nor does 
} the reason for going without turkey on 
Thahkegiving involve the non-purchase of 
an overcoat or covering your bed with grain 
> sacks*instead of a down quilt. There is no 
reason why the clothing business, the dry 
go0e0ds business or any other similar line 
of trade should suffer reaction on account 
of the war. 

And even in the matter of food the talk of 

has caused scarcity. The Chris- 
tlan Science Monitor says editorially: 
“Grocers and provision merchants generally 
| report that well-to-do customers have been 
laying in large quantities of foodstuffs, bid- 
ding against one another in an unreasonable 
desire to lay up stores for the future. 
Prices have soared in consequence of this 
hoarding, and because of inadequate distri- 
bution, and the extraordinary export de- 
mand for almost everything produced from 
the soil. The result is that people of small 
means, who have nothing that could be dig- 
nified by the name of capital, are unable to 
Keep pace with their more fortunate neigh- 
bors, and are obliged to pay the highest 
prices for everything they buy.” 

The billions of dollars to be raised in the 
United States for war purposes will mostly 
be spent within the borders of the country. 
The financial activity thus represented is 
bound to accelerate trade rather than di- 
minish it. There may be an occasional 
halt, as at the present time in certain direc- 
tions, but clothing merchants, dressmakers, 
milliners, automobile manufacturers, jewel- 
ers, and those engaged in other trades, need 
have no fear for the future. If history re- 


peats itself, as it seems in the habit of 


doing, the wave of “frenzied frugality” will 
soon give place to a sane, practical mode of 
living. Real economy is necessary and 
highly desirable, and when its importance 
and méaning are realized, no one need suf- 
fer from a result of its practice. 


NTROLLING FOOD AND RAIMENT. 

Goverument regulation of the produc- 
tion, distribution and consumption of the 
necessities of life is proposed in an admin- 
istration bill now under consideration in the 
United States Senate. In theory the 
measure is appealing, and if our food and 
raiment would form, like the dew, of their 
own volition, the plan would be admirable: 
but before we have proceeded too far in this 
programme it may be well to consider what 
the end is likely to be. In times of peace 
state Socialism has invariably increased 
the price of everything it has touched 
through increasing the cost of production. 
This is as immutable as the law of gravi- 
tation. What reason have we to suppose 
that, in time of war, this condition will be 
reversed’? 

Regulation of necessities was one of the 
first acts of the French government after 
war was declared. The administration food 
supply bill now before the Senate is similar 
to the French law. It may be of interest 
to consider at the outset how the French 
system has worked. In Le Temps of May 
5 there appears an illuminating article on 
“Government Intervention.” It deals at 
length with the new act fixing the maxi- 
nium price for wheat and flour. 

The following extracts show the tenor of 
the article: 

The editor of l'Humanite (organ of 
the French Socialists,) poses the follow- 
ing question: “Will Le Temps admit 
that, during the duration of the war, the 
state should assume the control of all 
provisions of prime necessity when it is 
admitted or foreseen that the produc- 
tion and the importation united is not 
sufficient or will not be sufficient for 

Bormal consumption’” 

The word “control” is singularly fer- 
tile in equivocations. The experience of 
the intervention by the state since the 


beginning of the war has proved one 
time more that, the “useful con-

trol” has been exercised in good faith 


under Socialistic influence, the state 

has hampered seriously the development 

of our food supply. The crises in coal 
and in cereals have furnished examples 
that history will retain. 

It is from the Socialist party that the 
French government draws its chief support 
for its plan of government regulation. Com- 
menting on this fact the editor of Le Temps 
proceeds: 

The Socialist party, of which |'Hu- 
manite is the organ, lives on abstract 
theories and absolute conceptions, 
proven false at every instant, however, 
by “the facts.” The Socialist party has 
consistently misunderstood the resist- 
ance of facts. It seeks to explain eco- 
nomical phenomena by the fantasties 
of ita school; but it is the dupe of illu- 
sions that it cannot abandon without 
perishing. It is their prisoner. 

In other parts of this article the editor 
of Le Temps points out that the production 
of the necessities of life has been lessened 
through government regulation of prices. The 
agriculturists find that they can make more 
money in other ways and importation is cut 
off, not so much by the submarine blockade 
as by the price fixed by the government 
which seizes every cargo of foodstuffs as 
soon as it arrives at a French port. 
Foreign shippers have learned this and 
they send their cargoes to other markets 
where they can make better sales. 


In the beginning the government prices 
were low. As the shortage increased, prices 
were elevated until the government is offer- 
ing $2 a bushel for wheat which it sells in 
turn to the millers at as low as $1.50, the 
difference being made up in tax money. Still 
there is a shortage and the dissatisfaction 
increases. There is a protest that the gov- 
ernment a¢complishes nothing by selling 
cereals at a loss. Its object is to keep the 
price of bread from mounting too high; 
but it is a subterfuge which does not in- 
crease confidence in the government. The 
people know they are making up in other 
taxes, generally indirect, that loss of 50 
‘cents on each bushel of wheat and they 
feel that this false economy i unworthy 
the government of a great republic. 


In an article which appears on April 25 
the editor of Le Temps observes: 


We shall not be intimidated by the 
polemics of I'Humanite, which considers 
as a species of treason the fact that 
some do not partake of its opinion on 
the methods of Socialist organization. 
We have seen these methods at work 
since the beginning of the war. They 
have led to a crisis in coal, meat, but- 
ter, a crisis In everything. We have 
been forced to state these facts and if 
we have drawn conclusions from them 
which are in opposition to the Socialist 
doctrines we have accused no one of in- 
juring voluntarily the general welfare. 
We suffer enough from their ignorance 
without accusing them of malice. 


We have accepted in principle all the . 

restrictions, all the economies that 
have been imposed; but we do not be- 
lieve in the infallibility of the bureau- 
crates. They do not believe in it them- . 
selves, for they pass their time in rec- 
tifying mistakes. Since the beginning 
of the war the parliamentary commit- 
tees congratulate themselves almost 
continuously on correcting the errors 
and the weaknesses of the bureaucracy. 
Why should not public opinion exercise 
the same control? 
More liberal than I'Humanite, the 
minister of food supply welcomes ob- 
, servations and complaints from those 
interested. We and our readers accept 
days without pastry and days without 
meat. We and journals like ours ask 
only to sustain the government in its 
actual difficulties and have need of 
lessons from no one to know the sacri- 
fices which the welfare of the country 
demand. | 


In concluding, the editor of Le Temps as- 
serts that every Socialistic theory of in- 
creased production and cheaper prices 
through government regulation has been re- 
futed by the events which have followed 


| the adoption of this plan. He ends with 


the telling shot, “Facts are facts and they 
will always be stronger than theories.” 

As one examines closely the experience 
of France under government control a prin- 
ciple enunciated by the immorta] Lincoln 
comes forcibly to mind, “A people cannot 
exist half slave and half free.” The same 
principle is posed here. A people cannot 
successfully feed and clothe themselves 
when there is a division of gov@Palient an 
individual initiative. In order for individual 
initiative to succeed there must be no 
government interference; and in ord.r for 
government control to have a chance to suc- 
ceed the whole of the production and dis 
tribution must be made by the government. 
There is a grave question whether this lat 
ter would be successful, but it has been 
clearly proved that joint government and in- 
dividual regulation cannot succeed. 

The cause of the Allies has suffered re 
peatedly through mistakes made by the 
English and French governments. But for 
their errors the strength of the Central 
Powers might now be broken. If we are to 
be of real service we must avoid the early 
mistakes of our allies. Government regula- 
tion of the necessities of life has proved no 
more successful than the government cen: 
sorship. We have avoided the one and our 
national representatives will do well to con- 
sider carefully whether we should plunge 
into the other.

THEY'RE REAL GUARDS. 

These seven officers of the flying 
squad comprise most of the active 
police department between the 
hours of 11 p.m. and 8 a.m. While 
500,000 citizens repose in tranquil 
slumber, believing they are protect- 
ed through the long, dark nights by 
many hundred uniformed, pussy- 
footed ‘policemen, few of them ac- 
tually know that Los Angeles, cov- 
ering more territory than any other 
city in the country, is in reality 
guarded by these humble and mod- 
est men of the fiving squad. 

Of course, scores of policemen 
walk their beats in the downtewn 
and residential districts at all hours 
of the night, but the criminal 
makes certain that a cop is far, far 
away when a job is “pulled.” The 
business of the flying squad is to 
catch the criminal on the job, to 
catch him red-handed with the’ 
goods, 

The clanging of a gong and the 
shrieking blast of a siren, which is 
so often heard on the deserted 
streets after the midnight hour, is 
a warning that the flying squad ts 
out a-hunting. Long before the 
destination is reached, the gong and 
the siren are silenced, the automo- 
bile lights are shut off and the 
greyhound cars slip up their 
prey with the cunning of a cat. 

Three of the fastest automobiles 
obtainable comprise the greyhound 
flotilla. Two squad members are 
assigned to each car, unless the case 
is a dangerous one, when four or 
more officers are needed. Every of- 
ficer is an expert whose speedy 
maneuvers on slushy street corners 
would give hardened daredevils like 
Parney Oldfield chills along their 
spinal columns They must be ex- 
pert at the wheel, for their courses 
lead over rutted streets and wet and 
slippery pavements, through all 
kinds of weather, and often through 
open fields—always in the dark. 

HELP IN A HURRY. 

The squad awaits the calls that 
come piercing through the night 
over the telephone—*“ Burglar in the 
house!” “Auto bandits!" “Holdup!” 
“Riot!” “Shooting scrape!” “Cuttin 
berape!”—with the ecstatic suspense

felt so often by a child expecting a 


trip to a picture show. Once the 
call comes for help, it arrives at 
the scene at the rate of sixty miles 
an hour. 

These men are fighters, They 
must be. They are required to quell 
fights of all sorts — saloon fights, 
fights in houses of bad reputations, 
street fights and international com- 
plications. Often they find them- 
selves on the defensive when they 
attempt to curb family quarrela. 
When an officer finds a man beating 
his wife, the fight usually ends with 
the officer flebing for shelter in a 
rain of pots and pans wielded by 
the wife. Never do these men pro- 
duce their artillery until necessity 
requires it. If forced to draw their 
guna, they seldom miss their mark. 

The calls for help ‘are as different 
as the fifty-seven varieties. Many of 
them are a strain on the officers’ 
composure, others are humorous. 

Frantic screams recently caused 
the officers to risk their lives in 
reaching the Westlake district. 
Someone reported that a girl was 
being dragged into a vacant house. 
The screams belonged to a stub- 
born boy who was crying for chew- 
ing

COAST FACES 
FUEL FAMINE. 


Take Action to 
Avoid All Waste. 


Southern Califorria, in common 
with the rest of the Pacific Coast, 
faces the possibility of a fuel 
famine, Southern Pacific officials 
asserted yesterday. W. R. Scott, 
vice-president and general manager, 
urged that steps be taken at once, 
by the public, to avoid all waste 
and conserve every possible source 
of supply. The shortage applies 
to wood, coal and oil. 

Dearth of coal is due to ghort- 
age of labor in the coal mines of 
the country; shortage of ships for 
coastwise and foreign coal; and lack 
of equipment for rail transporta- 
tion. The Union Pacific Coal Com- 
pany, the largest western coal con- 
cern, has withdrawn from the 
commercial market. Railroad 
orders placed last August have not 
been filled. There is scarcely any 
reserve supply of coal’ on the Coast. 
The government is likely to require 
what coal is availabie here. 

The wood situation is said to be 
so serious that the Southern Pa- 
cific Company has issued instruc- 


tions to reclaim all scrap piling, 
ties and second-hand lumber along 
its lines. Fuel oil, upon which 


most of the trarsportation and big 
industrial concerns of California 
depend, also presents a serious 
problem. Mr. Scott summed up 
the situation as follows: 

“The Southern Pacific Company 
burns in its engines about 40,000 
barrels of oil a day. Its reserve 
supply is almost exhausted. Pend- 
ing the result of litigation, it asked 
permission of the court to increase 
the production of its own crude oil! 
by drilling upon its own lands in 
order to have sufficient fuel to han- 
die its business, and at the same 
time agreed that the increased oil

These Chinese farm workers should 
be brought to America upon the éx- 
plicit understanding that they are 
to remain during the emergency of 
the war and to be returned to China 
after the war is over. This could 
easily be accomplished by a system 
of records and identification cards. 

“Everywhere we are urging that 
larger crops shall be planted and 
more acres brought under cultiva- 
tion, but all this will be unevailing 
unless the farmers are supplied 
with the necessary labor to cultivate 
the crops, and to finally harvest 
them. Conscription for the farms 
and temporary import of Chinese is 
the proper solution, in my judg- 
ment. This conscription should be 
under the direction of the re- 
of Agriculture, and the men 
who are gathered together for the 
army of farm workers should be un- 
der government orders and govern- 
ment regulation.” 

W. 8. Dorland, president of the 
San Diego Chamber of Commerce, 
said on the same subject:

Beginning with his 
triumph at the Royal.Conservatory 
in Leipsig, he won a prize for the 
best symphony offered to the Na- 
tiona] Conservatory, of which Dvorak 
was chairman of the committee on 
award. In 1899 he won the prize 
offered by Henri Marteau to Amer- 
lean composers for a sonata for vio- 
: lin and piano. The jury was com- 
posed of men such as Pierne, Pugo 
and Dubois. The sonata is quasi- 
fantasia, and in it the composer 
makes use of negro rhythm. His in- 
tentions are strongly American, and 
he was one of the first to use negro 
rhythms in the larger forms. 
Schoenefeld worked at his profession 
of teaching and his art of composing, 
and as there Was no one in 
viar to appreciate him, he was not 
appreciated. It is only by degrees 
that he has come to make himself 
felt as the composer and musician 
par;-excellience of ofir part of the 
country. The astonishing part of 
Schoenefeld’s career is the tardiness 
with which we havé come to know 
is, and what. Paris knew, 
and Leipsig—but some people must 
be hit on the head with a sledge- 
hammer before they become aware 
that they are in the presence of an 
artist. 

Henry Schoenefeld was born in 
Mitwaukee in 1857. His father was 
a ‘cellist, a well-known musician, and 
thught his son until the latter went 
to Leipsig at the age of 17, and 
‘studied for years, graduating at the 
Royal Conservatory, where he was 
awarded a prize over many com- 
petitors for a large choral and or- 
chestral work, which was performed 
at the Gewandhaus concerts, tae 
Pcomposer conducting. 

Rhapsody for orchestra, which 
typifies the negro intentions, with- 
out being adapted tunes.

British Military Expert Describes | 


One Pilot's Achievements Above 
the Trenches at the Front Where 
His Genius Rose Above the Or- 
dinary Stunts of an Aviator. 


‘ 
(A. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. | 

LONDON, May 16.—"In a service 
like the flying corps the standard 
of values is on a very different plane 
from that of average lay minds,” 
writes a British military expert 
from the front. “What is little short 
of miraculous to the uninitiated is 
but a commonplace to the airman, 
and a pilot's achievement must be 
very fine indeed before it is re- 
garded with undue interest by his 
fellows, far leas by himeelf. 

“This enlarged perspective has 
extended, though to a less degree, 
to the soldiers in the trenches, to 
whom the antics of an airplane or 
squadron of airplanes, have iong 
since ceased to be a novelty. But 
sometimes an undefinable touch of 
‘class’ about the manner in which a 
pilet handles his machine immedi- 
ately attracts the attention of the 
men below, and the whole trench 
bere will be filled with eager and 
o ant spectators watching hys 
every maneuver. 

“Every plene coming up from the 
rear & earnestly scann until ite 
identity is established, and once it 
ls known that ‘he’ is coming, the 
soldiers lean back on the firestep, 
and wonder what new ‘stunt’ will 
be introduced for ‘their delectation. 
The pilot in turn seems conscious of 
what is expected of him, and the 
more cheerfully takes fe risks 
among the ‘Archies’ because it pro- 
vides the tired trench-dweller with a 
little mild amusement. 

“One such pilot existed fust at 
the time when the Germans intro- 
duced their much over-rated Fok- 
ker. This type of machine, and the 
tactics evolved with it. certainly 
scored an initial success against 


&isome British airmen. But improved 


planes are constantly being’ brought 
out, and each side has always in 
use a certain number of machines 
inferior to the later enemy plancs. 
When the two types come into con- 
flict the odds are qeturally in fa- 
vor of the better machine. Su- 
premacy in the air, however, de- 
pends more on the skill and re- 
sourcefulness of the pilot than on 
the quality of the airplane he files, 
and it is to such resourceful men 
that the British owe their undenfa- 
ble supremacy of the air. a su- 
premacy often challenged, but never 
broken, even when for the time the 
Germans have had the better type 
of machine. 

“The fame of the pilot mentioned 
Was not confined to any particular 
sector. The whole line knew of his 
exploits. His name was never men- 
tioned in print at home, but out in 
France in every rest camp, village 
and town, men chuckled hugely 
over his doings, and were greatly 
cheered thereby. Here is one of 
therm. 

“A British machine was engaged 
on a reconnaissance over the Ger- 
man lines when it was attacked by 
two Fokkers. The observer saw the 
first Fokker coming and used his 
gun so well that the German fut- 
tered down to earth, sorely dam- 
aged. The second Fokker. however, 
dived right behind the Brifish ma- 
chine, and so deluged it with ma-« 
chine-gun fire that the pilot had no 
course left but to attempt a forced 
landing. The German quickly recov- 
ered from his dive and was com- 
ing back to finish off his adversary 
when our pilot dived from behind 
the clouds. The German saw him 
coming, banked sharply and started 
to climb. 

“The Briton ‘stalled’ nis machine, 
end managed to put several shots 
into the enemy from beneath. One 
shot killed the observer; another put 
the engine out of commission, and 
the Fokker, mortally hit, nose-dived 
steeply, throwing the dead observer 
out into mid-air. The pliot managed 
to regain control before his machine 
crashed, and contrived to effect a 
landing of some sort, But ovr piliot 
was not finished with him. He cir- 
cled overhead until the German had 
got clear of his machine, and then 
descended farther, and sprayed the 
Fokker with machine-gun fire til! jt 
burst into flames. He then. started 
to climb. 

“Clouds of German anti-aircraft 
shells pursued him, but he managed 
te get right over the German firing 
line before a shell burst near enough 
to injure him. His machine stopped 
in its course, its nose fell, and down 
it went, diving steeply to earth. A 
thoueand feet, five hundred, two 
hundred! Everyone's heart jumped 
‘in expectation of the crash. Then 
the plane righted. Along the Ger- 
man line it sped, faster than a swal- 
low, and ite machine gun spat ven- 
omously into the crowded trenches. 
It was only a ruse, just another flight 
of the genius wh.ch marked the pilot 
from the ordinary, and as he mount- 
ed heavenwards and flew towards the 
safety of his own lines, he leaned 
over from his seat and gaily waved 
his hand to the baffled foe.”

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THE RELIGIOUS RAMBLER. 


Remarkable Reversals of Opinion Among Religious Leaders Who 
Espouse Peace—“Garden Patriots” Galore—Quakers Make Up 
Programme of Non-Military Service for Country During Con- 
flict—Ambulance and Relief Volunteers. 


S A result of the declaration 
A of a state of war between the 

United States and Germany, 
there has come to pass a remark- 


of many men conspicuous in the re- 
ligious life of the country. 
now left ecarcely a single outstand- 
ing figure in the American churches 
who proclaims the pacifist views. 

One of the most serivus aspects of 
the situation prior to the outbreak 
of hostilities was the belligerent pa- 
cifism of @ group of men and wom- 
en acting in the name of the 
churches. They contended that the 
pacifist position is the only Chris- 
tian position; and thereby they 


ttroubled many minds. Even Con- 


gress was made hesitant by their 
propaganda. The great mass of 
people want to do what is right, fol- 
lowing the dictates of religion. If 
the teachings of Christianity clearly 
interdicted war, then . millions of 
Americans .would refuse to enter the 
war. This general unsettiement 
caused by the pacifist propaganda 
ran more widely and deeply than the 
general public knew, Incidentally, 
it was a remarkable demonstration 
of the power of concerted action by 
a few devoted men; for, all in all, 
the number of American pacifists 
conducting the campaign was small, 
although they were supported by 
large funds. 

Once war was declared, the re- 
ligious leaders who are pacifists 
straightway became silent, or else 
insisted that the question was no 
longer debatabie since the country 
had acted. 

STRUGGLE WITH CONSCIENCE. 
In. various ways, interested per- 
sons have had glimpses of the tre- 
mendous mental and spiritual strug- 
giee which some men have gone 
through with since the declaration

ment, and of the ideals as set forth 
by the President in hig address to 
Congress. This latter document, of 
course, has cleared the thinking of 
a multitude of people. Truth is be- 
ing seen in its relationships. 

A few days ago in the Yale Club 
in New York City there was given 
a luncheon by the Presbyterian pa- 
per, The Christian Work, to v. 
Dr. John Kelman of Edinburgh, the 
eminent Scotch preacher and au- 
thor. It chanced that at this lunch- 
eon there were a number of men 
who have been active as pacifists, 
and there were interesting glimpses 
of the sore experiences of soul tra- 
vail through which some of them 
had passed ere they came clearly 
to see and accept the position taken 
by the country. Among them were 
leaders in the Federal Council of 
Churches, who had previously been 
aligned with the pacifist group. 
The host at the luncheon—and with 
a Scotchinan from the trenches as 
speaker, the occasion could scarcely 
be pacifist in character—was Rev. 
Dr. Frederick Lynch, secretary of 
the Church Peace Union. In final 
sincerity and open-mindedness, 
these men are now heartily prose- 
cuting the ideals for. which best 
Americans believe that the country 
row stands.

This 
urges every member of the society 
to do some kind of public and national 
service at the present time. “Garden 
patriotism,” the care of soldiers’ de- 
pendents, the intensification of social 
service, the defense of liberty of con- 
acience, and freedom of speech in the 
press, and all the good old American 
rights which are likely to be en- 
dangered in times of war, together 
with special care for aliens in this 
country—this, roughiy, is the pro- 
gramme for the Society of Friends. 

“The Fellowship of Recencilia- 
tion.” which -had its membership 
largely in this denomination, is tak- 
ing as its special task the securing 
of positions for citizens of enemy 
countries who have lost their work 
because of their nationality, and the 
promotion of a spirit of tolerance 
and good-will toward them. To keep 
down any expressions of passion or 
hatred for the individuals of the 
enemy nations is no small task, and 
is one thoroughly consistent with 
the genius of the Society of Friends 
and the spirit of the twentieth cen- 
tury. 

Much attention is given In these 
conferences of Quakers to mesns for 
promoting a better international or- 
ganization of society at the close of 
the war.

Individual pacifists In large num- 
bers are enlisting in Red Cross work 
and going to the front In the ambu- 
lance units. Some fine and chival- 


rous bits of service are in evidente 
on the part of youne men who have 
conscientious objections to 
arms. One such, known to me, is 
leaving for the Caucasus, where he 
will enter into the relief work of the 
American Committee for Armenian 
and Syrian Relief, under conditions 
that make much of soldier life seem 
enviable. 

It is only one who ts wholly un- 
conversant with the facts who would 
aay in the of the experience 
of recent weeks, that the pacifist 
propaganda was at all animated by 
personal pualilianimity. Nor may the 
loyalty to America and her ideals 
be questioned, for & is now being 
proved in a fashion that is sending a 
glow of good will and gratification 


into the hearts of all obeervers. The’ 


churches have a new accession 
of the brotherly spirit and of a real- 
ization of their own ideals, since the 
outbreak of war has put all things 
to the test. 

LUTHERANS IN DIFFICULTY. . 


Just as the pacifisis have emerged 
#0 creditably from a trying situation 
so the Lutheran churches have 
brought great credit to themselves 
by the way in which they have con- 
ducted their activities and utterances 
during these times of rupture be- 
tween America and the land of La- 
ther. This is the year of the quadri- 
centennial and much is being heard 
of Luther and the Reformation. All 
Lutheran churches root back into 
Germany. Yet in undeviating loyalty 
and In fine Christian fraternity, the 
Lutheran leaders are holding steady 
to the great ideals of Christianity— 
altough the plowshare of war is 
entering deeply into their souls.

“The Shadow Line.” 

“The Shadow Line” (Doubleday, 
Page & Co.) is technically the kind 
of book one expects of Joseph Con- 
rad. -More people are bubbling over 
Conrad these days than over any 
other. e seems to have every ad- 
mirable characteristic conceivable. 
His prose has biblical strength. He 
is a romanticist and a realist, too. 
He always tells a good story and 
tells it better than anyone else ever 
did. Any of the numerous gentry. 
who have written pamphiets and ar- 
ticles about Conrad, and who will 
just as readily write effusively of 
the next to inherit a retinue of high- 
brows, will gladly add to the dis- 
tinctions enumerated. These vora- 
cious admirers who swallow any and 
all that their favorite offers keep us 
perpetually amazed; and next to H. 
G. Wells, Mr. Conrad has the most 
capacious awallowers in tow of any- 
body we know. “The Shadow Line,” 
as we have said, is the kind of book 
one expects from Mr. Conrad; it is 
entirely characteristic — with | the 
gleam, or genius, or whatever it was 
that made “Victory” and “Lord Jim” 
and part of “Chance” vivid, left ouc.

The conception of the dramatic 
features of “The Shadow Line” is 
superiatively fine, grounded on the 
age-old superstition of seamen, and 
made more convincing by the fever- 
ish hallucination of the first officer, 
Mr. Burns. A young first mate is 
unexpectedly sent out to Bankok to 
captain a salling ship. In his firat 
interview with Mr. Burns the story 
attains its truly Comradian quality. 
Mr. Burns explains how the previ- 
ous captain was a devil, unafraid 
of God, death or his own conscience, 
and willing to see every man on 
board die. But death caught him 
first. Just before the ship leaves 
port, Mr. Burns is taken’ with the 
fever, but implores the new captain 
not to leave him. Mr. Burns is 
taken on board. The ship is scarce. 
ly at sea before fever strikes the 
crew and the winds hold their 
breath. Moreover, the old captain 
had substituted some kind of worth- 
less powder for the quinine in the 
medicine chest. Mr. Burns, fever- 
ish, declares that the soul of the 
dead captain is malevolently hold- 
ing the ship becalmed and is trying 
to drag them all to death. The 
young captain and the cook, with a 
weak heart, are the only two the 
fever passes by. All the others are 
weak but silently, uncomplainingly. 
go about their work. At the same 
time Mr. Burns recovers from his 
hallucination the wind comes up and 
they make speed for port. 

Of, course, as anyone familiar with 
Conrad has already surmised, the 
story is related by the young cap- 
tain (who suppresses his name) in 
the first person. It is not as de 
tailed, as intimate, as his other sea 
novels (fits in less than 200 pages.) 
and it is only intermittently through 
the medium of Mr. Burns, really the 
dominant character, that anything 
like a gripping effect is obtained.

How Submarine Nets Work. 
{Indianapolis News: A 
marine net is made wire rope, 
about as thick as a lead pencil; and 


ten or fifteen feet square. The net 
has floats on top that keep bobbing 
up and down like the feat on 4 
fishline, and on the bettom are 
weights that keep the whole ng 
in a perpendicular position, The 
submarine cannot submerge to very 
great depths on account of.the pres- 
sure—200 feet being about the Iimit- 
ing depth. It sails innocently along, 
therefore, until it pushes its nose in- 
to these meshes. The net now trails 
along on both sides of the sub- 
marine—its progress revealing the 
fact that something below is supply- 
ing the motive power. Perhaps the 
net suddenly stops; that means that 
the hidden submarine has stopped, 
its navigators have made the horri- 
ble discovery that they are trapped 
—or perhaps the net has become 
twisted in the propeller. Under 
these conditions the wise submarine 
rises to the surface. It surrenders, 
becomes the property of the enemy, 
and its crew are made. prisoners. If 
it does not take such action one of 
two things will happen. e enemy 
will wait upon the surface until the 
submarine comes up, or, ff it starts 
moving the enemy will follow until 
the Inevitable uprising.

But Jupiter has four more very 
small satellites, all discovered since 
the beginning of the twentieth cen- 
tury, and they seem to be in pairs. 
The sixth and seventh satellites con- 
stitute a pair having distances from 
the planet of 7,114,000 milce and 
7,292,000 miles respectively, both 
inclined 28 deg. to the plane of the 
planet's orbit. Their corresponding 
periods of-revolution about their 
primary are 260 and 260 days—be- 
tween eight and nine months. They 
are so small that only the most pow- 
erful telescopes can render them vis- 
ible. Their orbits are very eccentric, 
so that the sixth satellite is some- 
times 1,100,000 miles nearer Jupiter 
than when at the opposite portion 
of its orbit. The distance of the sev- 
enth satellite varies even more,

Both orbits are highly eccentric, 
each satellite being about twice as 
far from Jupiter at its farthest point 
as it is at ite nearest approach. In- 
deed, they get s0 far away that 
they seem to waver between their 
allegiance to the planet and to the 
sun, as the latter causes great per- 
turbations in each of their orbits. 
As to their dimensions, the ninth 
ia probably not over fifteen miles in 
diameter, and the eighth possibly 
twenty or twenty-five. 

How shall we account for these 
two pairs of distant and minute sat- 
el ? There are two theories. e 
is that they are captured astroids, 
and the other thet they are captured 
comets. As the sphere of Jupiter's 
attractive control extends far out 
into space, it would not be strange 
if, under conceivable circumstances, 
one or two of the more distant as- 
terocids should leave its solar orbit 
and that charmed circle 
and henceforth become a member of 
the Jovian family. 

Tf the asteroid’s original orbit 
was slightly exterior to that of Ju- 
piter, then, when captured, it would 
continue to go in the same direc- 

west to east, as it re- 

volved around Jupiter. But suppose 
its original path was slightly within 
that of Jupiter's, then when, on 
some critical occasion, Jupiter's in- 
fluence became stronger than that 
of the sun, the former would cause 
it to bend outward as it passed, and 
thereafter it would revolve in a re- 
verse direction. The problem is in-

BUSINESS MEN’S OCOMMITTEE 
WORKING HARD. 


Prosperous om Would Add to 
City’s Wealth and Create Market 
for Great Amount of Aqueduct 
Water and Control Sewer Outict 
at Hyperion. 


The Business Men's Committee of 
Angeles Mesa, headed by Fred W. 
Forrester, is making a strenuous 
campaign in favor of the proposal 
to annex this section to the city of 
Los Angeles at the general city elec- 
tion to be held June 6. The terri- 
tory comprising Angeles Mesa con- 
tains about 5600 acres along Slauson 
avenue of solidly built up and splen- 
didly improved property. 

In addition to this there are about 
7000 acres of fertile land lying be- 
tween Inglewood and the incor- 
porated beach cities that need the 
aqueduct water. The aqueduct also 
needs this territory as it will furnish 
a splendid market for a surplus flow 
of about 1000 miners inches.

The residents of An- 
geles Mesa object to thig long drawn- 
out proceedure, as. Mesa drive can 
be completed as soon as thie right 
of way is secured. 

The communication from the 
Business Men's Association § sets 
forth that, in view of the fact that 
the Pacific Electric is asking the 
voters of the city to put the “jitner 
bus” out of business, it should be 
willing to show a spirit of reci- 
procity and grant a legitimate re- 
quest without forcing the citizens to 
resort to court proceedings.

COMMERCIAL. 
LOCAL PRODUCE MARKET. 


There ts a steady demand for 
raisine and the supply its very light. 
Ahnouncement of the opening prices 
on the 1917 crop by the California 
Associated Raisin Company caus 
a slight. falling off in trade, but a 
complete reecovery has been made. 
Prospects are not so good for the 
raisin men this year as they have 
been during the corresponding 
periods of the past three years, says 
the Western Canner and Packer. 
There is a movement in California 
to dry wine grapes. If this should 
assume the proportions it is ex- 
pected to, an immense tonnage of 
such dried grapes will be placed on 
the market to compete with raisins. 
There is no doubt but that raisin 
prices would speedily yield in that 
event. At the same time there is a 
movement on for the utiligation of 
grapes for the manufacture of sugar. 
If this should develop fast enough to 
make for a great output of grape 
sugar this year the raisin market 
will be relieved from a competing 
factor. It is less likely that the 
grape-sugar industry will develop 
in a way to materially assist the 
raisin market than it is that the 
dried wine-grape industry will ex- 
pand to such an extent as (to 
seriously menace that market. Un- 
der the circumstances the raisin men 
will have to exercise their intelli- 
gence for their salvation more this 
year than at any time during the 
past three years, since they have en- 
tirely new elements to deal with. 
The raisin men must secure control 
of the dried wine-grape industry or 
they must co-operate with it toward 
reducing the danger of competition 
to a minimum. They will have to pit 
their brains against the brains of 
the dried wine-grage interests. As 
the season develops the trade will 
watch this struggle with a great 
deal of interest. 

As there was no session of the 
Produce Exchange yesterday morn- 
ing prices of the listed commodities 
remained the same as on the previous 
day. It is reported that egg produc- 
tion In California has fallen off. con- 
siderably of late on account af the 
excessive cost of feed. For that rea- 
son receipts do not compare with 
those for the tame period of the 
year in 1916. Receipts comprised 
446 cases of eggs, 58,170 pounds of 
butter, 6610 potunds of cheese, 45 
sacks of potatoes, 1047 sacks of 
onions and 85 sacks of beans.

The factory is to cost $800,000, 
with a total] investment over all of

Industry Secured by Bonus System to 


Santa Ana's industrial expansion 
programme is about’ to bear fruit. 
The first industry located there 
through the industrial fund of $85,- 
000 raised by the citizens of the com- 
munity was the Mission Woolen Mills 
Company. That firm's plant is now 
practically complete and within two 
weeks, possibly within ten days, the 
machinery will be making woolen 
fannels and blankets. At the start 
the factory will run a force of forty 
or forty-five men. Most of these 
ten have had experience in woolen 
mills elsewhere. 

Many fortunes have been made in 
the oll fields of Orange county, and 
more will be made. Each year finds 
the proven oil territory enlarged and 
the total production of the county 
increased. The oi! fields are located 
in the northern portion of the coun- 
ty. Some of the wells have en- 
croached upon the orange orchards, 
but since the wells produce heavily, 
the owners of orchards are willing 
that the encroachment shall con- 
Unue, 

In 1916 Orange county was the 
third county in California in the pro- 
duction of ofl and second in the pro- 
duction of natural gas that was mar- 
keted., 

The March production of ofl shows 
46,012 barrels, and the April produc- 
tion 46.313 barrels. Several new 
wells are practically completed, and 
the May production has been given 
a good boost over April.

GAS MAIN SYSTEM. 


Many Factories and Business Houses 
to be Served—New Ice Distrib- 
uting System Secured 
with Colton, 


The Southern Counties Gas Com- 
pany is making rapid progress in 
the work of laying a network of 
mains over the Pomona Valley. At 
the present time a big industrial 
main is being laid through the heart 
of Pomona. It will supply gas to 
many factories and business houses, 

Among the concerns that it will 
serve are the Pomona Valley Ice 
Company, the Pomona Manufactur- 
ing Company, the Sanitary Laundry, 
the Pomona Milling Company, the 
packing-houses of the Pomona Fruit 
Growers’ Exchange, the City Hall, 
Masonic Temple, Christian Church 
and all of the city schools. 

Gas furnaces have already been 
installed in the school buildings at 
Lordsburg, San Dimas and Glendo- 
ra. Mains are being extended from 
this city to the George Junior Re- 
public and into the Chino ranch 
district as well as from Claremont 
to the San Dimas Canyon, 

Pomona is to have a new ice dis- 
tributing system. An ice plant in 
Colton has arranged to erect a stor- 
age and distribution house at once 
on the Southern Pacific spur track, 
just éast of the Curran lumber yard. 
The ice will be shipped in from 
Celton and distributed over the city 
and valley with autos. The office 
expects to be doing business within 
sixty days.

HELD FOR HIGH PRICE. 


Peach Growers Reject All Offers 


Far—Preparing for An- 
other Unit of County High- 
way System—Citrus Men 
Organize. 


The Tulare County Peach Canning 
Association has secured contracts for 
the delivery to that organization of 
2500 tons of canning fruit, which is 
to be sold in a pool to the highest 
bidder. Offers have been received 
during the past week for this fruit, 
but all bids were rejected ag being 
too low. No definite figure has been 
given out by the officials of the asso- 
ciation, but it is understood they ex- 
pect to contract at about $45 per ton 
for clings. 

Constituting a new record the Ex- 
eter Co-operative Creamery Asso- 
ciation, a new organization, paid out 
$25,000 to ita patrons for the deliver- 
ies of April cream, according to re- 
ports to the directors this week. The 
payments were on the basig of 41% 
cents per pound for butter fat. 

O. Lovelace, County Surveyor, 
is preparing plans and specifications 
for the Exeter-Lindsay unit of the 
county highway system, providing 
for offers on practically all of the 
new Tulare county roads from 
Dinuba south to the south line of 
the county. Bids are also to be 
asked fur construction of the two re- 
maining bridges on the line of the 
State highway. 

According to figures that have 
been given out by Walter Fry, Super- 
visor in charge of Sequola Nationa! 
Park, there will be a 25 per cent. 
increagze in the number of beef cattle 
grezing on the park ranges this year. 
Definite figures as to the number of 
head of stock will be available in a 
short time, a few permits being still 
outstanding. 

Estimates just completed place the 
total probable output of Valencia 
oranges for’ the Porterville district. 
at upwards of 1000 cars. The fruit 
promises to be of high quality. While 
‘the fruit is showing good color and 
sugar, due to the unsettled condition 
ef the markets the packers are ad- 
vising the growers to hold the fruit 
on the trees for the present at least. 

Announcement of the entry of the 
United States into the war with Ger- 
many has given a very decided im- 
petus to the magnesite production of 
the Porterville district and at the 
present time, according to the 
brokers, ore of a value of $150,000 
is being shipped monthly, largely to 
eastern steel mills.

CALIFORNIA LEADS. 


Average Increase in Land Values 


The United States Department of 
Agriculture has compiled figures 
showing the average increase in the 
value of improved farm lands in 
each State, from 1912 to 1917. Call- 
fornifi leads the list with an average 
increase of $93 per acre in the five- 
year period, or nearly 100 per cent. 
These official figures will impress 
every capitalist with the fact that 
good California farm lapds are gilt- 
edge, both as an investment and as 
loan security; while to the farmer 
it should bring great encouragement 
and make his calling still more at- 
tractive. 


Chowchilla ranch, opened for sale 
four years ago, has in its eastern 
portion experienced a high degree 
of improvement, and increases in 
land values, judging by reports of 
recent resales, appear to have more 
than kept pace with the average 
for the State during the period.

EXTEND TUNA FISHING. 


Canning Companies Plan to Send 
Cold Storage Boats with Heavy 
Tackle to Lower California 
Waters if Local Catch 
is Small, 


Lower California waters will be 
invaded by Long Beach's fish can- 
ning concerns if a plan which is now 
being considered proves a success. 

Large fishing boats, equipped with 
cold storage plants, will sent south 
to angle for tuna and albacore, if 
the season off this Coast*does not 
surpass that of last year. 

The experiment of sending two 
large wooden fishing smacks with a 
§00-ton cold storage capacity into 
Lower California waters will be tried 
immediately by the Long Beach 
Tuna Canning Company.’ 

A fleet of smaller fishing boats 
will accompany the two cold storage 
vessels. 

If the undertaking is found prac- 
ticable, Southern California fish 
canners will undoubtedly enter into 
southern waters on a wholesale 
scale, as it is believed that the Low- 
er Caliornia supply of tuna and al- 
bacore is almost inexhaustible. 

Reports that have reached Long 
Reach canners are to the effect that 
giant tuna are now running off the 
coast of Mexico in great schools 
from Magdalena Bay to Cape St. 
Lucas on the extreme end of the 
peninsula, whereas these fish are not 
scheduled to put In appearance in 
near-by waters until June or July. 

A common average weight of the 
Mexican tuna is said to run tn the 
vicinity of seventy-five pounds, the 
game fish being too heavy and 
strong for the tackle that ts used to 
catch them fn the Catalina and San 


fleet from Long Beach, therefore, 
will be equipped with special tackle 
to handle the game fighters. 

One obstacle in the path of the 
proposed operations is the high 
bounty demanded by the provincial 
Mexican government for fish caught 
within the three-mile limit. This at 
present averages 2 cents a pound, 
but it is believed by local cannefs 
that a more satisfactory agreement 
can be entered into with the Mexi- 
can officials that will reduce this tax 
because of contemplated wholesale 
operations. 


LAND VALUES GO UP. 


Orchards and Vincyards Bring High 
Prices as Result of Big Yields 
 —iiztensive Planting on 

Large and Small 
Tracts. 


There is marked activity in Fresno 
elty and county in real. estate and 
operators report that there is much 
buying of raw land for the purpose 
of planting corn and beans to aid 
the government in the production 
of greater crops. Large tracts have 
also been leased and this is especially 
true in Madera county where, in one 
tract, nearly 2000 acres are being 
planted to beans. Vineyardists and 
orchardists are also planting corn 
and beans between the rows of trees 
and vines and it is estimated that 
this planting will be very profitable. 
While no record is obtainable a trip 
through the county shows that there 
are numeroug five, ten, and twenty 
acre tracts planted to different va- 
rieties of food stuff as recommended 
by the University of California. 

W. F. Chandler, State senator from 
the Fresno district, has traded his 
2000 alfalfa farm in Glenn county to 
W. K. Washburn of Fresno and has 
taken as part payment a 2580-acre 
Riverside vineyard. The vineyard is 
valued at $150,000, 

J. EB. Deverian of Pasadena has 
purchased a big vineyar< near Fres- 
no, the price being in the neigh- 
borhood of $100,000. P

county land values, is indicated by 
a recent purchase made by Wylie M. 
Giffen, president of California 
Associated Raisin Com y. Twen- 
ty-one years ago, Giffen purchased 
a twenty-five-acre vineyard for $60 
an acre. A few years later he sold 
the vineyard at a small profit an4 
has now taken the same vineyard 
back in part payment on other land 
He took the vineyard back at $600 
an acre. 

Fruit canning ts being taught at 
the Fresno Normal School as onc 
of the steps in the preparedness 
plans for conservation of fcods and 
garden truck grown at the school is 
being canned. Each student in the 
school will can one quart of fruit 
or vegetables and take ‘home at the 
close of school. The course is also 
open to the public and some Fresno 
women are taking food stuff to the 
school and cannine it. 


ILL SELL HIS 
CALIPATRIA LAND. 


Having founded Calipatria, and 
devoted his energies to its upbuild- 
ing, Carl Schader, “father of Calli- 
patria,” anneunces that he will sell 
his interests there. His vision of @ 
modern city built in the midst of 
70,000 acres of fertile farm lands 
being realized, Mr. Schader consid- 
ers his work there accomplished and 
is selling out town lots and acreage. 

Calipatria, although little more 
than three years old, has made a 
remarkable growth. It was plotted 
on less than a half section of land 
and the main business section is 
divided by a park and the railroad 
into three blocks. Mr. Schader is 
selling main street lots priced at 
$1600 for $800; those priced at 
$1200 for $600. All. the lots are 
600x150 feet, and easy terms are 
one-fourth cash being re- 
It is probable that they will 
all go by June 15.

What you have to do is to swing cor- 
rectly and hit the ball with the 
middie of the face of the club, No 
particular pattern of club will help 
you to do that. The art has to be 
learned. 


ERROR WITH ONE RESULT. 

I find that one of the most com- 
mon ¢rrors among moderate golfers 
—one, indeed, that keeps many 4&4 
man from being a good player—is 
that of starting the turn of the body 
for the down sewing before recover- 
a the club from the position which 

occupies behind the player's 
end at this stage of the operation. 
You know the feeling when you are 
at the top of the swing—poised and 
ready for the hit. During the last 
year or two, I have noticed that fully 
three in every five golfers who have 
come to me for advice, ag to the 
cause of their failing, have com- 
mitted the fatal mistake of letting 
the body instead of the club make 
the first move in the down swing.

“pushing” it in that direction. There 
are plenty of golfers guilty of arch- 
ing the right wrist in such a way 
that the toe of the club is turned 
away from the ball. Consequently, 
they come down to the object with 
an club-face, and then the 
stiff, arched right wrist simply | sain 
pushes the club out and the ball 
flies straight to the right. If they 
would only remember to k their 
wrists easy they would be of 
this fault.

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America’s Attitude in the War. 


HILE we are co-operating loy- 
ally with those allies, France 
and Britain, and using our influ- 
ence and resources to brace up 
Russia, it is well for every Amer- 
ican to remember that we are in 
the war entirely on our own ac- 
count. Our quarrel! with Germany 
was due to Germany's policy of 
murder on the high seas, through 
which American citizens were done 
cruelly to death. We refused to 
obey her arrogant order, ‘‘One day 
a week you may go to Falmouth.’’ 
As a sovereign nation we claimed 
the right to go to Falmouth or any 
other port washed by the free wa- 
ters of the ocean on as many days 
of the week as suited our require- 
ments. We were willing to take 
into account the exigencies of for- 
eign nations engaged in an epoch- 
al struggle. We made allowances; 
we showed astonishing patience. 
But when Germany adopted a re- 
gime of piracy and murder, at that 
challenge our patience ended— 
right there we drew the sword in 
the defense of our liberties and for 
the salvage of humanity. In so far 
as the objects of the Entente coin- 
cide with these objects for which 
we are fighting, we stand with 
them heart and soul, resolved not 
to abandon the fighting till these 
aims and objects have been fully 
attained. 


So far we go; no farther. With 
any designs formed by France or 
Britain or Russia or Italy, as the 
price of peace with Germany—de- 
signs formed while we were still 
preserving an impartial neutrality— 
we have no part, and the 
agreement we shall finally make 
with Germany will be independent 
of all these foreign countries. 

The remaking of the map of Eu- 
the partitioning of Africa, 
money indemnities or territorial 
acquisitions, have nothing to do 
with our part in the war on Prus- 
sian militarism. 

Americans stand today against 
the despoliation of Germany, as we 
have always stood against military 
domination for which a war-crazed 
Emperor has plunged the whole 
world into the present chaos. But 
let it be well understood that, while 
we Americans are fighting to 
rehabilitate civilization, we rec- 
ognize that in the new order of 
things Germany must receive fair 
and just treatment. With the En- 
tente Allies we have no entangling 
alliance. We never will have. Un- 
til the wrong has been righted, 
America is with them heart and 
soul; but at the first hint of impe- 
rial «xpansion as the price of vic- 
tory, we reach the parting of the 
ways. 

There is still considerable misap- 
prehension as to the reason for 
America’s entry into the war. It Is 
well that any error be 
You hear many citizens say, “This 
is not our war; this Is the European 
war. Why are we in it?”’ 


the war was originally 


known as the European war. But 
it is the European war no longer. 
Should the United States settle its 
grievances with Germany, so that 
we were to retire from the conflict, 


“It would be once again simply and 


purely a European war. But so 
long as the United States is en- 
gaged in it, it Is a world war in its 
fullest extent, and its object is to 
liberate all peoples who are still 
pressed down under the yoke of 
any military despotism. 


We have every reason to believe 
our allies—at any-rate France and 
Great Britain — understand thor- 
oughly our attitude toward Ger- 
many and themselves. They know 
how far we are with them, that if 
the fight for world democracy 
should be won, and the struggle 
for new boundartes or fresh pos- 
sessions alone should remain, 
then in any narrow European war, 
to follow this world war, we will 
have no part. 


No written agreement is needed 
to impress our own people or any 
foreign nations, friendly or hostile, 
exactly how we stand, and where, 
and why. 

President Wilson’s own words 
were so specific there should be 
no misunderstanding our motives 
in entering the war, or the terms 
on which we are willing once more 
to sheath the sword. The Euro- 
pean war was. not our war, and our 
war is not the European war. We 
are in it only till the principles that 
have made it a world war have 
been everywhere recognized and 
practically applied to the govern- 
ment, not of one nation herd and 
another there, but to the general 
government of the whole civilized 
world. And there will yet be set up 
such a government upon earth. 
We are in it to make it a war to 
end war, which it could not be ex- 
cept through the intervention of 
the leading power on the western 
continent. 


Torrens Buzzers. 

HY should owners of real 

property in Los Angeles give 
up an American system in order to 
adopt one from Australia? Austra- 
lia is a fine, big island, and it is iIn- 
habited by fine people, but that’s 
no reason why Americans should 
change their methods of doing 
business and take up those of the 
land beneath the Southern Cross. 

The Torrens title system may be 
considered ideal by Australians, 
but conditions in America are dif- 
ferent from those prevailing in the 
British dominion, and it has been 
found undesirable where tried in 
this country. 

A Los Angeles attorney, who has 
made a patient and exhaustive 
study of the provisions of the Tor- 
rens Title Act of California, in- 
formed the California Building and 


Loan League convention here that 
under the act a Torrens system is 
inconclusive. He also pointed out 
that it is more cumbersome and 
expensive to get a certificate than 
to do business through the title in- 
surance, companies, whosé meth- 
ods have proved so satisfactory 
to the thousands upon thousands 
of Californians who have taken ad- 
vantage of them. 


The busiest of the buzzing advo- 
cates of the Torrens system are 


those, who, jealous of the success. 


which has come to some of the big 
title companies, are anxious to 
take some of their business away. 
They offer their system of convey- 
ance by registration and certificate 
instead of by deeds, and are 
amazed that the public doesn’t 
‘fall for Some of them don’t 
even know that Torrens was a 
man; they think he’s a panacea.

How Gold is Shipped. 

When a gold shipment is to be made by 
ship the necessary number of kegs are taken 
in a truck to the assay office, where they are 
received at a door in the rear. The gold 
bars are then placed on a hand truck and 
rolied to the kegs. In the presence of the 
agents of the shippers and of the officials 
of the assay office the bars are packed in 
the kegs, and sawdust is placed around 
them to prevent abrasion. When the heads 
of the kegs have been placed over the 
packed bars, a piece of red tape fs stretched 
across and fastened between the chime an 
the edge of the head. The seal of the ship- 
ping house is then attached to the head 
and the bottom of each keg. 

After sealing, the kegs are rolled to the 
Wagon and lifted on. It takes two men to. 
handle each keg, as there are ten bars to a 
keg, with a total gold weight of about 19° 
pounds. It may be mentioned that $100,000 
weighs in gold about 380 pounds, and $1,000.- 
000 weighs 3800 pounds. Some time ago 
one of the officials of an assay office com- 
piled figures showing how much gold a man 
could actually handle. It is a singular thing 
that great difficulty is experienced in carry- 
Ing gold for any distance. The weight 
seems to be more “dead” than that of other 
metals, although that may be an illusion 

For instance, the average man could carry 
100 pounds of gold one mile without much 
discomfort. Its value would be about 
$26,000. A strong man could carry, say, 159 
pounds a mile, reaching the end of his jonr- 
ney with just under $49,000. A very power. 
ful man might carry 200 pounds, or nearly 
$53,000, a mile without exhaustion. Carry- 
ing gold is almost as difficult as getting it.

OW that Congress has saved us from 
the censor, it may be interesting to 
know what the critter is like. I have 

met the censors and have been censored. 
I can’t say it was a very terrible experi- 
ence. In Germany there were two separate 


systems of press censorship. 


If you wrote of the happenings of the 
German peacetime tnstitutions your copy 


went through the hands of the German For- 


eign Office. The ostensible head of that 
press bureau was Baron von Mumm. . 

The Baron was fat and tubby; .had lived 
many years in America and pretty much 
everywhere else all over the map, and was 
totally lacking in the rather awful solem- 
nity of the usual German official The 
Baron was, in fact, very witty and more 
like an American than a German. 

The real shepherd of the foreign corre 
spondents, however, was a young Man 
named Roediger—Dr. Roediger, the Baron's 
essistant. He was one of the Cecil Rhodes 
scholarship men at Oxford and spoke Eng- 
lish absolutely without a trace of accent. 
He said “Right o” and “Old chap” and all 
the rest of it. He had the warm, impul- 
sive nature of an iceberg. When I left Ger- 
many I made him one of the usual speeches: 
that I knew we correspondents must have 
been a dreadful nuisance to him, etc., etc. 


| expected, of course, he would stoutly deny 
it and proclaim to the high heavens that it. 


Was worth a war to make our acquaintance. 
But he only bowed in stony, silent acquies- 
cence. 

Over in the gloomy old brick building 
which housed the General Staff was another 
young German, a civilian, named Dr. thm- 
berg. who was quite as cold as Dr. Roe- 
diger, but had in addition a slightly-satirical 
manner as though he regarded the reporters 
not only as bores, but also wondered why 
the American newspapers had sent over 
such a lot of fools.

It just bappens that I can remember 
word for word what they cut out of one of 
my stories. 

I wrote it in Warsaw. I spdke of the 
young Prince Joachim as making a “stiff 
Prussian bow” to a certain leutenant-cen- 
eral. The censor cut out the words “stiff” 
and “Prussian.” 


What was Cut Out. 


- While the Russian prisoners were march- 
ing through Warsaw on the way to the 
prison camps, one of the prisoners, utterly 
overcome with fatigue, staggered out of the 
line and threw Himself dramatically at the 
feet of the German reviewing officer. A 
German soldier presently stepped out of 
line and kicked him with his foot. It wasn't 
a hard kick; still it was a kick, and I said 
so. The censor at first changed the word 
“kick” to “touch,” making it read “touched 
him with his foot.” Afterward he or some 
other censors thought better of it and cat 
out the word “foot,” making the passage 
read “touched him.” 

I wrote that Russia had utterly ruined 
Poland, but that her purpose\in so doing 
was not vicious; the Russians were merely 
trying to defeat the German advance as 
they had defeated Napoleon by destroying 
the country.” The censor cut all this expla 
nation out, making the passage read sim- 
ply, “The Russians have utterly ruined 


in another place 1 stated that the famous 
Death's Head Hussars took part in the 
Kaiser review held on the battle field of 
Novogeorgievsk. The name of the regiment 
was cut out.

galloped in with a dispatch saying, “The 
baby is a boy; we have named him John.” 
A day or so afterward he announced the 
birth of another infant named Virginia. At 
this point the British censor inquired coldly 
if babies were not arriving in that family 
at a somewhat unprecedented \rate of speed. 
The telegrams were, of course, all cipher. 

Another young man of my acquaintance 
attempted to supply a syndicate of news- 
papers with a scoop on the first London 
Zeppelin raid. 

He wrote eleven fiction stories to his 
eleven newspapers, describing a mythical 
Zeppelin raid. To the San Francisco paper, 
for instance, he wrote an imaginary raid of 
that city, telling how the bomb had de- 
stroyed the Pacific Hotel. A similar story 
went to Chicago, telling about the bomb 
dropping near the Congress Hotel. 

His idea was that the editor would hunt 
up a map of London and find out what part 
corresponded to the Palace Hotel in San 
Francisco. Thus they would scoop the 
world on a forbidden piece of’ news. 

The editors all caught the idea, but their 
London geography was a little weak. The 
result was that these American papers vari- 
ously informed their readers that a Zeppe- 
lin had visited London and had destroyed 
Westminster Abbey, the houses of Parlia- 
ment, the Palace of St. James and the Nel- 
son Monument. That story did a great deal 
to get American newspapers into disfavor 
in England, 

Although censors are a pest, it is beyond 
question that newspapers bare, at times, 
wrought havoc with the success of armies 
in the field. The following instances are 
given in a technical paper that was issued 
by the United States Army War College: 
Costly Leaks. 


During the Crimean War the Russians 
gained very reliable information regarding 
the works in the trenches of the allied 
armies and the progress of the siege of 
Sebastopol from the English newspapers. 

In the American Civil War the northern 


generals obtained exact and valuable infor- 


mation through the Oonfederate papers: 
After the fall of Atlanta, Jefferson Davis, 
speaking at Macon and Palmetto, stated that 
measures had been taken in Tennessee and 


‘Kentucky to cut off Sherman’s supplies from 


the north, and that, having an army in his 
front and rear, in a hostile land, he must 


be annihilated. These speeches, published 
in the southern and reproduced in the north- 
ern press, soon reached Sherman. Acting 
on this information, and in order to keep 
his commuications free, the Federa! general 
began his famous march through Georgia to 
the sea. The reports of his successful prog- 
ress, which appeared in the southern press, 
enabled Grant to send supplies to meet him 
at the coast. 

In July, 1870, Maj. Krause of the German 
staff was able, by means of French newspa- 
pers, to ascertain the composition and stra- 
tegica] position of all the French corps. 

When McMahon, in 1870, attempted his 
disastrous march to the relief of Bazaine 
in Metz, to the success of which secrecy 
was essential, his movements became known 
to Prussian headquarters through English 
and French newspapers. ’ 

An instance, though of less importance, 
may be quoted from the other side, when, 
on the 8th of December, 1870, Gen. Faid- 
herbe assumed the offensive with 30,000 of 
the Army of the North, he made his diver- 
sion by way of Quentin, having ‘earned 
from the Prussian newspapers that the first 
German army was ip Normandy. 

-During the Spanish War the success of 
the Cuban expedition of May, 1898, was seri- 
ously menaced by the news from the Amer- 
ican press concerning the concentration at 
Tampa. Every military movement was re- 
ported in the American newspapers, and the 
Spanish government had, within two or 
three hours, complete accounts of the Amer- 
ican preparations for war. 

As an example of the importance of ex- 
cluding from the press all mention of mili- 
tary movements the following may be re- 
lated: 

When it became evident to our military 
information division in 1897 that war was 
certain to occur between the United States 
and Spain an attempt was made to discover 
not only the numbers but the garrisons of 
the Spanish army in Cuba. This was an ex- 
tremely difficult task, because there was lit- 
tle, if any, direct information on the sub- 
ject, the Spanish government having, so far 
as Was known, discontinued the practice of 
announcing in orders the departure of troops 
for the island. 

But the division was a subscriber for the 
chief Spanish newspapers, both before the 
war and during its progress. In the news- 
papers mention weuld be made now and

then of an action in such and such a place 
in Cuba, the name of the regiment and bat- 
talion being given. By carefully compiling 
such mentions during the space of time ex- 
tending over many months, the military in- 
formation division was enabled to een 


‘ata really accurate estimate of the stren 


of the Spanish forces in Cuba, with their 
supplies of ammunition and other resources, 
and, moreover, enabled to state the compo- 
sition of the various garrisons scattered 
throughout the island. This information was 
naturally of the very greatest value to our 
government. It would have been of still 
greater value had land operations in Cuba 
lasted. Now, most of this information was 
gathered, as already said, from the news- 
papers, but not from formal statements of 
the departure of troops, giving their number, 
destination and regiment or other unit, but 
from the most casual and, as it were, acct 
dental mention of regiments and actions in 
the island in the Madrid papers from time 
to time. These mentions were so broken 
in character that it perhaps never occurred 
to the Spanish that they could be made a 
solid foundation of accurate information. 
As to the strength of Spanish garrisons in 
the island, but slight, and insignificant as 
these data were, jaken item by item, they 
nevertheless were made to yield a most 
important result—a thing that would have 
been impossible had the Spanish press been 
totally silent on the subject of the troops 
arriving in Cuba. Subsequent events showed 
that these ‘estimates were almost exactly 


correct. 


Control of Press by Japan. 


Japan was the first nation to completely 
take control of the press. in the early days 
of her war with Russia, editors of Japanese 
newspapers Were expressly prohibited trom 
publishing the details regarding the organ- 
lzation, mobilization or the transportation 
of théir country’s naval and military forces. 
A warning was addressed to them empha- 
sizing the power of the press to mar the 
plans of operation, instances being cited 
from the Chinese-Japanese war of 1894 and 
1895, and an appeal wag made to their pa- 
triotism to suppress any information which, 
however interesting to the public, might be 
of use to the enemy or give him the least 
indication of Japanese intentions or move-

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ARMORED CARS FOR BORDER ROADS. 


Bullet Proof. ‘By Edward C. Crossman. 


HE old gentleman with the white 


goatee, the striped trousers and the 

plug hat is pulling his chin whiskers 
in puzaled fashion these parious days over 
the question of armoring some of his motor 
cars. He's tried the prescription of Europe 
on the roads of the border, and the result 
was not entirely happy. What he'd like to 
find is a material that will keep out the 
bullets of modern rifles, and weigh no more 
than aluminum. His pet armored cars 
down on the border developed a strange and 
unholy liking for the deepest mudholes they 
could find. There they wallowed and re 
fused to come out. 

The pioneer American armored motor car 
was built last year at the Rock Island Ar- 
senal by Maj. L. B. Moody, the armored car 
expert of our army. Presumably it is along 
the lines of the earlier British armored cars, 
with the added advantage of the quad form 
of drive. 

They sent to Maj. Moody a Jeffery four- 
wheel-drive chassis, the “quad,” as it is 
termed by its makers, weighing nearly 6000 
pounds. Then the Rock Island force built 
up a steel frame on this chassis, and ar- 
mored it with chilled steel plates, each ore 
tried by a bullet from the army rifle to make 
sure it Was sufficiently inhospitable to bul- 
lets. The final job, a double turret car, with 
oll, gas, water and ammunition for the ma- 
chine guns, weighed 12,000 pounds—-six tons. 
That this was no sprightly, bal'et dancer 
sort of vehicle, goes without saying. 

The sixton monster did all a_ six-ton 
gasoline-driven car could be asked to do, but 
they found early in the game that any time 
they felt they could go cavorting off cross- 
lots with that car, they'd better telephone 
first for a dozen or so trucks to haul them 
back on the road again. Also, after the 
rains the border roads showed a strong dis- 
position to open up and let the armored car 
drop clear through the State of Texas. 

As the name indicates, the engine in this 
car drives all four wheels. By a system of 
gear reduction it turns over sixty-five times 
to one turn of the drive wheels when the 
lowest gear is engaged, affording power 
enough with its 4%x5% Buda motor to lift 
the car out of almost any bad spot, not soft 
enough to let the car down on its rear axles, 
Trials have proved that such a car will pull 
through soft ground where the wheels cut 
down from ten to twelve inches, and that 
it will negotiate' almost any grade where a 
road is likely to run. 

Compared with the two miles maximum 
speed of the caterpillar “tank” used by the 
British, this type of American car is as the 
jackrabbit to the festive tortoise, making 
twenty-five miles an haur on level roads 
without too many thanky-marms along the 
way. Only, the truck is wise not to try to 
follow the tractor off the road after past 
border experience. 

The Yankee armored car of this type can 
be driven from either end, the rear driver 
having contro! of the steering, the brakes 
and the clutch, communicating with the front 
driver by a system of bell signals for change 
of speeds when the car is being driven back- 
ward. 

The armor on this particular car is heat- 
treated steel plates one-quarter inch thick, 
impenetrable by rifle bullets save at very 
close range and With right angle hits on the 
armor surface. A steel framework attached 
to the chassis supports the armor, the 
framework and the armor being bolted 
solidly together to make the armor stiffen 
the frame. 

inside these care—there are now a num- 
ber of them in existence—there are a pair 
ope to each turret, with 
special mounts permitting them to be fired 
from a direction below horizonta] to straight 
up in the air for the benefit of prying aero- 
planes who may fancy the scalp of. an ar- 
mored car for their trophy collection.

be replaced in a jiffy. 
Treatment of Steel a Problem. 


The question of armoring these cars is 
still not settled to the satisfaction of the 
army people. The treatment of the stee) has 
much to do with its resistance to bullets, 
and the proper treatment is probably still a 
thing of the future. Modern steel knowl 
edge indicates that heat-treated vanadium 
stee!] is as good as anything for the purpose 
of keeping out hostile bullets. Mild steel— 
which is merely boiler plate—is nearly use 
less, because enough of it to make the car 
bullet-proof would make a vehicle that 
would break down bridges and cave in 
roads. Stee) plate weighs ten pounds to 
the square foot in quarter-igch thickness, 
and it weighs of course twenty pounds to 
the square foot in half-inch thickness, and 
half-inch won't keep out bullets from our 
own army rifle, not the most powerful rifle 
in steel penetration. An armored car Jug- 
ging around turrets and sidewalls of half- 
inch steel weighing twenty pounds to the 
square foot would need a concrete runway. 


A Yankee mechanic, detained in Germany 
for the first six months of the war, and 
working in German factories, reports that 
they used thin steel plates with an interlin- 
ing of ground glass. This works out with 
what we know of the penetration of the mod- 
ern high-speed bullet in dty sand, which is 
much akin to ground glass. The American 
New Springfield at the muzzle drives its bul- 
let through but four inches of loose dry 
sand, far less than the penetration of the 
little bullet from some of the pocket auto- 
matic pistols. The American rifle has far 
more penetration in the same dry sand at 
1000 yards than it has at the muzzle, the 
velocity having fallen in the travel over the 
great distance. 

At its high velocity, the bullet from the 
modern army rifle fuses with the sand and 
destroys itself, the course of the bullet being 
plainly shown by an inch channel of pul- 
verized white dust, where the bullet chewed 
up the sand in its frantic effort to get 
through. A child can poke a rod of the same 
diameter as the bullet a far greater distance 
in loose sand than the bullet can travel. 

The question of using an inner lining of 
protective substance of this sort remains to 
be tried out by the American officers having 
the problem in charge. Maj. Moody writes 
that he has not found the scheme worth 
while, alth6ugh it was used as stated, by the 
Germans, 

A steel treatment that would permit cut- 
ting down the steel thickness from a quar- 
ter-inch to an eighth, would add enormously 
to the speed and the mobility of the armored 
car. If the car took roughly 200 square 
feet of steel to armor it and its turrets, then 
the saving in weight would be just half a 
ton. 

Indications are that the armor wil) have 
to be thicker, not thinner, unless some very 
efficient scheme of treating steel comes up. 
The writer has been putting through various 
ests a new bullet invented by a captain in 
the American army, with a hardened steel 
core Within its jacket and covering of soft 
jead. This gives an inch penetration in mild 
steel, which is double that of the plain serv- 
tce bullet, and gives still higher proportion- 
ate penetration in the treated steel used for 
armored cars, “tanks,” aeroplanes, field 
gun shields and even helmets and cuirasses. 
One machine gun with such bullets could 
riddje the British tank or the American ar- 
mored car. 


Armored Car Menace to Hostile Infantry. 


While one well-placed shell from even the 
smallest field gun wil) put the kibosh on the 
armored car, still the latter is a mighty un- 
comfortaWe visitor for hostile infantry. The 
ritish used many such cars for hurried re 
inforcing of their weak front around Ypres 
in the early days of the war, and time and 
azain the Teutonic tide was rolled back by 
the sudden dash of the armored gray mon- 
ster, spitting fire through its ports, and im- 
pervious and indifferent to infantry and 
machine gun bullets. The most exasper 
ating feature of such cars, from the stand- 
point of the other fellow, is the futility of 
shooting at it with the rifle. It is like pep- 
pering Farmer Jones's bad bul) with a pea- 
shooter as he charges down to introduce a 
pair of horns into your circulation. The 
sudden influx of such a car, spouting 1200 
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shots per minute at the top speed of its pair 
of machine guns is likely to‘cave in the line 
of a whole regiment because its fire is likely 
to be more efficiest with its crew all snug 
within than the fire of the same number of 
guns out in the “wet.” 

The usefulness of such cars, however, is 
restricted to the locality of roads, and roads, 
too, not in a too-damp state, because four 
wheels supporting a weight of one and a 
quarter tons per wheel, are quite likely to 
keep sinking in bad mud until@he car rests 
peacefully on its “tummy.” Then six Buda 
motors wouldn't pull it out unless the pull 
were on a rope tied to a tree at one end and 
to a capstan at the other, Some of the 
American cars are so equipped, the engine 
turning a capstan, or windlass, and so snak- 
ing the car out by a direct pull on a line 
to a tree or a “dead man” sunk in the 
ground if the tree is missing. 

The Mud Turtle That Always “Arrives.” 


For cross-country jaunts there is but one 
form of gas vehicle, that the famous basis 
for the British tank, the caterpillar tractor. 
It is a slow mud-turtie, but it crawls over 
the bad lands as surely as the same mud 
turtle progresses. The British use for their 
tanks the American Holt seventy-five cater- 
pillar, which according to its Yankee mak- 
ers has the maximum speed of two and one- 
half miles an hoar as regularly made, and 
with the weight of the “tank” body added to 
it, the British were not likely to add to the 
speed and so decrease the power. 

The secret of the success of this type of 
monster is the fact that it saunters along, 
laying down a broad, steel track for its 
wheels to run upon, and then picking up 
the track after itself, just as a man might 
lay down a board to cross a soft mud hole. 
The machine.runs on regular steel truck and 
steel] wheels shaped much like the wheels 
of the tender of a locomotive. They rest on 


jointed rails which in turn are fastened to | 


broad steel shoes, and the whole is jointed 
up into an endless chain that rons in oval 
form under and over the truck, so the ma- 
chine runs along, laying down its own 
track, and picking it up again. Tie width 
of the shoes that form the bottom of the 
track is the reason for the ability of the 
machine to cross soft ground where any 
ordinary wheeled vehicle would sink clear 
down to the body. If the caterpillar track 
were uncoupled and laid flat along. the 
ground, the truck wheels would run along it 
precisely as the truck wheels of the engine 
tender run along the rails of the ordinary 
railroad. The actual weight on the ground 
in pounds per square foot is less than that 
of a man's foot as he stands normally. 

- While the British used the big seventy-five- 
horse-power, the American tests thus 
have been with the smaller forty-five, and 
that for use only as a straight tractor, a 
puller of other wheeled things, not as a 
tank. 

Not long ago they sent a Holt forty-five 
caterpillar down to Fort Sill-for the field 
artillerymen to play with. They hitched 
up to the buzzing. clanking, slow-moving 
monster @ little load cofsisting of a 4.7 inch 
siege gun and its limber, weighing 8800 
pounds, and a filled caisson, with its own 
limber, 8200 pounds more, or a total load 
of 17,000 pounds for the tractor to drag 
around with it. Then the caterpillar was 
invited to drag this little tea party around 
the bad land environs of Fort Sill. 

They found a nice little creek with a 
steep bank on the opposite side, with a 
sharp turn, bad surface, and a slope of 30 
per cent. The humane society would in- 
vestigate an artillery officer who tried to 
make horses pull the gun up such a spot. 

The little mud turtle crawled down the 
bank into the creek, seemingly unconscious 
of the black and ponderous gun towing be- 
hind it, and it trundle@ across the creek 
and up the bank and areund the turn and 
over the bad surface without starting the 
perspiration—save on the brows of the sur- 
prised artillerymen. Another creek bank 
had a grade of 40 per cent. on the far side— 
and 40 per cent. means about a half-and-half 
slope—as much up as forward. The ma- 
chine stopped three times to speed up the 
motor, but it snaked that gun and Its caisson 
up said grade. 

They met up with a railroad bridge on 
their travels, a bridge of the open-faced type

A wheeled truck, or guns 
drawn by horses would have had a fat 
chance of crossing that bridge, but the little 
caterpillar welcomed it as being unusually 
good going for one of its tribe. Out over, 
the open-work bridge it sauntered, laying its 
own track down on the ties, and yanking 
along the bumping, pounding gun and its 
caisson. Once the wheels of the gun 
dropped into a wide space where a tie was 
missing, but the tractor invited it to come 


-out of it—and come out it did. 


Then they took the outfit to a specially 
selected and preserved mud hole, one of the 
spots where dogs and horses and smal) kids 
drop in and disappear. 
gully, to make matters worse. The driver of 
the tractor was invited to take his machine 
and the gun and caisson down into the 
deep mud, turn around in it, and come out 
again. This would give a nicely stirred up 
puddle for the return trip. 

The outfit went through without trouble. 
On the return trip the wheel of the gun, 
down to its axles in the mud, unearthed a 
huge rock, and the procession stopped for 
the time being. But, unhitching the gun 
and its limber, the tractor pulled out the 
caisson. Going back for the gun, they found 
that it had settled beyond its axles, and the 
soft mud nicely stirred up, refused traction 
at last to the tractor. So they lengthened 
out the coupling, letting the caterpillar on 
to harder ground, and it yanked the gun and 
limber out of the hole. 

All this explains why the British seventy- 

five horsepower tanks, pulling nothing be- 
hind them, and using seventy-five horse 
power to move at two miles an hour, could 
trundle themselves and their armor over 
ground ploughed by shells, and up the sides 
of the mine craters, and over trenches, to 
the abject horror of the German fighting 
men. 
The tractor would of course have difficulty 
with its two miles an hour in getting a bat- 
tery into action with the speed and the dash 
of the old horse teams, the process being 
about as impressive and inspiring as the 
wild dash of the mud turtle, but it would 
eventually get it there. 

The development of the two sorts of 
fighting machines would logically seem to 
be on two different lines—the caterpillar 
tank for a mobile gun emplacement without 
speed, but with plenty of ability to waddle 
over torn ground; the armored car for 
speedy dashes along good roads and roads 
not so good if they can reduce the weight by 
improved armor. The American armored 
car of 12,000 pounds is too ponderous an af- 
fair for all-round use on all-round American 
roads; it is too much of the tank order, and 


far so neither fish, flesh nor good red herring. 


The logical development is a far lighter car, 
minus turret and the ponderous machinery, 
smaller in all its dimensions, fitted with but 
One gun, and protected by the finest treated 
and alloyed stee] possible to turn out, and 
the plates so shaped and set that a direct 
right angled hit would be impossible to ob- 
tain from the level of the Infantryman. This 
alone adds enormously to the ability of 
armor to resist bullets.

CHEERFUL HOUSE PLANTS. 
Norfolk Istand Pine. 

[Good Housekeeping:] The Norfolk 
Island pine is slowly coming into a long- 
deserved popularity. It resembles a sturdy 
little Christmas tree. The branches of 


‘ needle-like foliage spring from the main 


stem at regular intervals, generally in 
whoris of five. in the summer, which is its 
time of growing, it should have plenty of 
water, but be sparingly watered in the win- 
ter. The importance of good drainage can 
not be overemphasized. If this is neglected, 
the soil becomes sour and the plant sickly. 
The foliage should be'syringed daily. In this 
way you will protect it from its worst enemy, 
the red spider. It should have light, rich 
soil, and needs fertilizer when a new whorl 
of branches is coming. 
Delightful for Foliage. 


The variegated variety of pandanus or 
screw pine is another attractive foliage plant. 
This plant has long narrow leaves, their en- 


tire length striped with white and needle- 
like spines along the edge. The leaves come 
spirally from the stalk, and recurve grace- 
fully from the center of the plant. A rather 
high temperature suits the pandanus best. 
This- plant needs plenty of light and should 
also have sunshine. It should be watered 
moderately during the winter and the soil 
well drained, as too much water at the roots 
will cause trouble. Syringe the plants, but 
be sure that none of the water lodges in 
the axils of the foliage. To wash the leaves, 
start at the base and draw a damp cloth 
toward the tip. During the summer, it 
should be watered liberally, and given an 
occasional application of bone meal. 


FIGHT AGAINST CORNS. 
Fit Your Shoes Carefully. 

{New York American;] Corns should be 
prevented by wearing properly fitting shoes 
which allow space for the norma! expansion 
of the arches in walking or standing. Merely 
loose shoes exert pressure on the projecting 
points where corns especially form. It js 
well not to wear the same pair on consecu- 
tive days. Abnorma) pressure may be due 
to weakness of the arches, in which case a 
physician should be consulted. If you are 
overweighty the pressure is increased, a 
cause which calle for reducing diet. Per- 
forated felt may be worn over the parts 
subjected to pressure. 

Inflamed corns are relieved by cold, wet 
compresses. Soft corns should be relieved

PANTRY PROBLEMS. 
To Keep Cheese. 


[Philadelphia Press:] Grate the cheese 
butter.

Cover with thin 
paper dipped in milk. The cheese is much 
richer, but delicious, and will spread with a 
knife. It may be used without butter, and 
mould will not attack it. 


For Covering Pantry Shelves. 


Ollcloth is more satisfactory than shelf 
paper for covering the pantry shelves, as it 
can always be kept clean. Though the out- 
lay is larger, it ig cheaper in the end, as it 
may be washed when soiled instead of hav 
ing to be replaced.

THE CHILDREN. 
Their Spring Outfits. 


{New York Evening Journal:] When 
planning the children’s outfits this spring, 
see if you cannot use materials which will 
stand more wear and give less work. Have 
you tried cotton crepe, ripplette, seersucker 
or similar fabrics for rompers and dresses? 
None of these materials need ironing, and 


’ they keep clean longer than stiff-finished 


fabrics. Chose good stripes and checks in- 
stead of the lighter shades, which look dirty 
very soon. Avoid contrasts of colors which 
accentuate the dirt—ag light blue banding or 
pale pink. Tan, hurse’s gray, etc., are excel- 
lent. Use paper napkins and oilcloth or 
crepe bibs frequently and play aprons of 
dark blue galatea to protect the lighter gar- 
ments. 


When to Wean Baby. 


Even if the mother is perfectly healthy 
and her milk ig good the weaning should be 
by the end of the first year, often at thé 
end of the eighth month. In hot weather 
wait for the cool of the autumn. Don’t 
wean an infant suddenly or when it is cut- 
ting teeth. Ordinarily at the eighth month a 
child should be taking some plain cow's 
milk a starchy food, such as farina, for in- 
stance. 


IN THE LAUNDRY. 
To Wash Your Sweater. 


{Baltimore American:] Make a paste of 
a white soap and water by boiling the 
shaved soap slowly until dissolved. Cool 
and add one teaspoonful borax and one-half 
cup wood alcohol. Have warm water in 
plenty ready (in washtub;) add soap solu- 
tion to water and put in sweater. “Jounce” 
or swish up and down without pulligg or 
rubbing; repeat in more sudsy water. Then 
rinse in water equally warm and squeeze 
without twisting against the wool fibers. 
Lay in a pillow casé and hang tn open air, 
turning once or twice. When almost dry, 
lay on a table or ironing board and pin into 
shape, flat, with arms and frouts cven and 
in place and allow to dry, preferably in a 
warm temperature. Lay in suitbox or on 
covered coat hanger. Never hang up or 
squeeze such articles when wet. 


When Bleaching Linen. 


Linen is best bleached in the month of 
May, but since you cannot wait, try dissolv- 
ing half a teaspoonful of borax in a pint or 
hot water. When cool, soap the fabric and 
wash in the borax water.

The Detergent. 

[Good Housekeeping:] Three cleaners 
are always available in the home; water, 
water plus soap, and absorbents, such as 
blotting-paper, dry starch, meals, and soft 
cloths. Another kind of cleaner is the de 
tergent, a liquid. All detergents have soap 
and water'as their foundation, and some 
special grease solvent, such as ether, 
chloroform, or ammonia, is usually added. 
They are applied with a soft cloth or 
sponge, and the work gives more satis-

the fabric. These cleaners eradicate 
stains, and remove milk as well. 
Of ajl the cleaners they are the most ef- 
ficient in removing ink. However, they 
will mot remove coffee stains, and their 
use upon silk is apt to stiffen or wrinkle 
the material, although running a warm iron 
over the fabric will quickly repair this dam- 
age. Detergents should never be used 
upon velvets or plushes; their most effec- 
tive work is with white flannels, such as 
trousers, skirts and blankets.

A first-class, home-made detergent clean- 
er can be made as follows: Dissolve a 
Scent cake of white soap in two quarta 
of water, add a teaspoonful of borax and 
a tablespoonful of alcohol.

peninsula is divided climatically in- 
to three zones. The northerf zone, which 
is locally known as La Frontera, is not 
very different from the southern portion 
of California. It comprises broad arable 
valleys, and the rainfall of the western sec-

good crops. 

While desert conditions naturally prevail 
over the eastern part of the northern zone, 
that much of the soil is fertile and would

Possibly the plains and 
valleys between San Pedro Martir and the 
Pacific will some day have developed a 
water system, perhaps from artesian wells, 
which will turn them into the garden they 
might become with their climate. That 
would seem quite possible from the rains 
which fall on the big mountain. 

After the area that is neither desert nor 
fertile land, comes the real desert which 
crosses from the Pacific to-+he Gulf. The 
mountains are volcanic, the thin soil of the 
plains’is strewn with sharp volcanic ‘rock, 
and often for four or five successive years 


there is no rain. It is a region that is grim - 


and forbidding, where the traveler may ven- 
ture at his peril; where the waters are

‘bi. we The case can be altered Deaf Girl Enabled to Hear 


HE news dispatches during the week 
I of May 6 carried the information that 
Mrs. Amos Pinchot is recommending 


“birth control” to lower the cost of food for 
human consumption, By “birth. control” is 
meant a reduction in the birth rate. Mrs. 
Pinchot is needlessly coneerned and 
alarmed. The food famine will lower the 
birth rate a great deal quicker and much 
sooner than “birth control” will lower the 
cost of victuals. In times of stress the 
birth rate is invariably lower than in times 
of peace, good will and happiness. The 
very alarm that war causes in the human 
heart and mind prevents conception. The 
fear of death and famine contributes more 
to lower the birth rate than “birth control” 
contributes to reduce the price of tea and 
coffee. The “birth control” propaganda is 
absurd hysteria. 

Quite the same sort of nonsense goes the 
rounds of the press and the drawing rooms 
about determination of sex. The determina- 
tion of sex is the easiest thing in the world, 
I can tell with absolute accuracy in advance 
the sex of any child in any family. 

The formula is as follows: 


In any family in which the father Is 
etronger than the mother, strength measured 
by will power, the child will be a girl. This 
is the case because the aim of nature is to 
maintain an equilibrium as between female- 
mess and maleness, as between masculinity 
and femininity. 

In any and every family in which the 
mother is stronger than the father the child 
will be a boy. This is due to the fact that 
nature aims to maintain a balance, an equi- 
librium, as between the sexes. 

The determining factor in the control of 
the sex of the forthcoming (not the already 
conceived and the unborn child) is that fac- 
tor which is weaker, rather than stronger, 
in the equation to which the child comes as 
a blessing, or a sorrow. Contrary to popular 
notion (and also contrary to what little 
scientific notion there is on the subject) the 
weaker member and not the stronger mem- 
ber of the family is the one that controls the 
sex of the children. In all families, or mar- 
riages, rather, in which the wife is weaker 

' than the husband the child will be a girl. In 
all those instances in which the father is 
weaker than the mother the child is bound to 
be a boy. Nature brings a girl in the first 
instance to attain a comparative balance be- 
tween the sexes; and a boy in the second 
instance also to attain a comparative balance 
between the sexes involved in the equation 
of begetting children. As time goes on, one 
or the other may become stronger than the 
other and vice versa; in which event the 
outcome will be different. But so long as 
the father is stronger than the wife and 
mother, the weak mother will determine and 
contro) the sex of the coming child. In all 
thosé instances in which the wife is stronger 
than the father and husband, the weak 
father rules and the child is bound to be a 
boy. 

Let us take some well known cases. For 
instance, the case of the Kaiser. Nearly all 
his children are boys. He has but one girl 
and the girl is his last child. The fact that 
all his offspring save one are boys proves 
the weakness of the Kaiser, in will power, 
in the equation in which he and the 
Kaiserin are the principals. Nature estab- 
lished a superbalance of the sexes in tlie 
family and to keep it balanced the last child 
was a girl. The boys, plus the Kaiser him- 
self, gave a preponderance of masculinity. 
To correct this, a girl came. In the event 
of another child, it will be a girl. 

A great many pergons will at once say 
that this is a case that disproves the rule, 
j.e., the rule of nature as I have been able to 
interpret it and formulate it in words. But 
their view is erroneous and based on incom- 
plete examination of the facts. 

At the time the Emperor of Germany was 
married he was weaker than the princess 
he took to wife. The Kaiser is, as a matter 
of fact, a man of weak physique and of will 
inferior to that of his spouse. It is true that 
the published photographs of the Kaiser 
make him appear a very ferocious man; but 
he poses for these pictures and they do not 
show the real man. A great many persons 
imagine the Kaiser to be a War Lord. He 
ts a Peace Lord, like W. J. Bryan. When 
his military entourage recommended and 
advised him to attack Russia at the time 
Russia was involved in the war with Japan, 
the Kaiser went below decks of the ship on 
which (hey were and prayed and wept, And 
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the Czar; the proof of a weak mind and a 
weaker will. 

In the case of the former Czar Nicholas of 
Russia all the children are girls with one 
exception and the father of the boy has 
frequently been alleged to ‘be none other 
than the lately assassinated Monk Rasputin. 
The Czar was stronger than his wife who 
is well known to be a hysterical weakling 
and still is stronger than his wife, The chil- 
dren in the case of the Czar were all girls 
because nature insisted on attaining some 
semblance of equilibrium between a strong 
father and a weak mother. In the Kaiser's 
case nature forced bays, with one exception, 
on the ruling Hohenzoliern family in order 
to establish a semblance of equilibrium be 
tween a very strong mother on the one hand 
and a weak father on the other. 


I might cite celebrated and uncelebrated 
cases galore. But it is not necessary to do 
so to prove the thesis that the weak one of 
the equation and never the strouger one 
controls the sex of the coming children. All 
the readers of The Times Magazine need to 
do is to look about them and appraise the 
will power and the physical strength of their 
neighbors to determine the. rule, which is 
invariable. 


In appraising the strength of your neigh- 
bors do not mistake size and bulk for 
strength. I know the case of a butcher in 
whose family all the children are boys. As 
a general proposition one would expect a 
butcher to be as strong as the oxen he 
slays. But it is not always thus. In the case 
of this particular: butcher you might expect 
the children all to have been girls, as the 
wife is a mere mite of a woman. But reflect 
and remember that she thas red hair. 
Though a mite in stature she has a magnifi- 
cent will; as well as a magnificent head of 
hair. She is the dominant factor in her 
family. Her husband though apparently the 
stronger is the weaker factor. And their 
children are all boys because nature strived 
in this case to bring about a balance be 
tween the sexes. 


In all families in which the father is 
equally strong as the mother the children 
will alternate as boy and girl, or girl or 
boy. In cases like this where the strength 
of mother and father are so nearly equal it 
is impossible to tell in advance whether the 
child will be a boy or girl, because the dif- 
ferences in strength between the parents is 
immeasurable by human intelligence and 
human devices. 


Hermaphrodites, or persons that are 
neither male nor female, or rather, persons 
who are either male or female, or both, un- 
doubtedly spring from marriage unions ia 
which the father is positively and absolutely 
equally strong mentally and physically as 
the mother. Thus it were always better, as 
& general proposition, that the strong 
select the weak and the weak permit her- 
self, or himself to be selected; as the weak 
will be selected any way by the strong. 
The eugenics appears all the more an ab- 
surdity of the reformers. 

To compel, for instance a boy baby in any 
family in which a girl is indicated by the 
rule here laid down, it becomes recessary 
at once to alter the environment of the 
parents in such a way as to fundamentally 
influence the bodies of the two persons from 
whose relations the child is to spring. Thus, 
for instance, the case of a wife who is 
weaker than her husband. A girl baby is 
assured. There is no doubt about that. But 
both husband and wife yearn for a boy baby 
instead of a girl as the first blessing of 
their.union. The way to compe] nature to 
yield a boy instead of a girl is to alter and 
change the environment of the husband so 
that he becomes weaker than the wife. The 
best and safest way to do that would be, for 
instance, to fill the household with mothers- 
in-law and sisters-in-law until the poor hus- 
band is all but tortured by the presence of 
surplus femininity. It may require a con- 
siderable period of time for the changed 
environment fundamentally to affect § the 
body of the husband; but ft can be done 
with patience and fn time. In any family in 
which femininity overpowers masculinity; in 
which the “eternal feminine” is stronger 
than the transitory masculine, the boy is 
bound to be brought by the stork. And vice 
versa; in any family in which the masculine 
is stronger than the feminine the stork is 
bound to bring a girl baby. Drugs are pow- 
erless and useless to alter the case. Instro- 
ments and mechanical devices are powerless 


only by altering the environment. 


The determining factor in control of the 
sexes is will power and dominating person- 
ality. At firet glance one infers that the 
weaker of the two rather than the stronger 
of a family determines the sex. But even 
that is not true. The thing that controls is the 
thing that is stronger than man or woman, 
husband and wife. It is nature. Nature is 
the dominating factor. Read nature aright 
and you wil! tell in advance whether you are 
to have a boy or girl. Cooperate with na- 
ture by altering environment so as to alter 
the willpower of personality and you control 
the sex of your children. 

P.S8.—If your wife crowds your home with 
mothers-in-law and sisters-inlaw, you will 
understand her motive and sympathize with 
her exquisite resolution. 

P.S. No. 2.—If your husband crowds your 
home with men friends, all gamblers, all 
poker players, all loud talkers, al] smokers 
and chewers of tobacco, dear wife, you will 
understand his noble motive and you will 
henceforth sympathize with his exquisite 
resolution.

Reclaiming the Swamps. By Frank G. Carpenter. 


Mexican Gulf. I motored this morning 
through a 7000-acre plantation, which has 
risen from the bed of a swamp. This great 
farm is within five miles of New Orleans 
and in the very heart of the Mississippi 
delta. Five years ago it was covered with 
water, and it adjoins a territory which is 
more dreary than the darkest parts of the 
Dismal Swamp of Virginia. On one side of 
it i Lake Pontchartrain, and on another 
are forests of cypress rising out of marshes 
and swamps. Today there are still a hun- 
dred acres of the original swamp on the 


property, and this has been preserved to 
show the miracle made possible by pump 
ing and draining the flooded lands of the 
delta. This land is covered with trees and 
the water extends far up their trunks. 
The remainder of the tract is as dry as 
a bone. The water, the marsh and the 
trees have all disappeared, and the soi] is 
so smooth that it crumbles to dust in your 
hand. There is hardly a stone or pebble 
in the whole 7000 acres, and its fertility is 
such that is surpasses that df the valleys 
of the Mesopotamia, the Nile or the Ganges. 
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The tract has been cut up into small farms. 
and tens of thousands of orange trees are 
growing upon it. Between the rows, crops 


of various kinds have been planted, and an 
army of negroes and whites is working the 
fleids. 


My visit to this farm was to investigate 
the potential bread basket that Uncle Sam 
has way down here at._the mouth of the 
Mississippi. Our war with the Germans 


and the high prices of grain and meat de 


mand that the food lands of the United 
States be increased. Before the troubles in 
Burope began we were already importing 
corn and beef from Argentina and mutton 
from Australia. Our population has been 
growing faster than our food supply, and the 
great American stomach has already sur- 
passed in size the materials neded to fill it. 
With the new immigration from Europe at 
the close of the war, the demand will be 


larger than ever, and it is absolutely neces- 
sary that we increase agricultural em- 
pire to the fullest extent. — ‘ 

We are doing something toward this by 
reclaiming the dry lands of the West, but 
their possibilities are nothing in compart 
son with the potential food wealth now ly- 
ing in the swamps of the South, and espe- 
citally in the Mississippi delta. 

According to the scientists of the Geo- 
logical Survey, there are in the neighbor- 
hood of 80,000,000 acres of good land in the 
United States which are more or less cov- 


ered with water. This, at the lowest calcula- 
tion, represents a country bigger than Great 
Britain and Ireland. It is equal to the 
three States of Indiana, Illinois and Obio. 
and it is ten times as big as that little 
garden patch which we know as Holland. 
The soil of our swamps is also ten times 
as rich as that of the Netherlands. Never- 
theless, Holland is now feeding almost 
6,000,000 people, and at the same ratio our 
swamps could feed 66,000,000, or 10,000,000 
more than half of all the people in the coun- 
try today. 

A great part of these gwamps lie in the 
South, and vast drainage projects are under 
way to reclaim them. I know of one little 


tract in North Carolina. A few years ago. 
it was celebrated as the largest lake of that | 
Its name was Lake Mattamuskeet. 


State. 
It covered 50,000 acres, and almost every 
part of it had water deep eriough to have 
drowned the Cardiff Giant if stood upright 


within it. Today a colony on that land has 


the title of New Holland. The tract has 
been divided up into farms, and one of the 
biggest pumping station of the world 
keeps it as dry as is needed for cotton, to 
bacco and corn. The surplus water is car- 
ried off into the Atlantic Ocean through 
Pamlico Sound. - 


Other big drainage projects are going on 
in North Carolina, South Carolina and 


Florida. The lower part of Florida, which| 


ix 300 miles long and almost as big as In- 
diana, is made up of lowlands, covered 
with water. These are being drained by’ 
private parties and by the State. The Ever- 
giades, containing something like 4,000,000 


acres, are a drowned prairie of wonderful’ 


fertility. They are being drained by the 
State, and they will eventually be turned 
into a semi-tropical garden patch for feed- 
ing the North.

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THE SELECTION BREED FOWL. 


The Poultry C. lasses. By Henry W. Kruckeberg. 


HEN the beginner in poultry culture 

attempts a selection of a breed or 

variety, there are certain funda- 
mentalg that should be considered. And 
while it is true that one should chose the 
breed and variety that makes the strongest 
appeal to his sense of the beautiful (espe- 
cially if only an amateur and a fancier,) 
there are economic grounds also that can- 
not be overlooked. In the first place it 
should be clearly understood and appreci- 
ated that type defingg the breed and color 
of plumage the variety. As a further dis- 
tinction class defines the group or division 
to which the breed belongs. Thus in classes 
we have recognized in the “Standard of 
Perfection” the American, the Asiatic, the 


English, the Mediterragean, the Polish, the j 


Hamburgs, the French, the Continental and 
the Games and Game Bantams. 

In this classification the American group 
represents the Plymouth Rocks, Wyan- 
dottes, Rhode Island Reds, Buckeye, Javas 
and Dominiques. Of these the first three 
are by far the most important, in numerical 
strength any one of these three far outnum- 
bering all the remaining breeds combined. 
For the most part the American breeds are 
recognized as general purpose fowl, the 
hens being average good layers, and at the 
same time providing a splendid carcass. In 
color sc the various breeds and varie- 
ties will please al] tastes, being well repre- 
sented in the solids of White, Black, Buff, 
etc., while the parti-colored t al- 
most every combination of color imaginable. 
The American class stands confinement 
well, and for thie reason are prime favor- 
ites as family flocks and for general com- 
mercial purposes. 

Closely allied to them is the English 
class, including the Orpingtons, Cornish, 
Sussex, Dorkings and Red Caps. Of these 
the Orpingtons lead in popularity, closely 
followed by the Sussex and Cornish. On 
the whole these birds are a trifle larger than 
those varieties comprising the American 
class. The Orpington bens are good layers, 
but the other breeds are essentially table 
fowl. There are the solids and parti- 
colored, affording considerable iatitude 
in the matter of color. For meat the Eng- 
lish birds oceupy a foremost position. They 
do well in confinement. 

The Asiatics are the largest of our domes- 
ticated fowl and include the Brahmas, 
Cochins and Langshans. Paradoxical] as it 
may seem, all three breeds are not only 
excellent table fow!, but the hens are also 
good layers. As roasters the Brahma, when 
fully developed, is indeed ideal, supplying 
a carcass suggesting a young turkey. Be- 
ing large birGs they are apt to be sluggish,’ 
hence in confinement care must be exer- 
cised to keep them busy. In California the 
Asiatics are not so much in evidence as the 
other breeds, but the Brahmas and Lan- 
shans maintain a place alike in the show- 
room and in the market. 

Of ali the classes the Mediterranean oc 
cupies first place in California. This sec 
tion includes the Leghorus, Minorcas, 
Spanish, Blue Andalusians and Anconas. Al! 
are essentially egg breeds, with splendid 
performances to their credit. The White 
Leghorn is the most popular, but the Black 
Minorca, the Ancona, the Blue Andalusian 
and Spanish all have their champions. The 

whose first’ object is hen fruit should 
tie to the Mediterranean breeds. All these 
are rather smal! birds, sprightly, nervous, 
good rustlers and high flyers, hence should 
have larger quarters and, if confined, over- 
head wiring must be considered. The Medi- 
terraneans are easily in the lead in Cali- 
fornia, which is a splendid testimony to 
their commercia) values. 

The Polish is limited to a single breed 
composed of eight varieties. It is an old 
breed, but not popular generally. The same 
ie true of the Hamburgs, comprising six 
varieties. The hens are splendid layers, but 
rather small, hence of secondary value for 
table purposes. Of the French, there are 
four breeds, viz., the Houdans, Crevecoeurs, 
La Fieche ‘Faverolies, all rated as gen- 
eral purpose 1 In France they occupy 
the same relative position that the Amer- 
ican class Toes with us. 3 

The Continental class comprises but one 
breed of two varieties, namely, the Silver 
and Golden Campine, which have become 
immensely popular in this country. Cam- 
pines are generally bred in California, be- 
ing recognized as splendid egg producers.

Being particolored, of graceful type, 
sprightly and splendid foragers, they have 
become thoroughly established. 

The Games and Game Bantams are essen- 
tially breeds that appeal to the fancier. 
Since cock-fighting hag been suppressed by 
law, the Standard Games have almost be- 
come obsolete in this State; but bantam 
culture has shown strong development in 
the past eight or ten years. And the breeds 
and varieties are well represented at poul- 
try shows. 

The selection of a breed or variety de 
pends on objects in view. If hen fruit is the 
consideration, one cannot go tar wrong in 
making a selection from the Mediterranean 
class; if both meat and eggs are desired the 
American, English (Orpington especially,) 
and French classes afford a wide range in 
type and color scheme calculated to meet 
all tastes; if carcass is the aim the Brah- 
mas, Dorkings, Sussex and Cornidh are 
ideal. Bear in mind that the hens .of all 
meat breeds also lay a goodly number of 


eggs, but that prolificness is not their 


“long” suit. 

As a means for reducing the high cost 
of living nothing can beat a few hens in the 
back yard. We suggest to our casual read- 
ers who are longing for the outdoor life and 
a living to get acquainted with the Amer- 
iean business hen. 


Changing Economic Conditions. 


No industry has been more vitally affected 
by economic changes brought about by pre- 
vailing war conditions than poultry; in 
some respects it presents a situation often 
contradictory. White all kinds of food prod- 
ucts are advancing rapidly (and none more 
so than the cereal foods on which poultry 
culture rests,) the price of eggs is abnor- 


mally low. This has made commercial! poul- 


try farming somewhat hazardous, with the 
result that many breeders are reducing 
their stock materially. This condition is 


quite apt to be intensified as the period of 


prolific laying nears an end—usually be- 
ginning in June and lessening as the hens 
approach the warm summer days and the 
moulting season. For this reason we look 
for a large volume of live poultry being 
placed on the market this summer. In the 
leading centers of production this condition 
has already produced apprehension. Here- 
tofore the disposition of poultry in quantity 
has often been the result of individual 
failures; but this year it is the leading and 
successful commercial poultry farms that 
are reducing their flocks in large numbers 
in order to curtail the excessive feed bills. 
This feeling is especially pronounced in 
Petaluma, where recently the Mayor was 
asked to appoint a committee of twenty-five 
to deal with the situation. This committee 
is expected to provide facilities to .care 
for the chickens until they can be killed, 
dressed and cooled in Petaluma, then 
shipped to San Francisco cold storage 
houses to relieve the market. The effect of 
this wholesale reduction of flocks in the 
greatest ege-producing center of the West 
will be to stiffen the prices of hen fruit 
later on; but that hardly relleves the 
present situation. The heavy feed epera 
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tors in Petaluma, many of whom are carry- 
ing poultry breeders on their books, are 
disposed to lend the helping hand until the 
new crops come in, one making a specific 
proposition of $2.26 per hundred for barley, 
agreeing to supply 5000 tons for their use. 
Locally this will of course “helr some” in 


that territory, but it does not overcome 


conditions elsewhere, Then what is to be 
done? 

The pendulum of business never stands 
still—things are either going up or down, 
and while it is discouraging to confess that 
in eggs and carcass, the swing seems to be 
downward, the rebound is nevertheless 
sure to'come. In this connection the 
thought has often come to the writer that 
intensive egg-farming after a development 
of twenty years may have reached flood 
tide. The whole effort of breeders, Experi- 


ment Station workers, egg-laying contests. ~~ 


and the literature ef the day has been to 
stimulate an increase of egg-production, 
which has resulted in an ample and avail- 
able supply without necessarily increasing 
the prices of a year or two ago when feed 
was ruling below one-half of what it is to- 
day. This may account for present condi- 
tions, but it does not remove them. To re- 
duce the layers will of course lessen pro- 
duction, which in due course of time will 
increase the price of hen fruit. Since every. 
body makes it his business to buy-in the 
cheapest market and sell in the highest, it 
is absurd to ask consumers to accept an 
increase of 10.cents per dozen. This 
would not only-be patriotic but altruistic— 
so much so that it will never happen. 
Hence poultry breeders must effect eco 
nomics on the producing end. But there 
again the field is limited. To cull close— 
eliminate all that do not giv® a good per- 
formance; td produce as much food on 
available land as is possible; reduce fixed 
charges to the limit are all for betterments, 
but one thing essentia] is lacking, viz., 
either feed must go down in price or the 
quotations for eggs materially advance. 
Otherwise, we are afraid that the commer- 
clal egg farms are quite apt to find their 
incomes materially reduced. It would 
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-nsure absolute success is—

The geologists say that the Gulf of Mexico 
once extended northward to the mouth of 
the Obio, and that all the land between 


‘there and New Orleans has been up 


by the earthwashings brought down 
river. 
average something like 400,000,000 tons 
every year. From the Missouri alone comes 
139 tons every second, or more than 10,000, 
000 cubic yards every day. 

Four hundred million tons every year! 
The amount is so gteat that we cannot com- 
prehend it in figures. If it were loaded on 
cats at fifty tons to the car, it would take 


the 


_ 8,000,000 cars to carry the load, and the 


train would be long enough to reach twice 
around the earth and almost twice through 
the center. If a flume three feet wide and 
three feet deep could be built. from the 
earth to the moon, that trainload of dirt 
would be almost enough to fill the great box 
to the top, and it might all come from the 
silt. brought down by the Mississippi with 
in the space of twelve months 


As | have said, this soil is the cream of 
our. country. It comes from thirty different 
States, and [rom an area equal to one-third 
of the Union. The deposits range in depth 
up to 2000 or 3000 feet, and on the top of it 
vegetation has grown and decayed until it 
is covered with a layer of humus a foot or 
£0 deep, which contains a maximum of nl- 
trogen. one of the most costly kinds of 
plant food. According to Herman E. Baer, 
A soil chemist of the Illinois University, .the 
soil of Southern Louisiana has enough plant 
food to produce a thousand crops of corn 
at fifty bushels to the acre without artificial 
fertilization. 


I have recently traveled over a great part 
of this country. In coming from Memphis 
to New Orleans on the Illinois Central I 
passed many plantgtions of rich black loam 
which are close to the swamps, and the 
soil makes the best crops of cotton and 
corn. The Queen and Crescent Railway 
from Birmingham to New Orleans g0cs 
through a large area of swamps, and there 
are other extensive regions that will have 
river and rail transportation when the land 
is reclaimed. 

_ I have also come up the Mississippi from 
the Gulf of Mexico through the flood of 
silt flowing out iato the ocean. The water 
is as thick as pea soup. The ocean is 
anuddy for miles before you reach the 
mouth of the Mississippi River, and a little 
further up the banks of the river are cov- 
ered with gardens and orange groves. The 
highiands of the delta about New Orleans 
are said to be more thickly populated than 
Holland or Belgium, and the swamps when 
reclaimed will undoubtedly support a vast 
muumber of people. 

' The geographers of the Geological Survey 
thave already made topographic maps of a 
large part of this territory. They have 


Even now, the stream carries on the %%® 


Kone over it section by séction, exploring 
the swamps on foot. on horseback and in 
boats, making their charts. The charts are 
peppered with figures, each of which shows 
the height of land or depth of water under 
the spot where it marks. They give every 
hill and hollow, and every stream. The 
bayous are drawn to a scale, and the whole 
district is so shown that the civil engineers 
can easily make working plans for its drain- 


This is being done by the national govern- 
ment. 
drainnge laws to enable their. people to 
drain the swamps for themselves. Here in 
Loujsiana the land owners of any drain- 
age district can form an organization and 
issue bonds to raise funds for leveling, dic- 
ging ditches and@ building a pumping plant. 
The plans must be approved by the State 
Engineer and the interest on the bonds is 
paid by an annual drainage tax, which 
fanges from $2 to $3 per acre. After. the 
work is completed, the cost of keeping the 
land dpained is, it is said, between 50 and 
75 cents an acre per annum. The@lrainage 
pumps have to be operated, something like 
twerty-five days of the year, and the land 
prodeces so many crops that the tax is said 
to be nominal. 

There are now something like twenty- 
five companies at work draining the swamps 
not far from New Orleans. The projects 
are of varioys sizes, and they cover up 
wards of 500,000 acres. Some of the tracts 
are devoted to small farms, others to or- 
chards and others to grain, corn and cottor. 
They are now working on one tract of 16,000 
acres, which is to be given over to ranching 
and stock raising. I am told that many 
thoueands of acres are involved in the 
plans of the companies at work, and that a 
large part of the money investeti is that of 
the bankers and other capitalists here at 
New Orleans. 

In ccpnection with this subject I have 
had a talk with Walter Parker, the general 
manager of the New Orleans Association 
of Commerce. He tells me that 5000 acres 
form the most economic unit for drainage, 
and he estimates that it cosis about $35 an 
acre to put in levees, canals and pumping 
plants. This cannot include the clearing of 
the land of trees and stumps, which is no 
small matter. 

Said Mr. Parkere “This region is devel- 
oping rapidly through the object lesson 
shown by the success of the drainage works 
established in the city of New Orleans. We 
find that if we have levees of proper height 
and strength around any district we can put 
in pumping plants and lower the water to 
six feet or more below the surface of the 
earth by pumping it into lakes and streams 
that have their outlet in the Mexican Gulf. 
After that, such tracts are in the same posi- 
tion that New Orleans is now. Before we 
installed our present drainage system, water 
was found within a few inches of the sur- 
face anywhere in the city. Now the earth 
is dry to an excavation of six or more feet; 
and we are beginning to build cellars and 
basementa. 


In addition, the States are enacting

“Moreover, the swampy tracts thus re- 
claimed will have wonderful transportation 
facilities. South Louisiana drains inte the 
gulf through a network of navigable baydéus, 
rivers and lakes and we have made naviga- 
tion canals to connect this network with 
the barbor at New Orleans. In this way 
every bit of the new farms has easy access 
to the city by boat, and from here by river 
and railroad to all parts of the world.” 

I asked Mr. Parker as to the prices of 
land. He replied: 


“Swamp land is worth from $5 to $25 
per acre, and drained lands can be bought 
for from $100 to $300 am acre. It depends 
very much on the location and the sur- 
roundings. This is low in comparison with 
the lands in Egypt and Holland. In the va!- 
ley of the Nile farme bring as much as $750 
an acre, and in Holland from $600 to $1000 
is paid for good land. 

“In Holland the cost of reclamation is 
much greater than here. The dikes there 
have to hold back the sea, with its daily 
tide of thirty-one féet. I understand that 
38 per cent. of the cukivated lands of the 
Dutch kingdom are below the level of the 
sea at high tide. On the basis of the popula- 
tion of the reclaimed lands of Europe, the 
about New Orleans, if it were 
drained, would support a population of 10,- 
000,000 or 15,000,000 people, and on the 
basis of Holland alone it would furnish 
homes and farms for more than 7,000,000 
souls.” 

I do not know how much it has cost to 
redeem the big plantation I visited today. 
The guide who took me over the property 
told mé that the taking out of the cypress 
stumps and burning them cost from $75 to 
$100 per acre; and that the most of the 
seventy-two miles of shell = which runs 
here and there through the plentation, cost 
$10,000 per mile to build. A great deal of 
these swamps contain cypress trees, and 
these trees have the peculiar property of 
not rotting as long as they are covered with 
water. It is only when the land has been 
drained that the stumps will rot, and even 
then they last a long time. 

In this property the land was thrown up 
so as to form a levee between it and Lake 
Pontchartrain, and pumping stations were 
installed. The water was then pumped off 
and great ditches were dug. The engineer- 
ing is such that the water all flows into 
these ditches, which are kept clear by the 
pumps. The pumps will raise 500,000,000 
gallons of water a day, and they lift this 
water from the canals over the wall into 
Lake Pontchartrain, from whence it runs 
off into the Mexican Gulf. The drainage is 
such that, after a big rain, the pumps be- 
gin to draw the water from the farthest part 
of the property within four minutes after 
the engines are started. They keep the 
land dry and take away any surplus water 
not needed for the crops and the trees. 

To give you an idea of the. capacity of 
these pumps, the new Catskill aqueduct, 
which New York has about completed for 
its future water supply, will have a capacity 


of just 500,000,000 gallons a day, and those 
plantation pumps could supply uiére water 
than New York is now using, with millions 
of gallons to spare. 


These pumps are now kept busy for a . 


great part of the time. They will have to 
do less and less as the needs of plant life 
reduce the volume of water, and the coat 
of pumping will steadily decrease. The 
average annual precipitation of LouTSiana is 
less than fifty-three inches, and it is well 
distributed throughout the year. The ad- 
vantage of the pumping arrangements is that 
they can leave just as much or as little wa- 
ter as is required for the various crops. 

‘ This whole tract that I have describod 
has been planted to oranges. It has been 
divided up into small orchards, which have 
been sold to purchasers in different parts of 
the Union. The trees are of various ages, 
from little sprouts recently planted to lusty 
trees two or three years old. They seem te 
grow well, and the prospect is that they will 
eventually form one great orange grove of 
7000 acres right here within five miles of 
the center of New Orleans. 

As I went over the farm, I expressed my 
doubts as to the success of orange groves 
so far north, and my guide took me to an 
adjoining estate, which belongs to a New 
Orleans merchant, upon which there is a 
grove of several hundred orange trees now 
in bearing. These trees are atill loaded 
with fruit, notwithstanding the frost of last 
spring ruined the vegetable gardens and 
sent the thermometer to 6 deg. below freez- 
ing point. The oranges were of the Creole 
variety, and were delicious. 

The reason of their withstanding the frost 
is the fact that the trees are budded on the 
citrus trifoliata, which is not affected by 
frost. This variety of tree will grow in the 
North, but it is a native of the country about 
New Orleans... It is deciduous: that is, it 
sheds its leaves and remains dormant dur- 
ing the winter. The sap goes down to the 
roots and takes a rest during the cold 
months, coming up again in the spring. It 
has been found that certain other species of 
oranges can be budded onto this citrus va- 
riety, and that the new tree wil! resist the 
frost. 

This seems to prove that oranges can be 
grown here. Indeed, I am told that some 
were planted by the Jesuit fathers as far 
back as 1727, and that for a time seedling 
oranges were plentifal in the southern part 
of the State. There was a grove set out in 
1860, the traces of which still remain, and 
seven years after that an orange grove of 
125,000 seedlings was planted fifty miles be- 
low New Orleans. This was operated for 
some years on a large scale, although mod- 
ern horticultural methods were unknown. 
I believe some of the trees are still in ex- 
istence. The people here are enthusiastic 
as to the citrus fruit prospects. They expect 
to form a fruit organization something like 
that of Southern California, and to handle 
the Louisiana fruit after the same methods 
that have succeeded so wel! on the Pacifie 
Slope.

No science more effectually combines 


pleasure with improvement than botany. It 
takes one into fields and forests, over hili 
and dale. to seaside and marsh and stream, 
or to mountain top. It induces exercise of 
mind and body, improves and refines the 
taste. 

Tree trunks do not grow in length be- 
tween the tap root and the lowest branch. 
Also the tap root when cut off at a specific 
length always remains the same length, for 
it is but the trunk or body below the soil. 
Both root and body may branch, or lengthen 
by new leaders. 

The exogeus or dicotyledonous plants of 
the botanist are the first and chief subdivi- 
sion, The stem is composed of distinct 
bark and pith with an intervening layer of 
woody fiber and vessels. The growth is by 
annual, concentric, external zones or layers. 


The student jn botany should give an early 
and persevering attention to the collection 
and preservation of specimens of as many 
species of plants as he may easily secure. 
Such a collection 1s invaluable to the col- 
lector and if well done such eaters has a 
specific market value. 

Jack-in-the-pulpit or Indian turnip grows 
in many eastern States and is a most inter- 
esting plant and not without beauty. The 
corn or “turnip” part is filled with a fluid 
fiercely acrid to the taste and the writer 
well remembers its “red-hot” quality. It 
will grow here where ferns thrive. 

When plants have reached a certain 
period or stage in this development and 
“gone hungry” for want of nitrogen, they 
become permanently stunted, for the later 
application of nitrogen will not produce a 
normal growth, the energy of the plant being 
largely exhausted in the search for food.

Sweet peas are usually troubled with mil- 
dew, often due to poor culture, but some- 
times unavoidable. Any spray with a base 
of copper sulphate will ward it off and 
should be used at first sign of mildew, Al- 
most any spray will take care of the small 
green flies or plant lice, but tobacco should 
be the base. 

Builders of home greenhouses should 
build for permanence, Use none but con- 
crete foundations and concrete posts and 
benches, The same should hold true over 
all the garden. Have concrete curbs 
wherever possible and a concrete compost 
bil. In the end the extra expense will be 
found a wise investment. 

The entrance to every garden, as well as 
to every house, should be made to har- 
monizé with the surroundings, also prove 
inviting. It is a matter that calls for much 
taste in choice of material and position of 
plants. If architecture ig stately and 
columnar, have the plants the same. If low 
or raking get horizontally shelving plants. 
If old-fashioned use round tops 

Prostrate junipers are ueeful in any and 
all gardens for they may be put to a great 
variety of uses. In smali level gardens their 
use is limited. As a plant for rockeries, 
stony ground, or a bank cover they are of 
great value. Many of them are highly 
drought resistant and fine for sterile hill- 
sides.

All thrive in California, and 
not elsewhere except in some southern 
States. 

Cold storage is working wonders in floral 
supplies, especially with bulbous and decid- 
uous flowering plants. By arresting the life 
processes and holding plants and bulbs 
nearly at the freezing point and therefore 
dormant, they may be planted and allowed 
to blossom at any time of the year to suit 
the grower. No regular flowering season is 
allowed. |

Gather all the wood ashes and fire refuse 
you can find, in vacant lots or elsewhere. 
Sift this material through a sleve of half- 
inch mesh and use in the garden on all 
sorts of crops, trees or grass. Unleached 
hardwood ashes contain one-fifth lime and 
considerable potash and also earry charcoal 
and other material of eke benefit to 
all soils and aid all crops. 


It is common practice to cut up potatoes 
for planting purposes to reproduce the same 
sorts as a crop. This«method also prevails 
among professional plantsmen to increase 
stock of new and desirable plants that grow 
from bulbs. Take’the husks or loose skin 
from a gladiolus bulb and you may see the 
plant buds. Cut up to one bud to a piece 
and all will grow. 

A tall perennial sunflower, known as 
Helianthus Oliveri, is native to Los Angeles 
city. Years ago large clumps of it were to 
be found in the old Kurtz street marsh on 
the east side, but ag the Southern Pacific 
freight yards were extended the plants were 
slowly eliminated. Other clumps were found 
in the Cienega west of the university sec- 
tion of the city, but the species may not be 
extinct. 

The name humus, unless qualified, is 
rather an indefinite term. It should not be 
indiscriminately applied to vegetable 
matter In the soil in various stages of de- 
cay. Humus proper is decayed organic ma- 
terial, though but a small part of the gross 
amount is thoroughly decomposed, .One- 
tenth of a leaf may have gond to form 


ing leaf. 


Potash, phosphoric acid and nitrogen 
have beneficial effects only in maintaining 
growth and productiveness of plants and do, 
not affect the soil itself materially, But 
humus goes much farther by not only sup- 
plying important and expensive food to the 
plant and producing excellent mechanical 
conditions in the soil, but also influencing 
the life and activity of important bacteria. 
— garden soils contain sufficient humus. 


a studying the survival of the fittest in 
t life it is evident that the existing 
ds of plants to a large degree owe their 
structure, habits, etc, to their struggle for 
existence. When plants die in large num- 
bers from any cause, it must be conceded 
that those surviving can withstand more af- 
fiction than those that die. 
More valuable hardwoods are found in 
North America than are native to any other 
region of similar area in the temperate 
zones. In addition to these the great range 
in minimum temperatures, ranging from 
Canada down to Florida and the wonderful 
Pacific Coast, also allow us to grow a great-

How many of the diseases and troubles - 


found in and on plants are due to poor nu- 
trition, imperfect drainage and 
conditions? The question is" too big for 
prompt or detailed answer; but Horticul- 
turist Morris, after studying several states, 
reports that Apple Rosette is due to these 
general causes. 

It has been demonstrated that inocula- 
tion of alfalfa in soils poor in lime is prac- 
tically useless, and that with abundance of 
lime the highest yields are obtained. As 
well the loam condition of the soil should 
be considered, as inoculation will not give 
the best resaite in a soil without organic 
matter in some form. The best plan to in- 
oculate a field is_to get some soil from a suc- 
cessful alfalfa field, of about the same min- 
eral make-up as your own field, and sow it. 


Apple scab can be successfully treated 
either by dusting or spraying. The dust 
method is applicable particularly to large, 
old trees. It is several times more rapid in 
application than spraying, and the cost is 
no greater. The mixture used is 90 per 
cent. sulphur and 10 per cent. lead arsenate 
—the lead being specially for insects—and 
the amount is two to there pounds of the 
mixture to the tree, according to size. 


Don'ts for Gardeners. 


ADVICE TO THOSE WHO ARE PLANT- 
ING BACK YARDS. 
BY W. H. HOLABIRD. 


Don'ts: 

Don't plant any seed anywhere without 
an available water supply with which to 
irrigate them. 

All kinds of vegetables will not thrive 
in all kinds of soil. 

Don't plant anything unless you learn 
from someone of experience that conditions 
favor the seed you propose to plant. 

Don't plant unless you are determined to 
properly care for the things that grow; it 
takes a good many weeks to mature a crop 
of anything. 

Don't expect to grow a good crop of po- 
tatoes or corn or a big crop of weeds at 
the same time. You will find that noth- 
ing but weeds will result. 

Don't forget that new, half-grown pota- 
toes won't make good seed potatoes, and 
also don't forget that good old seed pota- 
toes cost 5 to 6 cents per pound. 

Don't forget that sweet corn, tomatoes 
and beans are easy to grow with good cul- 
ture and sufficient water. 

Don't think a little water sprinkled on 
the garden will do the work. On the con- 
trary, you must let the water run over the 
ground and soak in clear to the roots of 
the plant, then you must stir the ground 
and make a mulch so the plant will not 
lose the effect of the water. 


Don’t forget to cultivate daily the things 
that have grown from your seed. 

Don't let anyone talk you out of the fact 
that good crops, whether in garden or big 


field, come only as a result of lots of hard 
work.

time. If a tree, through a physical or a 
mechanical deterrent condition of the soil, 
was unable to renew its root feeding sur- 
face after having been dormant or practi- 
cally so, all the plant food, no matter how 
good and pure it is, we may give to the soil 
would not be taken up and utilized by the 
‘tree. On the contrary, if the plant food 
were of an easily soluble kind and when 
being dissolved came in contact with dor- 
mant roots, it might even hurt them so. as 
to prevent development, though this is the 
most unlikely action to be anticipated as 
nearly all soils assimilate plant food so 
rapidly that harm is not likely to result to 
the roots of the plants: However this may 
be, there is evidence that such harm can 
result, so that it is wise to avoid attempts 
_ at reviving sick trees by the use of soluble 
salts. 

The Influence of Air and Water. 

The action of the manure im such condl- 
tion may be entirely mechanical in holding 


loose the soils to allow the penetration and 
diffusion of air and water. It may be that 
the amount of water applied to the soil does 
not diffuse downward as far as it should, be- 
cause the upper soll is too dense and pre- 
vents any weight of water passing from it 
to the soil below. The roughag’ manure in 
such cases will so loosen the upper soll as 
to allow it to be quickly and readily over- 
charged with water, so that it could pass 
downwards from it readily by gravity and 
capillary action, while the denser soil would 
hold the water in more minute particles 
and consequently nearer the surface where 
it would favor rapid evaporation; the lower 
roots of the trees in such cases would be 


left without water. I bored an orchard 
which had been steadily irrigated during 
the year, and which was considered a light 
soll though very. fine in texture; notwith- 
standing all this irrigation and all the wa- 
ter previous to the winter rain, the soil was 
moist for less than two feet in depth in 
most parts, and below that it was almost 
bone dry. Needless to say, this orchard 
was in wretched condition. The owner had 


always ascribed the difficulty to the cold, 
and he had studied the depressions and roll 
of the land in that vicinity until he had

Organic Matter, Bacteria and Alkali. 


To refer again to the condition at first 
described, the improvement in the orchard 
from the use of stable manure may have 
been a physical one, in the sense that the 
soll had become dead for the want of suffi- 
cient organic matter to propagate and en- 
courage the growth of the various colonies 
of bacteria which are necessary to the prop 
er assimilation of plant food in the soil, 
and the application of the stable manure 
under such conditions supplied this want, 
and thus indirectly laid the foundation for 
the health of the trees standing in the soil.

Cover Crops for Manure. 


More than a decade ago | said publicly, 
“We aré now approaching a new era mark- 
ing @ point of important progress in the 
treatment of orange groves in Southern Call- 
fornia. I refer to the growing of green 
crops, such as the legumes, for the purpose 
of obtaining organic matter to keep a prop- 
er physical and mechanical condition of the 
soil, and if this is properly understood, and 
the plants generously and wisely fed with 
fertilizers of plant food alone, in conjunc- 
tion with this cover-crop growing, the profits 
of former years will be obtained by the ma- 
jority of our growers.” Today in reviewing 
this phase of the subject I find that as a rule 
the use of green cover crops has not made 
the progress it might, owing principally to 
inattention to important details and too 
much reliance placed on cover crops for 
plant food effect. Experience is, however, 
gradually bringing order out of the general 
chaotic knowledge of the use of cover crops, 
and the future of their use promises well.

Experiments in generating grass seeds 
show that while most of the seeds of some 
varieties come through the ground in about 
ten days, many of them take from three to 
four weeks to come up under favorable cir- 
cumstances 
In Michigan the choice of wheat falls to 
Red Rock. The points of advantage of this 
brand are winter hardiness, high yield, stiff 
straw and high bread-making quality.

In Canada they have found that mustard 
is prevented from seeding in the oat fields, 
and in the bariey and wheat, by spraying 
with a 20 per cent. solution of iron-sul- 
phate, and without any injury to the crop or 
the fresh seedings of clover. 
Na suitable method of controlling fire- 
blight in old apple trees has yet been found, 
but for young trees careful pruning and the 
use of one to 1000 corrosive suwblimate 
preparations are considered standard rem- 
edies. Fire-blight is due to the bacillus 
amylovorus. 
Buds on young trees and weak trees are 
more apt to be injured than those of mature 
trees and strong wood. Winter hardiness 
does not so much mean resistance to low 
temperature as to the effects of thawing and 
freezing, which starts life, leaving the buds 
or swelling susceptible to the next moderate 


snap. 


Cotton anthracnose may be prevented by 
delinting the seed with sulphuric acid, or 
treatment with hot water, which destroys 
the organism, and bean anthracnose can be 
overcome by growing the seed crop in the 
hot summer, when the fungus cannot with- 
stand the hot weather. ; 
In France, to protect the public gener- 
ally, and children especially, against the 
use of skim milk for their food, the sale of 
whole and skim milk by the same dealer is 
prohibited.

There have been many facts disclosed to 
prove that infantile paralysis is transferred 
from rats and mice to humans.

The Ghirka spring wheat, from Gordno 
Province in Russian Poland, bas been tried 
in North and South Dakota and Montana, 
The results obtained show it to be valuable 
as a drouth resistant variety for arid sec- 
tions, but inferior to the wheats grown in 
that region. It is found to be susceptible to 
rust in most seasons and humid areas. 


Manure put into the ground early does 
not give as prompt.benefit to the season's 
crop as when it is applied shortly before or 
after seeding or planting. While in the 
long run the soil processes acting on the 
manure produce general richness, their first 
action is to cause changes which rob the 
plants of the stimulating action of the man- 
ure. The lesson is, that if you have manure 
shortage, to use what you have as directly 
as possible with the crop you are planting. 

Dr. Allen, editor of the Experimental Sta- 
tion Record, says: “In some respects we 
have learned how not to know, and have set 
our faces in the right direction——. We 
have learned not to hesitate .to abandon or 
modify practical and theoretical views in 
the basis of new light.” Al! agricultural in- 
vestigators should put the doctor's conclu- 
sion in their hats.

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Work for Everyone. 

HE great outstanding, upstanding fact 
of the day, indeed of the whole sum- 
mer, the whole wide world over, is 

that there is work for everyone who is 
Willing to do it. it is moreover our opinion 
that he who can work and won't work 
should be made to work. Our adherence 
the cause of persona] liberty is strong and 
passionate, but there is a limit even to the 
fact that a man should be allowed to be the 
architect of his own fortune. It is noted that 
West Virginia passed a law imposing an ob 
ligation on everyone between 16 and 60 to 
Work at least thirty-six hours a week. 

This call for toilers will not cease until 
the war is over, and that may be as much 
as three years more. It is urgent here in 
Southern California, and the call goes out 
to men, women and children. It is the best 
place on the footstool to work because of the 
mild climate, the absence of rain, and the 
Wariety of occupations offered to the toilers.

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CHAPTER 1. 

STARTED life as a choir boy, At least 
1: was in that capacity that my name 

first graced a pay roll. 

My salary to start with was 50 cents a 
month, for which | was required to attend 
three rehearsals a week, morning and eve 
ning services Sunday, and Sunday-schoo! in 
the afternoon. 

And now, after all these years, as | look 
back, and start to tell you about it, the 
thing I recall most vividly is the Adam's 
epple of the cadaverous deacon who lead : 
the processional and carried the cross. 

Please don't. put me down as irreverent. 
Without trying to think up things, or do 
any fine writing, | am merely setting down, 
as they come to mind, the impressions of 
days that have been almost obliterated from 
memory by the days and years that have 
followed. 

But that Adam's apple was a wonderful 
thing. It nestled in a Jong, thin, scrawny 
neck. On rebeareal nights it was hidden by 
a fearsomely high collar, but the long, white, 
starched cassock and cotta of the Sunday 
processional permitted of no concealment. 

The deacon, even more solemn than usual, 
marched so slowly that I, who came right 
next behind him, being the smallest boy in 
the choir, used to walk on his skirts, at first 
by accident. Later I did it for fun, because 
sometimes he would turn his bead and 
scowl and the apple would show in bulging 


profile, sticking out almost as far as bis . 


chin. 

I used to get another flash of it when we 
turned to march down the center aisle and 
after some time I could tell when we were 
kneeling in the chancel whether he was 
really saying the prayer or not. 

While the future was the least of my 
worries in those days, | have since become 
a firm believer in the foreordination of all 
things. I think our lives are predestined. 
Conseqnently I am a fataliest. 

Else why, even at that tender age, should 
I have yearned to start something. All my 
folks since 1620 have lived in Massachu- 
setts. They have al! been pillars of the 
church. 1 know for a fact that not a one, 
in the immediate family, for four generations 
back, has ever been out of New England. 

Explain then why, after several months of 
watching that Adam's apple I should sud- 
denly feel that somehow I must disturb its 
serenity, get expelled from the choir and 
run away from as quiet and well ordered 
and loving a home as a boy ever had, It's 
beyond me. 

I accomplished the humbling of the 
Adam's apple by securing a short piece of 
bean blower and some buck shot. A little 
practice, and with the bit of tube fush 
against my lips so that it would not be no- 
ticed, I could still drive a little lead pellet 
with considerable force and accuracy. 

The day I accomplished my desire was a 
red letter event in my life. I caught the 
apple jast as we turned into th> center 
aisle. 

There was the funniest, squashiest gurgle 
you ever heard, the big cross took a tumble 
and the deacon fainted just like an old lady. 
He. did look ridiculous on his back, his skirt 
flapping and his pant legs sticking Into.the 
air 


But I wasn't expelled. Instead, in stage 
parlance, the incident “discovered” me. 

They kept me after services, and all the 
rest of the choir, too, and the deacon, in 
front of them all, prayed that heaven would 
lorgive my sacrilege. Then the rector said 
a lot and then the choir sang about the 
Ninety and Nine. 

I wouldn't have minded getting expelled. 
T had taken that for granted, but all this 
ceremony upset me and I was a pretty 
solemn kid when the rector said that before 
1 went I must stand up all alone and sing 
“God Be With You Till We Meet Again.” 

I started to sing, and then a funny thing 
happened. Every one began to sniffle. Some 
eried out loud, and when I got throagh I © 
heard the choir master whisper to the or- 
ganist, “My God, I didwt know.” 

Then they sent everyone home except a 
half dozen people and I had to stay and sing 
a lot of things and everyone cried some 
more. 

And next Sunday | was still in the choir, 
bat instead of 50 cents a month, I got $20, 
and Was the contralto soloist. 

I bad never sung solos before so it was 
only through shooting the deacon’s Adam's 
apple and singing that farewell song that

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they discovered that I had a “sob voice” like 
Patti. After a little instruction I could sing 
anything and make an audience cry out loud. 

We had a Glee Club, made up of the best 
men singers, a few of the older boys, the so- 
prano soloist and me. Those were the days 
when sentimental ballads were the popular 
songs and it was lots of fun to stand in front 
of a big audietice and make everybody cry 
by singing “Comrades,” “Just Tell Them 
That You Saw Me,” “Annie Rooney” and 
things like that. But that was the kind of 
a voice I had. 

Once, to settle a bet made by some people 
who had heard me, I was taken to an affair 
given by the Hasty Pudding Club of Harvard 
CeHege and sang two comic songs that were 
the rage then. They were “Ta Ra Ra Ra 
Boom Dee-a” and “What's His Name, Hinky 
Dee.” 

I made everyone snivel, too, which won 
the bet. The men bought me a bicycle with 
part of the winnings. 

And yet how I hated that voice! I had a 
just grievance, too, for the soprano soloist 
got all the weddings and I got all the 
funerals, 

We got paid extra for these, but the rates 
were a lot different. You know how it is. 
When a fellow got married he was happy. 
We were at a fashionable Episcopal church 
and usually the rector would get $50 and 
the soloist would get anywhere from $10 to 
$25 and lots of times the bride would give 
him something. : 

Nothing like that on my end. No one is 
tossing around gold pieces at funerals. 
Usually it would be $2 and generally the 
undertaker paid it and wanted a receipt. 

Once, and only once, I got $25. That time 
a girl had killed herself after a quarre] with 
the chap she was engaged to and it was 
specially requested that I sing “Forgotten.” 

Right In the middle of it, with everyone 
crying their heads off, a woman began 
screaming, “Oh, stop him, stop him!” and 
then the fellow who'd asked me to sing it 
yelled something about not being able to 
stand it and tried to shoot himself. So they 
gave me $25 and sent me home. 

Based on my own experience I'd never let 
a kid sing at funerals. I know it made an 
indelible impression on my mind" did 


two things. It made me feel how insignifi- 


cant and helpless we are, and how foolish we 
are to let opportunities for pleasure to slip 
by day after day, figuring on enjoying them 
at a future date—which may neVer arrive— 
and it gave me a morbid horror of death by 
drowning. 


This last came about through the fact that,

during the summer, especially, nine-tenths of 
the funerals were water victims. You see, 
we were right near the Charles River, which 
is a great canoeing place. They'd tip over 
and get tangled in the weeds. Lots of times 
it would be a double or triple tragedy, and 
mostly they were young people, who only a 
day or so before had been strong, husky, 
ambitious students at Harvard, Radcliffe and 
Wellesley. 

Even today I dislike the water, but unlike 
many people with a similar aversion, I have 
not kept away from it. To the contrary, 
while still in short pants, I made up my 
mind that if I ever was drowned, it wouldn't 
be from having neglected to learn to swim. 

I never went into a swimming race, but 
while still a kid, I tried to anticipate any sort 
of water accident. Right today, though I 
don’t possess an athletic trophy of any kind, 
I wil} match myself against anyone in the 
world in a contest of swimming against diffi- 
culties. 

Tie my hands and feet together; pull my 
hands back over my shoulders and my feet 
up behind me and tie one to the other; in 
fact, do anything you want except knock me 


unconscious and I'll swim just the same— — 


and al] on account of the horror of drowning 
that those funerals instilled in me. 


Chances are, if it hadn't been for my choir 
boy days, I wouldn't have become a rolling 
stone. Looking back, I can see now that 
those experiences absolutely killed me for 
anything that requires a long uphill fight. 
To me, life seems too short and too uncer- 
tain to justify long drawn out effort, or to 
make it worth while to stick to a place you 
don’t like, Without definitely figuring it 
out, it became my creed that every day on 
which I permitted myself to be sad, disap- 
pointed or worried, or denied myself a pleas- 
vre within my reach, was a day lost beyond 
recall. I do not believe in the future. If 
each minute of the present is happy, then, 
if something happews, I won't have to regret 
that I waited too long. 4 

And just one more word about funerals 
before we forget them. This one, too, had a 
marked effect on me. It was that of a man 
of 50. He had worked hard all his life and 
had saved enough to retire on. He had 
never been many miles from his work, and 
now, having earned his holiday, he was going 
to make a tour of the world and see the 
places he had read about, only he died, and 
in all his fifty years on earth had never seen 
New York or Chicago. 

And right there, aged 7, singing “Abide 
With Me” at the head of that casket, I made 
the only plan for the future I have ever had, 


and that was, that I was going to see every- 
thing there was on this world to see, and 
try everything there is to try. Today I bave 
the profoundest pity for the person who 
dies in the house in which he was born. 

On the other hand, my choir experience 
uncovered the fact that I had an unusual 
aptitude for music. I never took lessons on 
any instrument, but digcovered that after a 
little fooling round and experimenting I 
could play, after a fashion, on almost any- 
thing. 

The rehearsing developed my ear and 
memory so that I found that after hearing a 
thing once or twice I could remember it. 
With the result.that I can play the piano 
fairly well, and there are few songs the aver- 
age person asks for which I don’t know well 
enough to play. 

Later, in Honolulu, I picked up the “steel 

guitar” and the ukulele. In Paris 1 picked’ 
up the banjo because at that moment Amer- 
ican darkey music was quite the rage, and 
somewhere or other I got acquainted with 
the mandolin. But I'm not an expert on any 
of these things, which, as you'll see later, 
proved unfortunate. 
But this is getting ahead in the story. 
Of course we choir boys used to have 
some dandy times. Every year the church 
gave us a week's camping trip, and you can 
perhaps guess something of the romp thirty 
boys of all ages had at beach or mountain. 
camp—according to the vote each season. 


It was on those trips that I learned to’ 


swim so well, and they also marked the first 
development of that peculiar thing, wander- 
lust, which, for no apparant reason, and 
upsetting all family traditions, dwelt in me, 
Speaking of family traditions, some years 
after this, I tried to analyze my case and 
looked up my family tree. Honest, way 
back to Adam, the t decorous, home lov- 
ing bunch you ever saw. | 
Many of these ancestors were great in 
peace, and in war they entered with regret 
but righteous convictions, fought well and 
hurried back to the plow. 
With one exception. This chap, along in. 
the 1600's was a kind of pirate who used 
to raid Spanish galleons. He’was finally 
hanged in Baltimore as a pirate. Now some-. 
times 1 wonder— 
Getting back to the choir picnics. At one 
of these, in fact the last that I attended, I 
caught a terrible cold. it was a sort of 
whooping cough without a whoop, and lasted 
for two years. 
When & went, my voice went with it. It, 


pever changed to tenor or basso, but just, 
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al.—and it was quite scandalous to find how 


thoroughly he had read the authors whom 
he proved so sumptuOusly vulgar. 

But as he followed hard upon the heels 
of Granville Barker, English actor and play- 
right, who came with no such sweeping 
press agent's acclamation, he suffered a 
little by comparison. Granville won the 
heart of local femininity 
scholar and a gentleman, who could uphold 
splendid ideals in a gently humbrous vein, 
who could put over a great sermon in an 
easy conversational manner par excellence. 

And he in turn was followed by Capt. 
Reith, D.8.0. of the Scottish Sutherland 
Highlanders, known to literary fame as Ian 
Hay, author of “The First Hundred Thous- 
and.” Another gentieman of the first water, 
who had deeds as well as words to his 
credit. He certainly suffered from an em- 
barrasement, of affection. For the local 
Scots provided him with a bag-pipe band, an 
automobile and two elderly male chaperons, 
who were never, never going to leave him. 
They showed him every street in the city 
and told him its name. They had a vast 
acquaintance among thead-gardeners and 

-major-domos and they introduced him to 
them all. And when anybody insisted upon 
feeding him they always gave him chicken 
and ice cream. When some English friends 
captured him and gave him a juicy steak 
and an English tart he almost wept for joy. 
It made him horribly homesick. 

Then there was Alfred Noyes, British 
poet, guiltless of vers libres. When one con- 
siders that he can cul] $150 per for reading 
and talking about his own poems, and still 
remain popular—one must realize a unique 
persotial charm. He struck town at the 
same time as the Aberdeens—which I have 
always considered saved Britain's reputa- 
tion. He never once told us how vulgar and 
uncultured we were. 

He left that for the sainted Tagore. This 
imposing elderly Indian, tall and straight, 
with a patriarchal beard and flowing robes, 


unreservedly—a 


‘em one merely had to watch ‘em melt"— 


that same Lillian of whom some of our blase 


bachelors still brag that they once drank 
champagne out of her shoe; Mary Shaw 
herself who looks like a gilded passe ad- 
venturess but who has a heart of gold and 
an amazing intellect, combined with a de- 
licious sense of humor; Mrs. Patrick Camp- 
bell, so clever an actress that she can play 
18-year old parts with 185 pounds of avoir- 
dupois to make us forget, and wh suc- 
ceeded Lady Randolph Churchill in the do- 
mestic affections of George Cornwallis West, 
ten years her junior, which handsome young 
mah she was petting adorably: and Mrs. 
Vernon Castle, modern dance exponent, who 
sadly disappointed us by not looking half as 
much like Mrs. Vernon Castle as those of 
our debutantes who copy her. 

Two really unique celebrities were Prof. 
Sayce, Egyptologist, and Lady Russell, au- 
thor of “Blizabeth and her German Gar- 
den.” Neither of them spoke on any plat- 
form, nor begged for any money, nor said any 
rude things about us. Dear old Prof. Sayce 
found us quite charming and above criti- 
cism. He beamed upon us. He talked to 
our debutantes with the same intellectual 
appreciation that he talked to our leading 
men.

De Quincey advised “all who* would read 
our noble language in its native beauty, racy 


in its phraseology, delicate yet sinewy in its 
composition, to steal the mail bags, and 
break open the letters in female hand writ- 
ing!” 

After reading this it was not a surprise to 
find that credit is given for the invention of 
letter writing to a woman—a woman of 
royalty—the Persian Princess, Alossa. Ac- 
cording to one of the old writers, this inven. 
tion was a marvelous “easement™ to the 
absent lover and anxious friend. 

Southey said, “A letter is like a fresh 
billet of wood upon the fire, which if it be 
not needed for immediate warmth, is always 
agreeable for its exhilarating effect.” 

He also refers to the epistolatory mania in 
very young persons, saying that in his later 
years his pleasure consisted in receiving let- 
ters, not in writing them. 

This mania evidently had not attacked our 
young son, who said he dreaded to get a 
letter because he knew he would be re 
quired to answer it! 

Without knowing it, he had company 

among the celebrities, for Sydney Smith in 
speaking of the “horrors of correspondence” 
says that “corresp were like smal! 
clothes before the invention of suspenders, 
impossible to keep them up.” 
Charles Lamb admitted that he was 
ashamed of the shabby letters which he 
sent, that he was generally charged double 
postage, for his letters “from their inveterate 
clumsiness of foldure,” This too in the time 
of high priced postage. 

We well remember the letters preserved 
from her young ladyhood by our mother; the 
paper on which the letter was folded into a 
square, then sealed with wax, “Uncle Sam” 
charging 25 cents for delivering the missive. 

We agree with the writer who said, “the 
letter which does not help us to improve 
acquaintance with its writer is a thing of 
naught.” Jean Paul said that a genuine 
letter is about the best revealer of character 
the world can produce. A friend with whom 
we recently visited “over the teacups,” gave 
that as her objection to letter writing: she 
avoids not only “wearing her heart on her 
sleeve,” but putting it on paper as well. 
far as she ig concerned, the Princess 
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She has earned the name of “the telegraph 
lady” from her husband, because of Ler 
habit of making these yellow slips of paper 
take the place of letters. 

The letter of Alexander's sire written to 
Aristotle on the future of “that promising 
youth” has been called a “model of ‘princely 
politeness.” 


It was said that Pliny's epistles “smelled 
too much of the lamp; they were so fine and 
elegant one could not help thinking the 
writer is casting his eye toward the public, 
when appearing to write only for his 
friends.” 

In striking contrast to him was Plaio, who 
instructed Dionysius to destroy his famous 
epistles. It would have been well if that 
request had been made by the Carlysles so 
that the time of the reader and the fame of 
the illustrious writers might have been 
spared disclosures which did not belong to 
the public. 


It is the habit of the writer of this humble 
“epistie” to reread letters from old friends, 
when items of news partially forgotten 
in the rush of a busy life often seem as 
though told for the first time. 

Bishop Sprat rules that “letters passing 
between particular friends should not con- 
sist of fulsome compliments, or elaborate 
elegancies, but a ‘domestical’ plainness, and 
a peculiar kind of familiarity.” 

Cicero-is given as an example of perfec- 
tion in letter writing, “the charm consisting 
of unaffected ease and simplicity, joined with 
a consummate knowledge, sense and taste.” 
It is very encouraging that we can al), young 
and old, rich and poor, follow his example, 
as far as simplicity goes, hoping that time 
and observation will add the other virtues. 

We would echo the exclamation of Ik 
Marvel in his “Reveries of a Bachelor.” 
“Blessed be letters! they are the comforters, 
and they are the only heart-talkers.” 

In her “Sonnets from the Portuguese,” 
Mrs. Browning says: 

“My letters! all dead papers, mute and 
white. 

And yet they seem alive and quivering 

Against my tremulous hands which loose 
the string 

And let them drop down on my knees to 
night.”

H, YOU American Invasion! After a 


personal inspection [ am ready to file 
a bond, guaranteeing the accuracy of 


- most of the previously published statements 


concerning it. Prior to arriving in Panama, 
and while on the Canal Zone, I had seen 
sporadic evidence of the commercial tide 
supposed to be setting southward from the 
United States and observed nothing strange 
in it, either in personnel, or methods. 

I now know that my first glances were per- 
haps directed at the “False Dawn,” so to 
speak. 

It is only when the New York boat dis- 
gorges its freight of eager, wrist-watched 
Columbuses of Commerce on the isthmus 


_ that one can gain the full effect. 


Some years have elapsed since I found it 
needful to osder my meals from a pocket 
dictionary while in Spanish-American coun- 


‘tries, and it interested me hugely to note 


the number of Spanish grammars of the 
“shortorder” variety which blossomed on 
deck, the first day out from Panama. 


The passenger list numbers some fifty or 


‘sixty odd, and about three dozen are Amer- 
- feans, all bound for Chile, none on pleasure 


bent, and presumably all will have to deal 
with the Spanish-American people, more or 
leas directly. Out of this number, of whom 
about five were women and the balance prac- 


, tically all young men, only two or three of 


the men could converse in Spanish, and none 
of the women at all. 

As is natural, the motive which sénds 
forth the majority on the trip is connected 
with the mineral industry, which is the great 
prop and mainstay of Chile, but there was 
also a sprinkling in ofher occupations. 


The first year Spanish class in the High 


* School tackles, I suppose, just such stuff as 


these Conquistadores of Commerce were 
perusing. “Spanish at a Glance” was being 
glanced at by one; “Primera Leccion,.” no 
doubt very abstruse, occupied the attention 
of an anxious looking mechanical engineer 
from Colorado. “Spanish without a Master,” 
which I. interpret as “Spanish Unre- 
strained,” or “Frenzied Spanish,” was the 
choice of an American banker, en route te 
South America, to establish a branch of his 
home institution in the Argentine. 
Adaptability Is said to be one of our 
specially distinctive national traits, and I 
should say that a good evidence thereof is 
this system of gaining (7) command of a 
foreign language during a two weeks’ voy- 
age. 
The genial old representative ofthe Baid- 
win Locomotive Works, on this ship, 
called my attention to another Crusader of 
Commerce—who maintained an hygienic 
leisure at table, due to his need for con-

stantly referring to a pocket dictionary 
while interpreting the menu. This may have 
been only a humorous pose on his part (for 
he Was a representative of one of the great 
American tapewriter companies, the “Rem- 
derwood,” and therefore bound to be well 
qualified,) because he never pored over 
Castilian phrase books in his leisure hours— 
instead, [| saw him deep in the pages of 
“Mutt and Jeff.” Baldwin Loco, dubbed him 
(due to a quaint mannerism which was ob- 
servable from time to time,) the “Arkansaw 
Traveler.” 

The dean of the passenger list is this 
same Baldwin Loco., who made his first 
South American trip in ‘88, and he is a ca- 
pable and companionable man—a credit to 
his employers and the commercial travelers 
profession. 

Linguistic problems being so pressing for 
most of the Americans on the passenger list, 
they do not have the time for social ament- 
ties and common shipboatd diversions, 
which are largely left to the Latin, German 
and English element aboard—and té the few 
Americans who can plunge confidently into 
the idiom of Cervantes. 

There are excellent specimens of the types 
I have mentioned, which furnish interesting 
opportunity for observation of national 
traits. “Mary Garden,” an American woman, 
traveling without her husband, displays 
plenty of style and pep, and is the center of 
a Small group of English travelers, for whom 
she serves as a social rallying-point. The 
leading man, or “heavy” of the group is re- 
ported to be the Duke of “Duke's Mixture,” 
but this is not yet positively confirmed. A 
big, broad-shouldered English banker from 
“B.A...” as Buenos Aires is known down here. 
is traveling with his wife, a handsome Ar- 
gentina, of Junoesque type. They suggest 
the winners In a ‘Better Babies” contest. 

Several Germans of commercial types pre- 
serve peaceful relations with the Ally group. 
An offshoot from this party are an Austrian 
and a Bohemian Czech, from the Argentine, 
who hold themselves aloof from the Ger- 
mans, and associate with the Latins and the 
Americans of Spanish speech. 

Diplomacy is represented by the Peruvian 
Minister to Spain, a polished and ‘gentle- 
manly chap, of very likable manner who sug- 
gests by his features and personal appear- 
ance Seeley W. Mudd, mining engineer of 
Los Angeles, and “United Eastern.” 

In the through-passenger list are an intelli- 
gent Mexican and his wife, from Torreon, 
Mexico, who' are going to be in the general 
store of one of the American copper com- 
panies, while there are a lot of Peruvians 
jaunting along from one of the coast ports 
to another. 


The mascot of the ship's company is the’ 


“superbaby,” belonging to a young English 
couple, who are returning to Valparaiso with 
him from London, via New York. Ue is as 
jolly and smiling as the first day of his 
voyage, in spite of his new teeth. 

The great importance of mining in Chile is 
seen at once by the heavy proportion of 
people who arevadherents of that business, 
compared to other businesses represented On 
board ship. It is almost wholly represented 
by technically trained and experienced 
Americans, while banking would take next 
rank in point of members present, made up 
of English and Germans chiefly. 

Commercial enterprise is about equally di- 
vided between Germans and the Americana, 
such as “Baldwin Loco.;" “Remderwood;" 
the representative of a San Francisco engl- 
neering firm; and a young New Englander, 
of fine type, who is agent for an American 
hide and leather firm in B.A. By the way, it 
is worthy of note that there are many bound 
to the Argentine and South Atlantic ports 
who are traveling via Panama and the West 
Coast, in order to avoid the war risks which 
are to be expected in the eastern waters, and 
are not to be found in the Pacific. It is a 
very comfortable feeling for me, for I would 
not care much to be out in a small boat in 
these huge rollers that are tossing the 
“Limari” about like a cork today. ’ 


I especially enjoyed meeting and convers- 
ing with a lively, entertaining and cultivated 
young Spaniard, who, properly speaking, is 
a citizen of the world. He is the Latin rep- 
resentative of an English woolen-goods 
house; diminutive, well groomed, active and 
alert, with the Frenchiest manner possible. 
Like most Spaniards of education, he is a 
versifier of parts, and recited to me a poem 
he had had accepted in a Latin-American lit- 
erary periodical, entitled “Ecce Homo.” I 
am sure the Kaiser's ears must have burned, 
at the time, even if he had been at the 
coldest part of the Russian front, when the 
recital took place, for the poem neatly re- 
moved the Imperial epidermis, while simul- 
taneously rubbing in salt. As a pro-Ally, 
little Delgado certainly’ has a “kick in each 
mitt.” He leaves the ship at Callao to jour- 
ney up to Lima, and pay his’ respects to the 
lady of bis dreams. 

Que te vayas con Dios, amigo. 


The vessel we travel on is a rather small 
affair, resembling in general style and size, 
the old Queen and the Santa Rosa, on 
the Californian coast runs, and she plies be- 
tween the Canal Zone and Valparaiso, Chile, 
Some run. 

By the way, the latter is known here as 
“Valpo,” suggesting “Frisco.” 

Our schedule calls for a stop at nearly 
every port of any or ao importance op the 


Peruvian and Chilean coast, and though the 
ports themselves are dingy, insignificant 
places that are about equivalent to Cayucos 
or Hueneme, the situation they occupy ia 
commerce is as though the commerce of 
Fresno all passed through Cayucos, or that 
of Riverside and San Bernardino all passed 
through Hueneme. These ports*tre a scram 
bled collection of frame, adobe or sheet 
iron heuseg scattered along the playa of a 
roadstc... “hat does not even pretend to be 
a har’«;. wid a background of a high mesa 
of gravel or gandy cliffs, varied at times by 
rocky his. No vegetation any place, for 
this is the rainless coast, and it lives up te 
all advance notices, 

Salaverry, Peru, is typical of them all; @ 


short railway connects it with the more fer-*- 


tile interior, and brings down cacao, cotton- 
seed, etc., etc., and carries back food, cloth- 
ing and al] manufactured articles. There is 
no whart for docking any big ship whatever, 
but a short pier which can be approached by 
a launch or lighters, in which all freight 
landed must be first transferred. 


However, this steamer line, the Cia. Sud 
Americana de Vapores, which owns the 
“Limair” should worry; they have written 
off their entire investment, [am told by one 
of the former bigh canal officials, and in 
addition have about $10,000,000 to the merry, 
due to tremendous business in copper, nitre, 
etc., In past tWo years. 

The coast presents a barren and inhospit- 
able sight just such as one sees off to the 
east of the Southern Pacific line near Indio, 
or such as would be seen if the Salton Sea 
should increase in depth by about 100 feet. 
Narrow beaches at the foot of jagged prom- 
outories, or steep sandy mesas, unroll ia 
panorama before us all day long. 

And yet this desolation is only a compara- 
tively narrow barrier between the coast and 
the fertile inland valleys that lie at the foot 
of the Andean wall. 

Climatic conditions, which are cnnateneae 
to recount here, permit no rainfall over prac 
tically the whole coast of Peru and the 
northern half of Chile, and in the latter 
case, nature has established a rigidly en-. 
forced “‘Bone-dry” law that contains no loop- 
holes. In Peru, the belt of dry territory does 
not extend so far inland, 
more frequent intervals by light showers, 
or fogs. Before long we will touch at Callaa, 
the chief port of Peru, and a sister city to 
Lima, the capital of Peru. Lima lies about 
as far inland from Callao as Pasadena does 
from Los Angeles, and there I expect to see 
the commercial life of the country. unless 
the aftermath of the late political cohen 
should happen to prevent.

This really was my first experience in the 
business world. Had I been less tempera- 
mental, less restless, it would have been a 
wonderful treining school. I remember be- 
ing called down the very first day, for throw- 
ing away the envelopes the day's mail 
came in. 

_One of my dutiés, it seemed, was to slit 
these flat so that they could be used as 
ecratch pads. 

Most of the business was the filling of 
huge etructural steel orders out of town, but 
there was also a brisk trade in small staples 
between this and other houses in the same 
lide around town. 

Immediately after one of these small 
orders Wag sent out a “trade bill” was made, 
and every morning, after the mail was 
opened, I carried these bills, and occasional- 
ly money, to their various designations about 
town. 

I was only nine years old, but in a couple 


of week's time got over being nervous about 
gneeting people, learned to kid and he kidded

Old Brown, the senior partner of ous firm, 
Was a multi-millionaire, but he nearly went 
into hysterics when I reported the loss of 
the money. He couldn’t-even talk. 

The junior partner came to his rescue 
and led me into his private office with blood 
chilling silence. 

Then I got my first grilling, and it was a 
bear. I didn’t know how punk I had been. 
According to him_I never could be a business 
man. The only reason I had held my job 
more than a day was because I was always 
smiling. 

“Your smile and your willingness will pull 
you through, They make a winigg combina 
tion” he said. Then he added— 

“You have no idea of the value of money. 
You are too careless with it. You are just 
the same with your own as with other 
people's. 

“Young man, there is only one profession 
I know of where « sunny smile, a willing- 


ness to win and an utter disregard for the 
value of money, do not stand in the way of 
success. That's. the newspaper business. 
You're fired.” 

And with those few words my destiny Was 
changed again, for I took his advice as literal 
and less than a half hour after the steel and 
hardware business lost an embryo Napoleon, 
journalism gained one and I d myself 
established ag an office boy on a metropoli- 
tan daily, reporting for duty at three in the 
afternoon and getting through when the 
paper went to press at 2:30 in the morning. 

This turned out to be a good thing, for 
that fall I went into high school and as that 
got out at 1:30 I was able to work and go 
to schoo] at the same time, I quickly got 
used to an average of 4 hours sleep a night 
and formed the habit so that even today, 
if I get that much it is all I want. 

One day, the second week I was there, a 
three alarm fire and two unusual murders, 
left the city editor without any reporter, 
and it was at thig opportune moment that 
the owner took it into his bead to phone 
that a man be sent to get a little “human 
interest” story he had heard of. 

Ordinarily, in view of the big events that 
had broken, it was a story that would have 
been passed up, but as the owner of the 
paper wanted it, it became a matter of vital 
importance. 

And because it had to be gotten and be 
cause all the reporters were out, the city 
editor sent me, the new office boy. 

I remember the story well. A boy, about 
my own age had been arrested for burglary. 
His father had pleaded for him and promised 
to punish him and the judge had consented. 
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And the punishment was that the boy was 
compelled to wear girl's clothes. | 

Well, that was where I broke into print, 
and when, next morning the owner com- 
plimented the city editor on the story, my 
fate for the time being was sealed. 

The rolling stone hesitated for a moment, 
for then and there I was made a full fledged 
reporter and my salary raised from $4.00 
to $15.00 a week, which wasn’t bad at all 
for a kid not yet ten years old.

To serve as means of communication 
through the peninsula are two main roads 
from north to south. One must not suppose, 
however, that they are roads as we would 


- consider them, for they are nearly every- 


where only narrow trails. Sometimes, from 
the very infrequent travel, they are so dim 
dn the sand as to be barely discernible, and 
again, in crossing a volcanic mountain they 
are rocky and difficult. Some sections of 
the roads are made broad by having had the 
loose rock all thrown out, caminos despe- 
drados, as they are called. As those cleared 
sections are always short and are inter- 
rupted by narrow saddle trails, the reason 
for them is not clear. 

One of the caminos is called the Coast 
Road, though it usually passes some miles 
from the Pacific. The other is the Moun- 
tain Road, passing down east of the center 
and in places approaching the gulf. The 
latter road, on account of more frequent wa- 
ters and less scanty feed, is the one usually 
taken, though in some respects it is more 
dificult. There is no road along the gulf 
because the chain of mountafns which runs 
the length of the peninsula is near the 
eastern side, and on that side is abrupt and 
precipitous, often allowing no possibility of 
passage 


The flora of the central desert region of 
Lower California is very remarkable. So 
abundant and so varied are the extraordi- 
nary growths that in some localities they 
resemble what scientists suppose must have 
existed in past geologic ages. Between Los 
Angeles Bay and Calmalli, notwithstanding 
the extremely arid nature of the region, are 
plains which present a dense jungle of weird 
viants, many of them trees in height. 

Many varieties of cactus grow every- 
where. The most common is the nopal 
(Opuntia.) Then there is the garambulla, 
the viznaga, the pitalia, that bears an edible 
fruit of which the natives are very fond, 
and the cholla. The latter is an especially 
viefous variety, being covered with long 
and very sharp spines. The small sections 
are readily detached from the plant, when 
they are drifted by the wind into the open 
trail, where the animals get them in their 
fetiocks and legs. Then the traveler must 
procure a long forked stick with which to 
force off.the offender. 

The cardon, giant thistle (Cereus pring- 
lei,) is the largest. of all the desert plants, 
reaching a height of fifty or sixty feet, with 
thick branching arms. The skeleton of the 
cardon is composed in each branch of a 
number of very hard wood poles which are 
grouped in a circle and attached only at 
the base. When the fleshy covering of the 
dead cardon is rotted away, those poles are 
used for fue] and for vigas in the roofs of 

The cirio (Indria columnaris,) which is 
peculiar to Lower California, is one of the 
most curious of all the desert growths, That 
also reaches a height of some sixty feet, 
but grows in one pole-like stem, perhaps a 
foot in diameter at the base and tapering 
to a point. It is set thick with thorny 
branchlets, the lower ones six or eight 
inches long and the upper ones not more 
than an inch. Those branchlets bear tiny, 
inconspicuous leaves. The cirio is a pale, 
waxy green, and the color and the shape to- 
gether may well have suggested the name, 
which means wax taper. 

The plant is soft and punky in texture 
with a hollow interior. When a hole is 
broken in the wall, from the dropping away 
of a branch, or from an accidental punc- 
ture, wild bees are quick to find the opening 
and make their home inside. The Yaqui 
visitor and the occasional ranchero search 
for these bee-inhabited cirios and mark 
them for their own. They cut a small quad- 
rangle through the wal) of the plant, re- 
move the honey and close the opening again 
until their next visit. 

The elephant wood (Veitchia discolor,) is 
also peculiar to the peninsula, and is a very 
strange tree, for it is really a tree in ap 
pearance. It reaches a height of eight or 
ten feet, with crooked, broad-spreading 
branches, which are thick at the base and 
are quickly tapering. Ite bark is white, 
somewhat resembling in color the northern 
birch, but is soft and spongy, with an un- 
healthy look. | 


sends up, from a crown at the surface of 
the ground, a cluster of nearly bare slender 
poles to a height of eight or ten feet. Hach 
pole in season is tipped with a spike of 
brilliant scarlet flowers. The bark of the 
plant is so filled with « fatty, resinous sub- 
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stamce that ft cam be lighted from a match 
when perfectly green. When dry, and there 
are always dead ocatillas to be found on 
the plains, it makes a rapid, hot fire, and 
is one of the best fuels of the desert for 
the camper. 

Probably the most uncanny of all the 
desert growths is the creeping devil cactus 
(Cereus eruca,) which, like the elephant 
wood and the cirlo, is peculiar to the penin- 
sulay Ite large, round, very thorny branches 
lie along the ground, but with the end 
turned up like a caterpillar feeling its way. 
And it actually does creep away from its 
base, for the branches as they grow put 
down roots, and back of those roots in time 
the stem dies. So that finally a section of 
the plant may be yards away from the 
parent root. 

Even a brief review of the peninsula 
would hardly be complete without a men- 
tion of the mines, for while the mining Is 
very limited in extent, there are several 
notable developments, as at Triunfo, Las 
Flores and more especially at Santa Rosalia, 
where is located one of the largest copper 
mines in the world. And the pear! fisheries 


of the gulf have yielded many conspicuous" 


gems, some of which today gleam among 
the most valuable jewels in the Spanish 
crown. 

While there is no doubt that the penin- 
sula has proved a woful disappointment as 
a field for agricultural projects, every at- 
tempt at colonization or at agriculture on a 
scale of any importance having failed, still 
it holds in another sense a great interest 
for Americans. The possession of the pen- 
insula, which has always been a burden 
rather than an asset to Mexico, would ex- 
tend our coast nearly 800 miles nearer to 
Panama. And very near the end of that 
long stretch there is a harbor which is one 
of the best on the Pacific Coast. 


Raising Radishes. 


GOVERNMENT HINTS FOR BRINGING 
UP YOUNG LETTUCE. 


Radishes and lettuce are favorite plants in 
small gardens because, while these are at- 
tractive additions to the table, they are in 


a way luxuries on which many housewives 
hesitate to spend money. eis 
Lettuce does not withstand heat wel) and 
thrives best, therefore, in the early spring 
or late autumn. In order to have the leaves 
crisp and tender, it is necessary to force 
the growth of the plant. The usual method 
of growing the plant for home use is to sow 
the seeds broadcast in the bed and to re 
move the leaves as rapidly as they become 
large enough for use. It ig better, however, 
to sow the seeds in rows fourteen to sixteen 
inches apart, and when the plants come up 
to thin them to the desired distance. With 
the heading type this should be about twelve 
inches apart. This will result in the forma- 
tion of rather compact heads and the entire 
plant may then be cut for use. For an 
early crop in the North, the plants should be 
started in a hotbed or cold frame and trans- 
planted as soon as hard freezes are over. 
In many sections of the South, the seeds 
are sown during the autumn and the plant 
allowed to remain in the ground over win- 
ter. Frequent shallow cultivation should be 
given the crop and, if crisp and tender let- 
tuce is desired during the summer months, 
some form of partial shading may be nec- 


essary. 

For head lettuce, Big Boston, Hanson and 
California Cream Butter are good varieties. 
The loose-leaf lettuce, Grand Rapids or 
black-seeded Simpson are recommended. 

Radishes are so hardy that they may be 
grown through the winter in cold frames in 
the latitude of Washington, and farther 
South in the open ground. In the North, 
they require hotbeds, but can be sown in 
the open grownd as soon as the soi! is mod- 
erately warm. They should be planted in 
drills twelve to eighteen inches apart and 
thinned slightly as soon as the plants are 
up. On a quick, rich soil some of the earlier 


varieties can be matured in from three to. 


four weeks after planting. If the plants

How to Select Feeds. 


The following suggestions on getting the 
most food for one’s money are from United 
States Department of Agriculture Farmers’ 
Bulletin 808, “How to Select Foods.” 

Use cereals (flour, meal, cereal breskfast 
foods, etc.,) freely, taking pains to prepare 
them with great care and to vary the kind 
used from day to day if necessary to keep 
people from tiring of them. — 

Remember that a quart of whole milk a 
day for each child, to be used as a beverage 
and in cookery, is not too much. 

Plan carefully both in buying and in 
serving. 

Do not be ashamed to plan closely. Thrift 
in food means providing enough food, 
neither too little nor too much. 

Notice carefully how much of such staples 
as flour, sugar, milk, cooking fat, etc, is 
used each week for a month, and see it 
there are any ways of cutting down the 
quantity needed. 

Buy nonperishable materials in quantities 
if better prices can be secured and there 
is a good storage place in the home. Neigh- 
bors can sometimes club together to ret 
lower rates. 

Estimate carefully how much of any ma- 
terial will be needed before laying in a 


supply, then see that none is wasted by. 


careless handling. ' 

Try to make the dishes served of such 
size that there will be enough to satisfy the 
appetite of the family and no unnecessary 
table and plate waste. 

Do not be above noticing whether any 
‘thing usable is thrown away with the gar- 
bage, which always shows how thriftily 
food is used in a household. . 

Many inexpensive materials can be made 
attractive and the diet can be pleasantly 
varied by a wise use of different flavorings. 

“Finicky” tastes in food often prevent 
the use of many valuable materials which 
might be the means of saving money. 

Good food habits are an important part 
of personal hygiene and thrift. Children 
get such habits by having suitable amounts

This was my business that night in the 
starboard gangway.

Quite 
a beam s@a was running; the old tub was 
wallowing from port to etarboard In the 
trough of it. I had just tied the rope to the 
blanket, and was about to let it go, when 
she made a big lurch to port. At the same 
instant I began paying out the line. My bare 
feet slipped with, the ship's lurch on the wet 
brass plate in the gangway. The rope gave 
a tug as the blanket struck the water. And 
over I went, head first, into the sea. 


T tinetinctively turned my fall into a dive 
before I etruck the water and as instinctive- 
ly, when I did plunge into it, I fought clear 
of the ship to avoid being cut into ribbons 
by the propellers. As it was, they almost 
grazed me, and to this day I ¢an feel, with 
a sinking heart, the twist and churn of them 
as they whirled me helplessly about ip their 
maelstrom. 

But almost immediately I was in the wake, 
and I never saw a ship travel away from 
anything so fast as that cruiser did from me. 
In almost no time, it seemed, nothing of her 
was visible but the winking eyes of her side- 
lighte—a red and a green firefly dancing 
away off over the water. 

Iam a good swimmer, but a hundred miles 
makes a long swim and that old ocean was 
about then one of the lonesomest spots I 
have éver struck. And the ship steamed on 
and on till her lights were two mere pin- 
points in the distance. Then they disap- 
peared; blackness and the riotous sea sur- 
rounded me. 

Can you put yourself in my place’? I had 
been lost on the endless desert of New Mex- 
ico at night, with the rain pouring in tor- 
rents. But old Mother Earth was beneath 
my feet, and that was like being in a leather 
chair in a hotel lobby compared with this. 
Only the black sky above, and that watery, 
bottomless black pit beneath—and I. Never 
can I go through such terrible mental tor- 
ture again. Think of it—a dot, an infinites- 
imal atom, a mere human chip alone in a 
terrible, boundless universe! 

When I calmed down after my first parox- 
yem of terror and despair I found myself 
treading water with little effort. Some un- 
known voice had warned me to conserve 
my strength, and unconsciously I had been 
putting forth only enough effort to keep 
my head above the surface. Now I con- 
tinued to do so with reason, and began won- 
dering vaguely over my fate. 

Could I hold out all night? I thought I 
could, with the waves so ample in propor- 
tion that they showed no tendency to break 
over me or whip me about. My head was 
always above water, and would have re- 
mained dry but for my initial ducking when 
I plunged from the ship. The waves car- 
ried me up and down slowly and easily, and 
I felt tireless. 

But what if I did live through the night? 
What hope of rescue had I next day? We 
were far from the course of coastwise mer- 
chant ships, for a man-o-war seldom fol- 
lows the regular channels. If I lived a 
week, it was doutfu] if any ship would ap- 
pear to pick me up. 

You are wondering how I am going to 
get out of this. If this were fiction one 
might wonder, for coincidences have no 
place In a carefully built story plot. But 
as this is an absolutely true account, a co- 
incidence had occurred, as they frequently 
do in real life. 

I knew the part of the ship where 1 had 
been when I went overboard to be deserted. 
Most of the hands were in the forecastle, 
for the night was a trifle chilly. Neverthe 
less, a man had seen me go, and had at once 
raised the shout: “Man overboard!” But 
the welcome words had not reached my ears 
as the sea closed over me. 

Now for the blunders. 

At the rall, on each side of the quarter- 
deck, hung a fire buoy, one starboard, one 
port. When one hears the dread cry, “Man 
overboard,” he has but to rush to one of 


these buoys and press a button. The buoy 
at once falls into the sea, and a roughened 
surface rasps over a combustible material, 


which automatically lights it. It will burn 


for forty-eight hours, sending up a beacon 
blaze several feet in height, which can be 
seen for miles. 

Every single hour of the day and night 
a marine sentry walked port and starboard 
between these two buoys. He had but the 
one duty to perform in case he heard the 
cry—to push the button. He and hig com- 
rades had performed the drill a hundred 
times. “Man overboard” drill was practiced 
once a week at sea. The mechanism had 
never failed to work at drill. 


Bet now, when the sentry heard the cry, 
he lost his head. Somehow or other, he told 
me afterward, he could not connect reality 
with the pantomime he had practiced so 
often. Something held him, stunned, in his 
tracks for many seconds. And when at last 
he did wake up to a realization of what had 
happened and dart for the port fire buoy, the 
mechanism falled to work. The buoy could 
not be released. 


Now another peculiar psychological thing 
took ‘place. He forgot all about the other 
buoy, and struggled with might and main to 
release the one on the port side. All the 
time, at the top of his voice, he was yell- 
ing: “Man overboard!” 

Up on the bridge the officer of the deck, 
a little midshipman, heard the cries, and 
he too went into a daze. The man at the 
wheel told me he raced from one end of the 
bridge to the other, shrilly screaming: 
“Who is it? How did it happen? Where is 
he?” 

It was ten minutes before he thought to 
call away the lifeboat and change the 
course of the ship. He bad attended to 
these duties many times at 4riil. 

Finally, though, the routine occurred to 
him, and he screamed, “Way the lifeboat!” 

But by that time the lifeboat was ina the 
water, manned by a promiscuous volunteer 
crew—not a single one of the regular life 
boat's crew but the coxswain being in the 
boat—and some one had pushed the button 
of the starboard buoy, which had lighted as 
it dropped. Five minutes more elapsed be- 
fore the ship was brought about and headed 
back toward me. 

All this accounts for my period of torture 
and the disappearance of the ship's lights 
as she steamed straight on her course at 
eighteen or nineteen knots. But I can feel 
now the great thrill that coursed through 
me when a wave carried that light buoy in- 
to my view, and I knew that I was saved. 
I swam slowly toward it, and soon began 
to hear the shouts of the lifeboat’s cox- 
swain. I answered. A little later I saw the 


light of the lantern in the coxswain’s hand, 


and soon I was grasping at an oar. I was 
pulled into the lifeboat exactly forty-five 
minutes after I dived from Ge gangway of 
the ship. 

It seems to be the of

A Deadly Serpent. 


HOW THE MONGOOSE FIGHTS HIM TO 
A FINISH, 


There exist a large number of venomous 
serpents—we have many of them in the 
United States—-but probably no other spot 


‘ in the known world has such a death-deal- 


ing snake as the island of Martinique, in 
the Caribbean Sea. This is the ferde-lance, 
scientifically known as  “trigoncephalus 
lancelatus,” and it can, beyond the shadow 
of a doubt, lay claim to being the most 
deadly serpent of the earth. Its bite means 
instant death. 

There ate_eight distinct varieties, the 
most common being a dark gray and black 
speckled, which coloring enables it to con- 
ceal itself easily among roots and stumps 
of trees. Another variety is a clear, bright 
yellow, and when hidden in the freshly cut 
cane can scarcely be distinguished from the 
etalks. It may also be a dark yellow or coal 
biack with a yellow belly. 

Thie is not a large enake, rarely exceed- 
ine five feet in length, and in circumfer- 
ence approximately the size of a child's 
arm. To repeat, the bite means almost cer- 
tain death, and should not the service of a 


if 


physician, or penseur, as the natives call 
him, be obtained within a very short time, 
the venom does its deadly work—the flesh 
grows cold, softens, becomes pulpy, 
changes in color, quickly begins to spot, 
and a great chilliness creeps through the 
blood. This lasts only a few minutes, pos- 
sibly half an hour—then death. 

If the victim be fortunate enough to get 
a physician upon the scene post haste and 
no artery or vein has been pierced, there is 
hope—just a faint hope; but even if life be 
saved the danger is not entirely removed, 
for in many cases necrosis of the tissues fol- 
lows—the flesh corrupts and falls from tle 
bones and the body molders as does a trée. 

There is, however, a heroic method of 
treatment often brought into use by the 
Martiniquians. It is the immediate amputa- 
tion of the leg or arm, if the bite happens to 
be in either. Even this has to be done at 
once and before the venom circulates 
through the system. There are to be seen 
today upon the island many natives with 


cat, has any chance in a battle with this 
serpent. The cat, however, in about nine 
cases out of ten, will come out of the fight 
with colors flying, because of the fact that 
it is, apparently, quite as quick in move- 
ment, and at the same time uses what 
might be termed ring generalship. 

There is but one animal other than the 
cat that successfully wages war against the 
fer-de-lance. It is the mongoose (ichneumon,) 
imported from India a number of years ago, 
for the sole purpose of getting rid of the 
snakes in Martinique. 

Of the weasel family, and looking very 
much like those creatures, this little fellow 
is absolutely fearless so far as reptiles 
are concerned, and will just as readily at- 
tack one five feet in length as one a foot 
long. 

- From the mongoose the fer-de-lance will 
flee, but if cornered will put up a great 
fight, using every trick at its command, a 
useless sort of contest, however. for within 
a short time it wil] be stretched out lfe- 


limbs missing, and in the majority of cases less 


it is the result of having the machete, or 
eane-knife, applied after an experience with 
a fer-de lance. 


The ferde-lance is a fighter, and no do- 
mestic animal, with the exception of the

enter such a combat it is with the odds 
greatly against them. 

The mongoose is quite as clever a ring gen- 
eral as the cat and uses that gift to advan- 
tage. Strategy, more than strength, is its 
asset. 

When they meet, and if the snake sees 
ho avenue of escape, it prepares for battle 
as does the mongoose, but in a more leis- 
urely manner. 
for them to get fully prepared. There is no 
trifling, however. 

The mongoose circles about the reptile, al- 
ways at a safe distance and “drawing fire,” 
inviting it by moving closer and closer, to 


dart out its head and then quickly jumping 


out of harm's way. lt torments in every 
possible manner, causing the snake to 
change position time and time again, tiring 
it by forcing a strike again and again with- 
out ever reaching the objective point. At 
last, seeing its opponent at some particular 
disadvantage, }he mongoose springs forward, 
quick as a bolt of lightning, catches the ser- 
pent firmly with the teeth behind the trt- 
angular head-—a shake, possibly two—ns 
more, and in less time than it*takes to tef 
u, the ferdelance is dead, its vertebrae

And strate 
gical blunders by officers in time of war 
have piled up the history-making dead of 
many nations.

SUGGESTIONS FOR RAISING ADDITIONS 
TO FAMILY FARE. 

The home gardener wil) usually find it ad- 
Vantageous to grow small quantities of cer 
tain specialties which will add to the at- 
tractiveness of the family fare, and which 
few housewives will trouble to buy. Among 
these may be mentioned okra or gumbo. 

The young pods of this plant are the part 
used. These are employed principally in 
soups to which they impart a pleasant fa or 
and a sticky consistency. The best pods 
are grown on young plants, but if the peds 
are removed before they are allowed to 


ripen, the planis will continue to predece * 


them until killed by frost. . 

The seeds of okra should be sown In the 
open after the ground has become qu’te 
warm, or the plants maf be started in berry 
boxes in the hot bed and transplanted in t .e 
garden after ali danger of frost has passed, 
The rows should be four feet apart for the 
dwarf sorts, and five feet apart for the tall 
kinds, with the plants two feet apart in the 
row, Detailed information on this plant ts 
contained in Farmers’ Bulletin No, 232, 
“Okra: Its Culture and Uses.” 

Mustard greens may be produced on ab 
most ny good soil. The basal leaves are 
used for greens and are cooked like spinach. 
The plants require but a short time to reach 
the proper stage for use and frequent sow- 
ing should be made, therefore. The seeds 
are sowed thickly in drills as early as pos- 
sible in spring or for late use in September 
or October. Ostrich Plume is a reliable va 
riety, 

Parsley is used chiefly to garnish meat 
dishes and to flavor soups. The seed is 
sown either thickly in a drill or broadcast, 
in the autumn or early spring. A square 
yard of space wil) be sufficient for al! the 


parsiey that the average family is likely to 


desire. 

Spinach, however, is perhaps the most 
favorite crop grown for greens, and évery 
home gardener should plant it. Around Nor 
folk, Va., and to the south of it large areas 
are cut at any time through the winter 
when the fields are not frozen or covered 
with snow. North of the latitude of Nor 
folk spinach can be planted in the autume 
and carried over the winter by mulching 
with straw or leaves. The seed should be 
sown in drills one foot apart, ait the rate 
of one ounce to a hundred feet of row, oF 
ten to twelve pounds per acre. A rich wauw 
is required for success. 

There is, perhaps, no other garden crop 
which gives as much satisfaction a4 spinach. 
Ordinarily it occuples the land during the 
autumn and winter and does not inierfere, 
therefore, with the production of summer. 
vegetables. Three or four ounces of sced 
planted in the autumn after the summer 
crop has been harvested will produce as 
abundance of greens for the average family 
during the late autumn and early spring. ia 
gathering spinach the entire plant is re 
moved instead of merely cutting off the 
leaves. By selecting the larger plants first, 
the smaller or later ones are given room 
to develop. This method does away with 
the necessity of thinning. 


Tiny German States.

Half an hour's walk brings the pedestrian 
to Altengesees (Reuss, younger branch) An 
hour farther on lies Drognits, on Prussian 
soll, and the last stage is another hour's 
stroll, finishing up at Saalthal, Saxe-Alten- 
burg.

cargo en el préximo periodo. 

Una ley del Congreso Uruguayo, de fecha 
3 de Marzo de 1911 reorganiz6 el Gabinete; 
sectin ella, e! Presidente tiene siete Minis- 
tros Secretarios de Estado que son nombra- 
dos por 

la repablica se divide en 19 Departa- 
mentos los que a su vez se subdividen en 
gecciones y distritos. A la cabeza de cada 
Departamento est4 un jefe politico y de 
policia, nombrado por e!

Segin e] ditime censo su poblacién es de 
400,000 habitantes, es muy probable sin em- 
bargo, que un nuevo censo demostraria que 
esa poblacién es hoy de medio millén. 


Desde la apertura del nuevo puerto, hecho 
con wun costo de cerca de treinta millones 
de pesos, Montevideo hA& adelantado muy 
rapidamente. Sus calles son generalmente 
anchas y derechas, si bien es clerto que en 
la parte antigua de la cludad y en ia an- 
gosta peninsula hacia el rio, algunas calles 
son cortas y curvas. Las dos plazas pt- 
bifeas, Libertad e Independencia, y la Plaza 
Cagancha algo m4&s pequefia que las pri- 
meras, son tipicas del espiritu de perfec- 
clén de esa capital. Entre los muchos edi- 
ficios piblicos dignos de estudid lia 
Catedral, uma estructura imponente con 
torres de mfs de 130 pies de altura, dando 
frente d la Plaza Constitucién; este edificio 
fué inaugurado el afio de 1806. ‘El Teatro 
Solis que cubre casi dos acres de terreno 
con una capacidad para dos mil especta- 
dores, es otro de ios edificies dignos de 
mencionarse. Un distinguido viajero inglés 
dice en sus descripciones que ¢] ha visto 
en Europa pocos teatros cuyos interiores se 
igualen al del Teatro Solfs. Las celebrida- 
des de! mundo operdtico y dramAtico, desde 
Tamberlik a Tamagno, desde la Lagrange 
a la Patti, han cantado en este teatro, y 
Salvini, Rossi, Sarah Bernhardt y otras 
celebridades han recibido ovaciones del 
piblico de Montevideo. El palacio de go- 
bierno, el ateneo, la bolsa, etc., etc., mere- 
cen ser descritos, lo que desgraciadamente 
es imposible en un corto articulo. Las 
playas de mar en Ramirez y Pocitos son 
los centros principales en donde la cueta 
sociedad uruguaya se reune pare pasar el 
verano. 

Otras ciudades importantes son: Paysan- 
da, seguramente la segunda en importancia, 
est4 situada sobre el Rio Uruguay con una 
poblaci6n de 25,000 habitantes; el Salto, 
rival de la anterior, también sobre el mismo 
rio, y m&s 0 menos con igual nimero de 
habitantes; y probablemente, la ciudad que 
mds interés despierta, es la de Fray Bentos, 
como las otras, sobre e| Rio Uruguay pero 
hacia el Océano AtlAntico: allf se en- 
cuentra el inmenso y conocido estableci- 
miento de la Compafifia Liebig. A pesar de 
que esta cludad es mucho mds pequefia que 
las otras, su actividad comercial] es muy 
superior, es el centro del comercio de 
carnes cuyo modo de preparacién es célebre 
en mundo entero. 


Las dos grandes fuentes de la riqueza 
nacional la constituyen la ganaderia y la 
agricultura. Es de advertir sin embargo 
que’ la riqueza minera] empieza a lamar 
la atencidén. 

De m&s o menos 45,000,000 de acres de 
terreno en la repdblica, casi 2,000,000 estan 
dedicadas a la agricultura, los bosques 
ocupan algo m4s de 1,650,000 y el resto se 
usa para pastura. El trigo ocupa el primer 
puesto en la produccién agricola, y ile 
siguen, el maiz, la cebada, la avena, etc., 
etc. Hoy también se cultiva tabaco con 
éxito. Diversas escuelas de agricultura es- 
tablecidas en ja repdblica y la eficaz ayuda 
del gobierno hacen esperar un progreso 
grande en el desarrollo de la agricultura. 
La poblacién rural hasta ahora se dedicaba 
casi por completo a la ganaderia con detri- 
mento de la agricultura, recientementé, se 
influye en los propietarios para que dividan 
sus grandes “estancias” y as! aprovechar 
m4s el terreno. Este movimiento faci- 
litar4 el aprovechamiento de terrenos para 
fines agricolas. 

_la industria ganadera constituye sin duda 
la actividad principal en la repdblica por 
hoy, en el futuro, con el aumento de pobla- 
clén, y a medida que e! valor de los cam- 
pos aumente, tendr& que serlo la agricul- 
tura. Se calcula que hay en todo el pais 
8,200,000 cabezas de ganado vacuno; m4s o 
menos 27,000,000 de ganado lanar; y més de 
500,000 cerdos, etc., etc. 

La produccién de tasajo es una de las in- 
dustrias m4s antiguas del pais, y cuyo con- 
sumo es considerable en e! Brasil, Cuba y 
Puerto Rico; la carne de frigorffero y el 
extracto de carne del Uruguay son articulos 
de consumo conocidos en el mundo entero. 

Millones de acres de campo, al parecer 
virgen, se dedican a la cria de ovejas; con 
un nimero de 27,000,000 de cabezas de 
ganado lanar, la produccién de lana es un 
factor muy importante de la riqueza na- 
cional. Condiciones locales, y clima junto 
con métodos inteligentes de propagacién, 
hacen que haya un constante aumento en 
las majadas, la lana es pues una de las 
fuentes m4s importantes de riqueza. 

El comercio extranjero en el afio de 1915 
fué de 108,270,310 pesos de los cuales 34,- 
979,639 pesos corresponden a la importa- 
cién, y 73,290,671 pesos a la exportacién. 


Los principales articulos de importacién 


son; azicar, café, arroz, trigo, yerba mate, 
vinos, cigarros, tabaco, articulos de ferre- 
teria, maquinaria, alcohol, kerosen, nafta, 
etc., etc.; y los de exportacién: animales 


en ple, carnes y extractos de carne, lana,: 
cueros, grasa y cebo, etc., etc. 

La entrada principal del gobierno ia 
constituye los derecho de aduana, siguiendo 
los impuestos a la propiedad, es de advertir 
que en los ditimos afios han habido ma- \, 
yores entradas que salidas, poniendo a! pais 
en una excelente condicién financiera.

La repdblica est4 provista de ‘excelentes 
vias de comunicacién, de Montevideo par- 
ten caminos de hierro hacia distintas direc- 
ciones pasando por los centros We poblacién — 
y conectando con ferrocarriles brasilefios en 
distintos puntos: 1580 millas de via estén 
en explotacién, con 500 millas en construc- 
cién y 1000 millas en proyecto. 

El extensivo sistema .de vias fluviales 
ofrece al pais 700 millas de rios navega- 
bles, los m&s importantes, son el Plata y el 
Uruguay.

Trappers and Trapping on Kenai Peninsula, Alaska. 


BY HAPPY. 


I not only mean the professional 


trapper, but also mention the pros- 
pector, who in summer does a little mining, 
and in the winter traps on a small scale. 

First we will dwell on the prospector 
(who, in fact, is termed a trapper in the 
winter.) He has his permanent cabin in 
which he has laid in a large supply of nec- 
essaries—an outfit, as it is called. This 
outfit includes groceries, traps of all sizes, 
bait and possibly other things he does not 
mention, as each one tries to find some- 
thing new that may assist him in trapping 
more fur than his fellow-trapper. When 
the first light snow falls after the trap- 
ping season ts opened, which is November 
15. for certain game, he at once takes a 
‘ ¢rip to the nearest mountainsides or flats 
and looks for the different tracks (which, 
of course, he must be familiar with,) and 
at one glance he can tell if it will be worth 
while trapping in that location. He re 
turns to his cabin, and the next day he is 
off to set out his trap line, which may be 
from one to four miles, or a greater length, 
4f he has dogs. If the prospector decides 
to trap of a large scale he will pitch a 
tent or build a small cabin in his trapping 
district and take enough supplies from his 
lower cabin (as it is called) to last him fora 
month. If he has dogs he may have a trap 
line forty to fifty miles in length, and looks 
after his traps every day. 

Now we will take up the professional 
trapper, who comes to what he terms bis 
trapping ground (be uses the same ground 
each year to trap on.) We often come 


Wi: I speak of the trapper in Alaska 


here. They speak very little English. 

The professional trappers 
foxes more than any other fur-bearing anl- 
mal, as the returns are much greater. This 
trapper nearly always has the same cabin 
to locate in, and he lives there al! winter 
and is not seen until trapping time again. 
When trapping for foxes, which would be 
on the table lands, the bait (anything with 
a& very strong scent) is placed in a posi- 
tion where it may not be seen, and the 
traps, four or five, are placed around the 
bait. The fox smells the . bait d ap- 
proaches close cnough to ruh in a circle 
around it; thus he is trapped. 


The trapping season for the fox opens 
November 15 and closes March 15. They 
trap the red, silver, black and Cross foxes. 
These vary as to value, the black being the 
most valuable, the price ranging from $5 
to $1500, 

The lynx are found on the mountainsides 
and sometimes on the lower fat country, 
where they follow the rabbits. Traps for 
lynx are set either on stumps or ground, 
the bait hanging over the trap, swinging 
in the wind—as a lynx sees more quickly 
than he smells. The bait may be a dead 
rabbit, a plece of moose hide, feathers, or 
anything to make the animal inquisitive. 
The trap is covered with moose hair and 
should be handled only with gloves, and 
moose hocks should be worn on the feet, 
as the lynx at close range can smell a per- 
son and will become frightened. The trap 
is set with a drag, which gives the animal 
a chance to Walk around after being caught, 
thus he will not put up a desperate fight 


across Russians who trap extensively into release his foot, and, when the trapper 
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approaches, he very often finds the animal 


aim to trap “Waiting patiently. He is shot in the head 


by the trapper with a .22-caliber rifle. They 
are skinned as quickly as possible, as are 
all the other animals, to prevent the task 
of thawing them out if they once freeze. 
They are loaded with fleas, and long after 
the skin has been placed on the stretcher 
the fleas are plentiful. 1 caught a biue 
lynx (these are very rare.) The price of 
the lynx runs from $4 to $18. The average 
catch for the prospector trapper would be 
aboug twelve lynx, and for the professional 
trapper fifty-five lynx. 


The mink is trapped more easily in the 
first part of the trapping season, when the 
streams are not frozen over. They are 
trapped along the water's edge. Instead 
of shooting these small animals, one can 
drown them. if he has a balf-hour to spare, 
and providing it is not a cold day, ~ They 
run from $3.50 to $5 a skin. The prospec- 
tor trapper may catch about twenty, and 
the professional generally catches thirty 


to fifty mink. 


The ermine (commonly called weasel) is 
just about forced into a trap box, and bait 
(fish or meat) is placed at the end of the 
box. They bark like a dog when you ap- 
proach them in a trap. Their price is $1 
to $2 apiece. The prospector trapper traps 
about six to twenty and the professipnal 
trapper about fifty. 

The otter is a lucky catch, but rarely Is 
caught with an ordinary trap, one that 
passes over their head being the best, and 
even then they get away. One otter was 
caught last year that had only three feet; 
it had been caught before, but had eaten 


its foot off, thus getting away. They are 
worth about $15. The martin and beaver 
wil] not be caught until a few years hence. 

It is hard to tell the actual amount a 
trapper might make during his trapping 
season. In the first part of the season 
one setting of his traps may be all 
that is necessary, because the animals 
might not migrate; then, again, he may 
have to pick up histrap line and 
set it higher, or lower, as the case may be, 
or he may catch a great Many animals just 
before the season closes. One trapper 
went to pick up his trap line to bring it in 
and in the last trap was a beautiful biack 
fox that he sold for $725. 

One must keep a close watch on his 
traps, as nearly every time you go over - 
your trap line you will find a porcupine 
(porky,) rabbit, squirrel, camp-robber, mag- 
pie or something in your trap, preventing 
the game you are after from entering it. 

The season varies as to the scarcity of © 
game, One winter the lynx may be scarce, 
as well as the ermine and other fur-bear- 
ing animals. One never knows until the 
season is open and closed. This year the 
lynx were more plentiful than in previous 
years. 

The dangers of trapping are few. The 
bears are holed up, and no other animal 
ig feared unless you have a wolverine in 
your trap. They are very destructive to a 
trap lime, and if one sees the track of a 
wolverine he endeavors to get. him before 
the season is very far in progress. They 
are very powerful and fight like 4 bear, | 
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
